a) Works must be undertaken in accordance 
with section 4, 74 or 78 of The Drainage Act, 
1975 and a report of an engineer describing 
the current work adopted in accordance with 
the Act. 

b) The council must forward to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Food a copy of the 
engineering report and an application for 
grant on Form D.G. 2 (Form available from 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food). 

c) Where emergency work must be performed 
the Minister may authorize work before 
adoption of the engineer’s report. 


Basis of Assistance 


Municipalities in a county — 33 1/3% of the cost 
assessed against agricultural land. 


Municipalities in a territorial district 66 2/3% of 
the cost assessed against agricultural land.

LIVESTOCK COMPENSATION 


Assistance towards 


Reimbursing a municipality for compensation it 
has paid to livestock owners for losses caused by 
wolves. 


Eligible Recipients 
Any municipality 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a livestock owner has livestock killed or 
injured by adog or awolf, he makes application to 
the municipality for compensation. A municipal 
valuer investigates and assesses the amount of 
the damage. The municipality compensates the 
livestock owner for the market value of the 
livestock killed or injured. The municipality 
applies to the Ministry of Agriculture and Food for 
reimbursement of any compensation it has paid 
for losses caused by wolves. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Food reimburses 
the municipality for all compensation it has paid 
for losses caused by wolves.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1980 


Under Ontario Regulation 228/80, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. In the case 
of divisional boards of education, the grants are 
calculated separately for the elementary schools 
and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $1546 in the 
case of an elementary school pupil or $2154 in the 


case of a secondary school pupil and trainable 
retarded pupils, a weighting factor that is 
determined by the Ministry for the school board, 
and the average daily enrolment of pupils of the 
board in day school, summer school and (subject 
to a maximum) in continuing education. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 863/76. For day school this is 
determined as 30% of the enrolment on each of 
the last school days of January and April, and 
40% of the enrolment on the last school day of 
September. For summer school and evening 
classes it is determined as the _ full-time 
equivalent in terms of instructional time. Effective 
September 1980, kindergarten and junior 
kindergarten enrolment subject to grant will be 
limited to a one-half day basis. 


The average daily enrolment for purposes of grant 
calculation is increased in the case of trainable 
mentally retarded pupils by 85% and in the case 
of grades 9 and 10 pupils in elementary schools 
by 13.5%. 


The weighting factors address the variations 
among school boards in the need for education 
services and in the cost of providing comparable 
education services. The factor components are: 


Special Education 

Compensatory Education 

Language Instruction 

French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services (Northern) 
Small School Boards 

Small Schools 

Teacher Experience and Qualifications 


The mill rate used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure is calculated in the 
following manner: 


4.106 Elementary Total Recognized Ordinary 


Schools X Expenditure (incl. total 
OR tuition fees paid) 
3.111 Secondary oo 
Schools Maximum Recognized Day 


School Ordinary 
Expenditure (incl. tuition 
fees at the maximum

The assessment used in the calculation is 
equalized using the equalization factors issued by 
the Ministry of Revenue in 1979. Also, the Ministry 
has changed the split between residential and 
commercial mill rates to 15% (formerly 10%). 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary Expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
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or development of the jurisdiction served, differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of 
facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized for 
grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. 


The recognized expenditure is divided into two 
groups — 

a) specific debt charges and_ pupil 
transportation expenditure that is in excess 
of $203 per day school pupil of average daily 
enrolment, and 

b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess 
of the recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the school 
board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 
a) .031 for elementary schools or .015 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


b) .153 for elementary schools or .074 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


Commencing April 1, 1980, boards will receive 
grant on approved capital projects as the 
expenditures are incurred, payments to be made 
on a quarterly basis on progress certificates 
submitted by the school boards. 


The prior arrangements involved boards receiving 
grants in accordance with the financing of the 
project including grant on debenture instalments. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes $150 
per elementary school pupil, $45 per subject 
credit for grades 9 and 10 secondary school 
pupils, $50 per subject credit for grades 11 to 
13 secondary school pupils and $225 per 
trainable mentally retarded pupil. In addition 
there is recognition for some start-up costs 
where French-language classrooms are 
established. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized 
expenditure is determined by formulae that 
takes into account the number of pupils 
instructed, their grade level, the time devoted 
to instruction each day and the total 
accumulated hours of French-language 
instruction. 


The amounts range from $50 to $150 per pupil 
at elementary schools and from $20 to $75 per 
subject credit fora secondary school pupil. 
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The grant payable is: 
a) For French-language schools or classes, 
100% of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 


The mill rates are .153 for elementary schools 
or .084 for secondary schools for each $100 of 
per pupil recognized expenditure. 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French language educational programs at the 
secondary school level and involve a 
reorganization grant to offset the start-up costs 
associated with the establishment of new 
homogeneous French language school entities. 


For schools established with an enrolment of 100 
or fewer, the grant is $1,200 per pupil. For larger 
schools, the grant is $105,000 plus $150 per pupil 
to a maximum of $150,000. 


4 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of $22 
per classroom hour in respect of Heritage 
Language instruction. 


5 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1980 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the new _ provincial 
assessment equalization factors issued by the 
Ministry of Revenue in 1979. 


Similarly, grants have been provided to school 
boards to ensure that there is no increase in the 
proportion of the school board requisition that is 
borne by a municipality for reason of the new 
assessment equalization factors. 


6 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges on debentures issued by a school 
board prior to 1974 that were not approved for 
grant assistance at the time of issue are now 
eligible for grant to the extent that such 
expenditure for the year exceeds: 


a) In the case of debentures issued prior to 
1970, the yield of .14 mills for elementary 
schools or .32 mills for secondary schools in 
the dollar upon the equalized assessment for 
the board. 

b) In the case of debentures issued by a school 
board in 1970, through 1973, the yield of .28 
mills in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment for the board. 


7/ 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 
Where a school board provides education for: 

a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area that 
is not within the jurisdiction of a school 
board, is not Federal Crown Land or is not an 
Indian Reserve; 

b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, 
institutions or homes; or 

c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, 


A grant is payable to reimburse the board the 
cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as 
is permitted for inter-board billing of tuition 
fees. This is calculated in accordance with 
Ontario Regulation 229/80. 


8 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


Where a school board employs a teacher to 
provide a special education program in certain 
specified facilities, institutions or hospitals, 
subject to approval, a grant is payable to 
reimburse the board for the cost of the teacher’s 
salary, related employee benefit costs plus a 
$1,450 allowance for administrative costs etc; and 
for the cost of classroom furniture and equipment 
up to amaximum of $3,300.

GRANTS FOR PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
OF TEACHERS IN FRENCH-LANGUAGE 
SCHOOLS OR CLASSES, STUDENT TRAVEL AND 
EXCHANGE AND CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Grants are payable to reimburse school boards for 

approved expenditure that pertains to: 

a) the cost of having teachers of 
French-language schools or classes attend 
approved winter courses or full-time study or 
conferences, seminars and workshops to 
improve their qualifications; 

b) the cost of programs of student travel, 
student exchange visits and cultural 
activities in French-language schools, and 

c) the salaries and related employee benefit 
cost of employees on loan to the Ministry to 
be engaged in providing services to French- 
language schools and classes.

Water & Sewage Service 


The programs of the Ministry of the Environment 
are mainly directed towards assisting the 
construction of communal water and sanitary 
sewage works and the repair or renewal of private 
water and sewage systems. The number of 
projects assisted annually is limited by funds 
available. Projects are selected for award of 
grants by means of an MBR assessment system. 


1 
15% GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards the 
capital cost of major components of communal 
water and sewage works. 


This includes for water supply: intakes, treatment 
and storage facilities and trunk feedermains; for 
sewerage: treatment facilities, outfall and trunk 
Sanitary sewers and associated pumping 
stations. 


Priority is given to: 
a) works to service an area encompassing more 
than one municipality; 


b) works providing for an increased supply of 
serviced lots in growth areas. 


Grants are equal to 15% of capital cost after 
deduction of federal or other grants. 


Payment is made following contract award 
calculated on the project cost less 10% holdback. 
Final payment is made against audited final 
costs. 


2 
GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 7,500 
can apply for grants to assist the construction of 
new communal water and sewage works to 
service existing communities. Local distribution 
and collection works as well as major 
components are eligible. 

Other conditions include: 

a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 

b) Where buildings have means of access to the 
service, municipalities must require that a 
connection be made, in accordance with 
Section 362a of The Municipal Act. 

Priority is given to projects according to their 

contribution to health and environmental benefits 

and the servicing of urban growth. 
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Grants are calculated after deduction of federal or 
other grants. The assistance enables municipal 
costs to be limited to $1,100 and $1,400 per 
connection, for water and sewage service 
respectively, subject to a maximum of 75% of net 
project cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10% 
holdback. Final payment is made against audited 
final costs. 


Loans up to a 30 year term at the provincial 
interest rate may be made available to 
municipalities lacking access to commercial 
funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small communities 
currently serviced by private systems, where 
health and environmental problems. exist. 
Typically, the area considered would have 
insufficient potential for growth to require a 
communal system in the future. 

Other conditions include: 

a) grants will be made towards the cost of repair 
or renewal of systems serving homes that are 
principal residence in defined problem area; 

b) grants may be considered for costs 
associated with systems for other dwellings, 
commercial buildings and. small industries 
only when located in the defined problem 
area; 

c) where a request is accepted, the Ministry will 
retain a consulting engineer to prepare a 
report to identify the problems and propose 
alternative solutions; 

d) subject to the availability of funds, grants 
may extend over a two year period. 

Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental 
benefits. 

Grants are equal to: 

a) 100% of the cost of the report; 

b) 75% of the costs of implementing the 
solution recommended in the approved 
report. 

The amount of the grant will be committed over 
the period of construction. 


4 
COMMUNITY SERVICES CONTRIBUTION 
PROGRAM (CSCP) 


The CMHC Municipal Infrastructure Program is 
now terminated. In its place, the Federal 
Government will assist the construction of 
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municipal water and sewage works through a new 
Community Services Contribution Program. The 
Ministry of the Environment administers the 
scheme, coordinated with its own programs of 
funding. 


CSCP assistance is in the form of grants and the 
former CMHC loans are discontinued; otherwise 
CMHC rules for award of assistance are generally 
followed. 


Eligible for grants: major components of new or 
expanded sewage works; for water supply and 
trunk storm sewer projects, only the portion 
serving new residential development; for smaller 
municipalities (population not exceeding 5,000) a 
portion of the local sewage collection works may 
qualify. 


Funding: 

One-sixth of eligible project costs; an increased 
grant may be made for sewage works projects 
with high costs per capita (as determined by the 
Ministry in accordance with the former CMHC 
high cost formula). Grants may also be made to 
cover not more than one-half the cost of the 
preparation of a Regional Sewerage/Water plan.

Payment will be made in the year following the 
start of construction of approved projects.

AMBULANCE SERVICES 


Assistance towards 


Expenditures in operating a twenty-four hour daily 
ambulance service. 


Eligible Recipients 
1) Municipalities — includes metropolitan, 
regional or district municipalities but not area 
municipalities thereof. 
2) Local Boards of Health. 
3) Public Hospitals. 
4) Licensed private and volunteer operators. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) There must be a need for ambulance services 
in the area of proposed operation. 

2) Ambulance services, once licensed by the 
Ministry and in operation, must be available 
on a twenty-four-hour daily basis. 

3) Services must conform to the operational 
policy and procedures of the Ministry as well 
as to The Ambulance Act and its regulation. 


An annual operating budget must be submitted to 
the Ministry for approval in accordance with set 
procedures and deadlines. Amendments to an 
approved budget may be presented for 
consideration during the course of the operating 
year. 


Every municipality, etc., must provide the 
Minister, within 90 days of the end of a fiscal year, 
with a financial statement of its ambulance 
operations during that year.

BOARDS OF HEALTH 


Assistance towards 

The expenses of the local Boards of Health 
incurred in the process of providing full-time 
public health services in accordance with The 
Public Health Act and its regulations.

Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each local Board must submit an annual 
budget to the Minister at the start of each 
operating year. 

2) Not later than February 1, each Board must 
submit to the Minister a financial statement 
covering the preceding year’s activities. 

3) Payments to a Board may be reduced by: 

a) 40% where the office of the Medical 
Officer of Health (M.O.H.) remains vacant 
for 12 months; 

b) 50% where the office of the M.O.H. 
remains vacant for 24 months. 


Basis of Assistance 


A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a Board is based on the following 
structure: 

1) 331/3% of the expenses of the Board of a 
Municipality; 

2) 60% of the expenses of the Board of a Health 
Unit; 

3) 75% of expenses of the Board of a District 
Health Unit. 


This assistance is flowed to each Board in twelve 
roughly equal monthly payments; adjustments to 
the total aid flowed are made as necessary at 
year’s end, upon receipt by the Ministry of the 
required financial statement from each board. 


B. Separate Provincial assistance is available to 
Boards for the following programs: 


1) Home Care — 100% of costs approved by the 
Minister; 
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2) Family Planning — 100% of costs approved 
by the Minister; 

3) Venereal Disease Control — cf. 4 VENEREAL 
DISEASE CLINIC; 


4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals. 


C. A Board which assumes the responsibilities 
for the public health services of an 
unorganized territory receives’ an 
Unorganized Territories Grant which is 
intended to cover the full costs of services 
undertaken there.

20% when the contract for the project is 
signed; 

10% for each 1/8 of the work completed, with 
final payment upon the completion of the 
project to the satisfaction of the Minister.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and 
rehabilitation hospitals, graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals 
having not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals 
having fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 

g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 

h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group I hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction; 
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j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and _ treatment 
services in a community or district to 
handicapped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an 
integrated and co-ordinated program; 

l) Group L hospitals, are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction and providing 
facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university as evidenced by a 
written agreement between the hospital and 
the university with which it is affiliated. 

m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals 
which may charge and receive payment for 
the use of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 210/79 under the Public 
Hospital Act stipulates that the Province of 
Ontario accepts responsibility for either 2/3rds or 
5/6ths of the approved cost of constructing or 
renovating community hospitals. Approved costs 
include the cost of construction or renovation, 
professional fees and necessary basic 
equipment. 

The 5/6ths of approved costs refers to hospitals 
located in a municipality with a population of not 
more than 12,000 in a territorial district or a 
provisional county. 


Regulation 725/70 under the Public Hospitals Act 
stipulates that regarding capital grants for 
teaching hospitals, the Province accepts 
responsibility for the approved capital cost of the 
University Hospitals and of teaching and research 
facilities forming part of the University affiliated 
hospital. 


Regulation 724/70 under the Public Hospitals Act 
stipulates that the Province accepts responsi- 
bility for the approved capital cost of a Regional 
Rehabilitation hospital or that part of a hospital 
which provides special facilities for medical 
rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the hospital 
is expected to provide a wide range of special 
services and must be approved by the Minister as 
a Regional Rehabilitation Centre before 
becoming eligible for grants on the basis of full 
cost. For rehabilitation facilities serving a local 
community or district (e.g. Crippled Children’s 
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Treatment Centres) the grant amounts to 2/3rds of 
the approved cost.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT GRANTS

The concurrence of Regional Council should be 
obtained for any aspect of the municipal housing 
statement that requires action by the Region, 
including the application for a study grant or 
direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of 
the approved study, progress payments will be 
made. The final amount being paid upon Ministry 
approval of a housing statement adopted by 
Council.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipali- 
ties to administer directly as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $12,500. 
The prime objective of these loans is the repair of 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions and the 
upgrading of the plumbing, heating and electrical 
systems of the residences of the eligible owner- 
occupant to bring their housing up to municipal 
health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 
The amount of interest charged on this loan will 
be determined by the annual family income of the 
applicant; a portion of the loan may be ‘‘forgiven”’ 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon 
completion of a designated number of years of 
continuous occupancy. 
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Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 
receive OHRP funds if they have adopted and 
are enforcing property maintenance and 
occupancy standards or are willing to 
implement building and/or health and safety 
standards to be used as guidelines in 
providing financial aid to property owners. 


b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual ‘adjusted family income” of the 
owner- occupant does not exceed $12,500, 
and the house is below the standards referred 
to under (a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that loans made to supplement 
assistance received by owners from Federal 
funding shall not exceed 25 per cent of the 
annual grant made by the Minister under this 
Regulation to the municipality. 


b) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, 
including the forgivable and _ repayable 
portions thereof, a lien as provided for by 
subsection 2 of section 2a of the Act; and 
shall follow the procedures set forth in 
subsections 2 and 3 of section 2a of the Act. 


c) establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 

d) provide the Minister with whatever 
information records of accounts he may 
require pertaining to any application, loan or 
any other matter provided for in this 
Regulation.

The Program provides funds to assist in the repair 
and construction of Community facilities such as 
clinics, day-care centres, senior citizen centres, 
arenas, playgrounds, tot lots, neighbourhood 
parks, youth centres, community hall, libraries, 
street lighting, sewers, water lines, curbs, 
sidewalks, boulevards, roadworks, street signs, 
traffic signals, etc.

MUNICIPAL NON-PROFIT EQUITY 


Assistance towards 


The Province allocates grants to municipalities on 
behalf of municipal non-profit corporations in 
order to reduce the mortgage amount of non- 
profit projects. 


Eligibility Criteria 

To be eligible for financial assistance under the 

municipal non-profit housing component of the 

Community Services Contribution Program, a 

municipality must comply with the following 

criteria: 

a) A municipality must form one or more 
municipal non-profit housing corporations (as 


required) pursuant to Section 12 of The 
Housing Development Act of Ontario. 

b) Each project must be developed or planned to 
be developed and operated under the 1978 
Municipal Non-Profit Housing Program. 

c) Land for the project must either be owned or 
under option. 

d) Concept drawings and an estimate of capital 
costs must be received by the Ministry of 
Housing. The estimate of capital costs must 
be no greater than the Maximum Unit Price in 
effect at the time of application for the 
C.S.C.P. grant. The grant will not exceed 10 
per cent of the estimate of capital costs for 
the shelter component of the project. Should 
the initial approved lending value of the 
shelter component be less than the original 
estimate of capital costs, then the grant will 
be calculated on this lesser amount. 


Eligible Recipients 

Municipal non-profit projects complying with the 
eligibility criteria prior to December 31, 1979 will 
be classified as first program year projects, while 
those complying with the criteria from January 1 
to December 31, 1980 will be classified as second 
program year projects. 

Grants under the municipal non-profit equity 
component are funded entirely by the Federal 
Government with disbursements through the 
Province. 


Payment Procedures 


Grants for eligible expenditures will be paid out 
on receipt of proof that a construction contract 
for the project has been executed, footings have 
been poured and capital expenditures up to the 
amount of the grant have been made.

Any municipality with a maximum population of

Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) have an approved Official Plan with policies 
concerning the downtown; 

b) have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law applicable to commercial 
and residential buildings and being 
administered effectively; 

c) have municipal council commitment and 
public support for the revitalization of the 
downtown; 

d) demonstrate financial and administrative 
resources; 

e) have a downtown revitalization project 
proposal capable of being completed within 
five years of the provincial financial 
commitment to the project; 

f) the proposed revitalization is in accordance 
with provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Province will provide assistance in the form 
of partially recoverable loans up to a maximum of 
2/3 of the approved cost of a municipal downtown 
revitalization project. Such a project would be 
expected to generate additional revenue to the 
municipality in the form of taxes and/or rents. In 
addition, the project must be a development 
which acts as a ‘seeding’ element for other 
complementary downtown improvements. 


The total anticipated Provincial recovery under 
this Program is limited to 110% of the initial 
Provincial 2/3 contribution towards the 
implementation of a downtown revitalization 
project. 

The terms and conditions of the provincial 
financial assistance and its subsequent partial 
recovery will be contained in all executed 
provincial- municipal enabling agreements under 
Section 24 of The Planning Act.

MAIN STREET REVITALIZATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 
Provincial funds are available on a loan basis for 
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business improvement area projects in downtown 
areas of small communities. 


Eligible Recipients 
Municipalities with a population of less than 
30,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) have an approved Official Plan; 

b) have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law; 

c) have municipal council commitment and 
public support for the improvement of the 
downtown; 

d) have an active business improvement area 
under Section 361 of The Municipal Act; 

e) demonstrate financial and administrative 
resources; 

f) have a downtown project proposal under 
Section 361 of The Municipal Act; 

g) the proposed project is in accordance with 
provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


i) The maximum provincial loan to an eligible 
municipality is $150,000. 

ii) No more than 2/3 of the provincial loan for an 
approved business improvement plan can be 
used for parking purposes. The loan is 
intended to be used for comprehensive 
improvements, e.g. not’ solely for the 
development of parking lots. 

iii) Provincial financial assistance shall be 
confined only to one central business district 
per municipality. 

iv) All terms and conditions of the loan will be 
incorporated in an agreement between the 
Minister of Housing and the municipality in 
accordance with Section 361(20) of The 
Municipal Act R.S.O. 1970. 

v) The total provincial recovery would be 110% 
of the provincial loan over a maximum 10 year 
period.

Conditions and Procedures

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier 
municipalities with below average tax bases, in 
order to increase their ability to upgrade local 
servicing without incurring excessive property tax 
rates. A portion of this grant is paid directly to 
upper tier municipalities.

Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower tier municipality whose 1979 equalized 
assessment is below: 


a) $11,050 per capita, when the assessment is 
equalized according to the old equalization 
factor, or 


b) $21,200 per capita, when the assessment, 
with residential and farm taxable assessment 
being discounted by 15 per cent, is equalized 
according to the new equalization factor. The 
resulting equalized assessment is 
constrained to 1.76063 (minimum) and 
2.15189 (maximum) of the equalized 
assessment determined in a) above. 


“Old equalization factor’ and ‘‘new equalization 
factor’ are factors appearing in Ontario 
Regulation 515/80 columns A and B respectively, 
of Schedule 2. 


The resource equalization grant rate is based on 
the proportion that 60 per cent of the 
municipality’s deficiency of the 1979 equalized 
assessment per capita bears to $11,050 and 
$21,200, respectively, to a maximum of 25%. The 
grant rates as determined under a) and b), are 
applied to the net general dollar levy of the lower 
tier municipality which is defined as_ the 
combined lower and upper tier municipal 1979 tax 
requirements and excludes taxation in respect of 
school boards. 


The 1980 resource equalization grant will be the 
lesser of the grant as determined under b) or the 
summation of the municipality’s 1979 resource 
equalization grant entitlement and the product of 
its 1980 grants population and $10. Where the 
grant associated with the old factor under a) 
exceeds the amount derived by employing the 
new factor under b), a municipality is guaranteed 
to receive additional funds equal to the dollar 
difference in the two calculations. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 
taxes levied on commercial and business 
assessment to the total taxes levied on 
commercial and business assessment for all 
purposes, other than school purposes, is paid 
directly to the upper tier municipality. The Region 
or County is required to credit this amount 
against the requisition of the lower tier 
municipality. 

The lower tier municipality is paid a resource 
equalization grant equa! to the difference 
between the total grant and the amount payable 
to the Region or County. This portion of the grant 
should be applied against taxes for own 
purposes. 


lil. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 
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Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 6 per cent of the 1979 net general 
dollar levy to all municipalities, both upper 
and lower tier. 


— 


Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 
amount equal to 18 per cent of the 1979 net 
general dollar levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern 
part of Ontario and 


ii) all municipalities situated in the District 
of Parry Sound and to the Townships of 
Airy and Chisholm and the Improvement 
District of Cameron. 


This grant is in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal goods and services 
in such areas. 


“Net general dollar levy” for the purposes of 
these grants means a municipality’s own 1979 
tax requirements, excluding upper tier and 
school board taxation.

INVOLVEMENT IN MUNICIPAL 
ADMINISTRATION 


Assistance towards 


Providing meaningful employment and practical 
experience for students interested in municipal 
government. 


Eligible Participants 


For administration students, all municipalities 
and municipal associations; for planning 
students, only municipalities and planning boards 
with a population not exceeding 50,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) Ontario University and Community College 
students must be registered in an 
environmental studies program, e.g. urban 
geography, urban or regional planning, or 
core programs of business administration, 
commerce, economics, or political science. 
All courses are subject to Ministry approval. 


b) Staff members are expected to supervise and 
monitor the students’ work programs 
(qualified Planners for the Planning work 
program). Must ensure that students receive 
meaningful job experience beneficial to their 
academic studies. 


c) Subject to the population criterion, allotment 


of positions is limited to a maximum of 2 
administration and 1 planning student per 
municipality. 

d) March 1st is the deadline date for requesting 
positions each year. Participants must 
communicate their request for positions prior 
to this date, otherwise no assurance can be 
given for approval. Applications should be 
submitted as soon as all pertinent student 
information is available. 


e) Records and working papers used in 
compiling data used on final claim for 
reimbursement must be retained so costs 
may be verified.

Assistance towards 


The payment and recovery of municipal and 
school tax credits or refunds granted in respect of 
real property owned and occupied by persons 65 
years of age or over.

School boards in unorganized territory. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The procedures for claiming provincial 
reimbursement for the credits and refunds 
allowed are set out in detail in a Memorandum 
obtainable from the Ministry of Intergovernmental 
Affairs. 


In summary the municipality or school board, 
after formally adopting the provisions of the Act 
and upon granting tax credits or refunds, is 
required to arrange for the registration of the 
Province’s interest by Notice of Lien against the 
property in respect of which a tax credit or refund 
has been allowed. 


The municipal treasurer is then required to 
complete a ‘‘Record of Tax Credits Allowed” 
(copies obtainable from the Ministry) which 
includes a claim for reimbursement. In due 
course this form, together with such other 
documents as a “Summary of Tax Credits 
Allowed’, a certified copy of the Notice of Lien 
and a “Certificate of Allowance’ must be 
submitted to the Ministry. 
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Basis of Assistance 
Reimbursement by the Province of 100% of the 
amount of credits and refunds allowed each year, 
provided that 
a) no credit or refund exceeds the lesser of $150 
or one-half of the municipal and school taxes 
imposed in respect of the eligible property, 
b) no credit or refund is allowed to any person in 
respect of more than one such property in any 
one year.

The 
request should indicate whether the municipality 
wishes to receive assistance for language 
instruction or for the French translation of 
documents, or both. 


Basis of Assistance 
Financial assistance is available for both 
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language training and the translation of municipal 
documents into French. Assistance is for a four- 
year period, on a reducing scale, with the 
Province meeting 80% of the costs in the first 
year, 60% in the second year, 40% in the third 
year, and 20% in the fourth year. The maximum 
amount of assistance available each year is 
related to the population of the municipality.

Municipalities 
will be expected to search out fully other 
alternative sources of capital funds. Treasury 
staff assistance and guidance is available for this. 
In practice, most borrowers do in fact find more 
advantageous financing elsewhere. The OMIC 
lending rate for this purpose is normally 
approximately 3/4 of 1% higher than the market 
rate for the Province’s own obligations in the 
public market place. 


School Financing 


OMIC lending towards residual needs for school 
financing is available to both municipalities and 
school boards. The lending rate for this purpose 
will be 1/4 of 1% lower than the current ‘last 
resort” rate, to assist in the smooth 
implementation of the new program of direct 
capital grants. However, it is expected that most 
borrowers will be able to borrow to advantage in 
the public market place.

iii) Payments approved by the Director for 
operating costs of computer services 
including rental of equipment incurred 
after the 1st day of April, 1973 where as a 
result of such services a_ welfare 
administrator is able to provide to the 
Director such information on _ the 
administration and operation of welfare 
services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the Province to a county 
that administers welfare assistance, to a district 
welfare administration board and to an approved 
Indian Band equals 50% of the cost of the 
administration of welfare services as defined in 
the Regulations. 


The subsidy payable by the Province to a city, a 
separated town and any approved municipality 
that does not form part of a county or a district 
welfare administration board equals 50% of the 
amount by which the cost of administration of 
welfare services (defined in Regulations) for the 
twelve month period ending on the 31st day of 
December in each year exceeds such cost to the 
municipality for the year ending December 31, 
1964.

c) Requests for progress payments must be 
accompanied by a certificate of a member 
architect in good standing of the Ontario 
Association of Architects or an engineer in 
good standing of the Ontario Association of 
Professional Engineers, certifying that: 

1) all structural work below the ground floor 
joists or slabs is completed; 

2) the roof is on and the new building, 
addition, or extension is enclosed; 

3) the interior partitions are installed and 
finished, or 

4) the new building, addition or extension is 
completed and ready for occupancy. 

d) When applying for final payment, the 
application must be certified by the municipal 
treasurer or auditor including indication of all 
sales tax refunds being taken into account. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) 5% of the cost when all structural work below 
the ground floor joists or slabs is completed; 

b) 20% when the roof is on and the building, 
addition or extension is enclosed; 

c) 10% when the interior partitions are installed 
and finished; 

d) Such other part of the estimated amount to be 
paid by Ontario at such other times as the 
Minister approves (in these cases 
applications for payment should be 
accompanied by architects’ or engineers’ 
certificates as to the progress made towards 
completion; and for the final payment, the 
request shall be certified by the municipal 
auditor); 

e) The difference between 50% of the approved 
cost and the total of (a), (b), (c) and (d) when 
completed and ready for occupancy. 


The grant maximum of 50% of the approved cost, 
excepting in the case of certain homes in 
territorial districts where, in addition, the 
Province may pay 100% of that portion of the cost 
allocated, in accordance with the Act and 
Regulations, for unorganized areas.

The cost of the erection, alteration, extension or 
acquisition, or the furnishing and equipping of a 
building or premises for use as a_ social, 
recreational drop-in, or day care centre for elderly 
persons, including the cost of the land, 
furnishings and equipment.

(b) Non-profit corporations may qualify condi- 
tionally upon a municipal 20% grant.

a) The Ministers approval of the municipal 
by-law, the area sociological needs study, the 
site plans, and the proposed programmes 
must be obtained in advance. In addition, 
when the service is provided by a non-profit 
corporation, the Minister's approval of the 
corporation is required. 

b) An application to the Minister must be in the 
prescribed form and be accompanied by: 

In the case of the erection, alteration or 

extension of a building or premises, 

1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 

2) the plans and specifications, prepared by 
an architect, showing the construction, 
equipment and arrangements of the 
centre. 

In the case of the acquisition of the building 
or premises, 

1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 

2) a structural sketch showing the area or 
areas in the building or premises to be 
used as acentre. 

c) The Minister's approval of the corporation or 
municipal by-law, site, plans and proposed 
program must be obtained in advance. 

d) An application for payment of the grant must 
be made in the prescribed form and be 
accompanied by: 
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1) the certificate of an auditor certifying: 

i) the actual cost of the building or 
premises to the corporation; 

ii) the actual amount that has been paid 
by the corporations as of the date of 
the application; 

iii) that all refundable sales tax has been 
taken out. 


2) the certificate of the architect or 
professional engineer, in triplicate (Form 
3, O. Reg. 235, R.R.O. 1970) certifying that 
the alteration, extension or acquisition of 
the building or premises is completed in 
accordance with the plans approved by 
the Minister. 


Basis of Capital Assistance 


Not in excess of 30% of the costs described 
above, computed in accordance with the 
Regulations.

Operating grants to centres shall be 50% of the 
net monthly expenditure by the municipality, 
determined in accordance with the regulations, to 
aceiling of $15,000 a year whichever is the lesser. 
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Special Grants 


An amount of up to $15,000 for any one year 
may be made to a municipality, or an approved 
corporation, in respect of an approved innovative 
program or services for elderly persons in an 
approved centre. 


NOTE: 


“Where non-Municipal and non-profit Corporations establish 
and operate elderly persons centres, Provicial grants in aid for 
both capital and operating are conditional on prior payments of 
at least 20% from the Municipality in which the centre is located 
or that Municipality together with one or more contiguous 
Municipalites.”

In addition, a board (North or South) shall be paid 
a grant of $19,000 for each county, regional 
municipality, district municipality and territorial 
district, not organized into a county library or 
county library cooperative under Part 4 of the 
Public Libraries Act.

The board shall transmit to the Minister all reports 
required by the Public Libraries Act and the 
regulations as requested by the Minister. 


Special Grants 


In addition to the grants payable above, the 
Minister may make a payment to a board of a 
regional library system to assist in the provision 
of service to the councils of Indian bands and 
territories without municipal organization. Under 
this category, $2.70 per capita is paid for 
population in municipally organized areas and 
$2.00 per capita is paid for population in Northern 
Indian reserves without libraries. 


In addition to any other grants payable, the 
Minister may make a payment to a board of a 
public library, a board of a county library, a board 
of a regional library system or an incorporated 
library association for the purpose of developing 
a province-wide network of library service. Under 
this category, a grant of $2.00 per title catalogued 
by multi-regional cataloguing centres, based on 
operations in the previous calendar year, is paid 
to Ontario’s three regional library system 
cataloguing centres.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1981 


Under Ontario Regulation 127/81, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. In the case 
of divisional boards of education, the grants are 
calculated separately for the elementary schools 
and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $1730 in the 
case of an elementary school pupil or $2403 in the 
case of a secondary school pupil or trainable 
retarded pupil, a weighting factor that is 
determined by the Ministry for the school board, 
and the average daily enrollment of pupils of the 
board in day school, summer school and (subject 
to amaximum) in continuing education. 


The average daily enrollment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 863/76. For day school this is 
determined as 30% of the enrollment on each of 
the last school days of January and April, and 
40% of the enrollment on the last school day of 
September. For summer school and evening 
classes it is determined as_ the full-time 
equivalent in terms of instructional time. 
Kindergarten and junior kindergarten subject to 
grant is limited to a one-half day basis enrollment. 


Theaverage daily enrollment for purposes of grant 
calculation is increased in the case of trainable 
mentally retarded pupils by 85% and in the case 
of grades 9 and 10 pupils in elementary schools 
by 15%. 

The weighting factors address the variations 
among school boards in the need for education 
services and in the cost of providing comparable 
education services. The factor components are: 


Special Education 

Compensatory Education 

Language Instruction 

French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services (Northern) 
Small School Boards 


Small schools 

Teacher Experience and Qualifications 
The mill rate used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure is calculated in the 
following manner: 


4.177 Elementary Total Recognized Ordinary 


Schools X Expenditure (incl. total 
OR tuition fees paid) 
3.169 Secondary oe, 
Schools Maximum Recognized Day 


School Ordinary 
Expenditure (incl. tuition 
fees at the maximum 
recognized rate of per pupil 
expenditure for the board) 


The assessment used in the calculation is 
equalized using the equalization factors issued by 
the Ministry of Revenue in 1980, and is adjusted to 
reflect the 15% difference between residential 
and commercial mill rates. 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary Expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
or development of the jurisdiction served, differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of 
facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized for 
grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. 


The recognized expenditure is divided into two 
groups — 

a) specific debt charges and _ pupil 
transportation expenditure that is in excess 
of $213 per day school pupil of average daily 
enrollment, and 

b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess 
of the recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the school 
board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 

a) .028 for elementary schools or .013 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 

b) .142 for elementary schools or .064 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recongized expenditure. 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards 
for approved capital projects are paid as the 
expenditures are incurred. Payments are made on 
a quarterly basis on progress certificates 
submitted by the school boards. 


The prior arrangements involved boards receiving 
grants in accordance with the financing of the 
project including grant on debenture instalments. 
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3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 

a) For French-language schools or classes $165 
per elementary school pupil, $50 per subject 
credit for grades 9 and 10 secondary school 
pupils, $55 per subject credit for grades 11 to 
13 secondary school pupils, and $250 per 
trainable mentally retarded pupil. In addition 
there is recognition for some start-up costs 
where French-language classrooms are 
established. 

b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized 
expenditure is determined by formulae that 
takes into account the number of pupils 
instructed, their grade level, the time devoted 
to instruction each day and the _ total 
accumulated hours of French-language 
instruction. 


The amounts range from $55 to $165 per pupil 
at elementary schools and from $22 to $85 per 
subject credit fora secondary school pupil. 

The grant payable is: 

a) For French-language schools or classes, 
100% of the recognized expenditure. 

b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 


The mill rates are .142 for elementary schools 
or .064 for secondary schools for each $100 of 
per pupil recognized expenditure. 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-language educational programs at the 
secondary school level and involve a 
reorganization grant to offset the start-up costs 
associated with the establishment of new 
homogeneous French-language school entities. 


For the first year of operation of such schools 
with an enrollment of 100 or fewer, the grant is 
$1,200 per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is 
$105,000 plus $150 per pupil to a maximum of 
$150,000. For the second year of operation, the 
grant is $800 per pupil for a school with an 
enrollment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools 
is $70,000 plus $100 per pupil to a maximum of 
$100,000. 


4 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of 
$24.50 per classroom hour in respect of Heritage 
Language instruction. 


5 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1981 formula includes a provision which

guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the provincial assessment 
equalization factors issued by the Ministry of 
Revenue in 1980. The comparison is the 
assessment equalized using the factors that were 
applicable in 1979. 


Similarly, grants have been provided to school 
boards to ensure that there is no increase in the 
proportion of the school board requisition that is 
borne by a municipality for reason of the new 
assessment equalization factors. 


6 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on 
debentures issued by a school board prior to April 
1980 that were not approved for grant assistance 
at the time of issue are now eligible for grant to 
the extent that such expenditure for the year 
exceeds the yield of .142 mills for elementary 
schools or .064 mills for secondary schools in the 
dollar upon the equalized assessment for the 
board in respect of each $25 per pupil of such 
expenditure. This base mill rate cannot be less 
than .13 for elementary schools or .26 for 
secondary schools. 


7 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 
Where aschool board provides education for: 

a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area that 
is not within the jurisdiction of a school 
board, is not Federal Crown Land or is not an 
Indian Reserve; 

b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, 
institutions or homes; or 

c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, 


A grant is payable to reimburse the board the cost 
of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. 
This is calculated in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 128/81. 


8 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


Where a school board employs a teacher to 
provide a special education program in certain 
specified facilities, institutions or hospitals, 
subject to approval a grant is payable to 
reimburse the board for the cost of the teacher’s 
salary, related employee benefit costs plus a 
$1600 allowance for administrative costs etc; and 
for the cost of classroom furniture and equipment 
up to amaximum of $3,300. 


9 

GRANTS FOR PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
OF TEACHERS IN FRENCH-LANGUAGE 
SCHOOLS OR CLASSES, STUDENT TRAVEL AND 
EXCHANGE AND CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Grants are payable to reimburse school boards for 

approved expenditure that pertains to: 

a) the cost of having teachers of 
French-language schools or classes attend 
approved winter courses or full-time study or 
conferences, seminars and workshops to 
improve their qualifications; 

b) the cost of programs of student travel, 
student exchange visits and _ cultural 
activities in French-language schools, and 

c) the salaries and related employee benefit 
cost of employees on loan to the Ministry to 
be engaged in providing services to French- 
language schools and classes. 


10 
GRANTS FOR ENERGY 
CONSERVATION PROGRAMS 


A grant was introduced in 1981 to assist school 
boards to fund projects to achieve energy use 
reductions in school buildings. This relates to 
works in the field of: 

a) Building and mechanical system controls 

b) Lighting and electrical system changes, and 

c) Ventilation system changes.

GRANT FOR CO-OPERATIVE SCHOOL 

SYSTEMS REVIEW 

A grant was introduced in 1981 to reimburse 
school boards for costs incurred up to $20,000 
where the board enters into an agreement with 
the Minister for a comprehensive school system 
review.

Water & Sewage Service 


The programs of the Ministry of the Environment 
are mainly directed towards assisting the 
construction of communal water and sanitary 
sewage works and the repair or renewal of private 
water and sewage systems. The number of 
projects assisted annually is limited by funds 
available. Projects are selected for award of 
grants by means of an MBR assessment system. 


1 
15% GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards the 
capital cost of major components of communal 
water and sewage works. 


This includes for water supply: intakes, treatment 
and storage facilities and trunk feedermains; for 
sewerage: treatment facilities, outfall and trunk 
sanitary sewers and associated pumping 
stations. 


Priority is given to: 
a) works to service an area encompassing more 
than one municipality; 


b) works providing for an increased supply of 
serviced lots in growth areas. 


Grants are equal to 15% of capital cost after 
deduction of federal or other grants. 


Payment is made following contract award 
calculated on the project cost less 10% holdback. 
Final payment is made against audited final 
costs. 


2 
GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 7,500 
can apply for grants to assist the construction of 
new communal water and sewage works to 
service existing communities. Local distribution 
and collection works as well as major 
components are eligible. 

Other conditions include: 

a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 

b) Where buildings have means of access to the 
service, municipalities must require that a 
connection be made, in accordance with 
Section 362a of The Municipal Act. 


Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental benefits 
and the servicing of urban growth. 


Grants are calculated after deduction of federal or 
other grants. The assistance enables municipal 
costs to be limited to $1,100 and $1,400 per 
connection, for water and sewage service 
respectively, subject to a maximum of 75% of net 
project cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10% 
holdback. Final payment is made against audited 
final costs. 

Loans up to a 30 year term at the provincial 
interest rate may be made available to 
municipalities lacking access to commercial 
funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small communities 
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currently serviced by private systems, where 
health and environmental problems exist. 
Typically, the area considered would have 
insufficient potential for growth to require a 
communal system in the future. 


Other conditions include: 


a) grants will be made towards the cost of repair 
or renewal of systems serving homes that are 
principal residence in defined problem area; 

b) grants may be considered for costs 
associated with systems for other dwellings, 
commercial buildings and small industries 
only when located in the defined problem 
area; 

c) where a request is accepted, the Ministry will 
retain a consulting engineer to prepare a 
report to identify the problems and propose 
alternative solutions; 

d) subject to the availability of funds, grants 
may extend over a two year period. 


Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental 
benefits. 


Grants are equal to: 
a) 100% of the cost of the report; 
b) 75% of the costs of implementing the 


solution recommended in the approved 
report. 


The amount of the grant will be committed over 
the period of construction.

Assistance towards 


Expenditures in operating a twenty-four hour daily 
ambulance service. 


Eligible Recipients 
1) Municipalities — includes metropolitan, 
regional or district municipalities but not area 
municipalities thereof 
2) Local Boards of Health 
3) Public Hospitals 
4) Licensed private and volunteer operators. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) There must be a need for ambulance services 
in the area of proposed operation. 


2) Ambulance services, once licensed by the 
Ministry and in operation, must be available 
on a twenty-four-hour daily basis. 


3) Services must conform to the operational 
policy and procedures of the Ministry as well 
as to The Ambulance Act and its regulations. 


An annual operating budget must be submitted to 
the Ministry for approval in accordance with set 
procedures and deadlines. Amendments to an 
approved budget may be _ presented for 
consideration during the course of the operating 
year. 


Every ambulance operator, etc., must provide the 
Minister, within 90 days of the end of a fiscal year, 


with a financial statement of its ambulance 
operations during that year. 


Basis of Assistance 
Up to 100% of costs as approved by the Minister.

Assistance towards 


The expenses of the local Boards of Health 
incurred in the process of providing approved 
public health services in accordance with The 
Public Health Act and its regulations and 
identified community health needs. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Boards of Health. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each local Board must submit an annual 
budget to the Minister not later than the 1st 
day of March of each operating year. 

2) Not later than February 1, each Board must 
submit to the Minister a financial statement 
covering the preceding year’s activities. 

3) Payments to a Board may be reduced by: 

a) 40% where the office of the Medical 
Officer of Health (M.O.H.) remains vacant 
for 12 months; 

b) 50% where the office of the M.O.H. 
remains vacant for 24 months. 


Basis of Assistance 


A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a Board is based on the following 
structure: 


1) 33 1/3% of the expenses of the Board of a 
Municipality; 

2) 75% of the expenses of the Board of a Health 
Unit; 

3) 75% of expenses of the Board of a District 
Health Unit. 


This assistance is flowed to each Board in twelve 
roughly equal monthly payments; adjustments to 
the total aid flowed are made as necessary at 
year’s end, upon receipt by the Ministry of the 
required financial statement from each board. 


B. Separate Provincial assistance is available to 
Boards for the following programs: 

1) Home Care — 100% of costs approved by the 
Minister; 

2) Family Planning — 100% of costs approved 
by the Minister; 

3) Venereal Disease Control — cf. 4 VENEREAL 
DISEASE CLINIC; 

4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals. 


C. A Board which assumes the responsibilities 
for the public health services of an 
unorganized territory receives an 
Unorganized Territories Grant which is 
intended to cover the full costs of services 
undertaken there.

Assistance towards 

The acquisition of new facilities, the alteration of, 
addition or renovation to existing community 
health facilities, or parts thereof that have 
become obsolete or inadequate (land costs are 
excluded).

b) necessary basic equipment and furnishings, 
and the installation thereof 

c) land survey and soil tests, and necessary 
paving and sodding but not landscaping, 
gardens or decorations. 


Conditions and Procedures 
1) Application for grants, accompanied by 
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preliminary sketch plans in triplicate, must be 
made to the Minister and approved prior to 
the issuing of tenders or the commencement 
of work. 

2) The applicant must undertake not to 
mortgage, sell, dispose of, alter physically or 
functionally the facility without the approval 
of the Minister. 

3) The grant is paid in the following portions as 
construction approaches completion: 

20% when the contract for the project is 
signed; 

10% for each 1/8 of the work completed, with 
final payment upon the completion of the 
project to the satisfaction of the Minister.

PHYSICIANS’ ACCOUNT 


Assistance towards 


Payment to physicians for the treatment of 
venereal disease in persons who are not insured 
under The Health Insurance Act, 1972. 


Eligible Recipients 
Municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) A physician must submit an account of all 
eligible services performed by him under the 
direction of a Board’s M.O.H., to the 
municipal treasurer within three months of 
the rendering of those services. 

b) 1) Each physician’s statement of accounts 
should equal the amount that would be 
payable for the medical services as 
insured health services under The Health 
Insurance Act, 1972. 

2) The cost of drugs used for treatment 
should also be reported. 

c) The treasurer must forward all such accounts 
to the Minister within three months of 
receiving them. 


Basis of Assistance

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and 
rehabilitation hospitals, graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals 
having not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals 
having fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 

g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 

h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 


i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and _ treatment 
services in a community or district to 
handicapped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an 
integrated and co-ordinated program; 


1) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction and providing 
facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university as evidenced by a 
written agreement between the hospital and 
the university with which it is affiliated; 

m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals 
which may charge and receive payment for 
the use of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 210/79 under the Public 
Hospitals Act stipulates that the Province of 
Ontario accepts responsibility for either 2/3rds or 
5/6ths of the approved cost of constructing or 
renovating community hospitals. Approved costs 
include the cost of construction or renovation, 
professional fees and necessary basic 
equipment. 


The 5/6ths of approved costs refers to hospitals 
located in a municipality with a population of not 
more than 12,000 in a territorial district or a 
provisional county. 


Regulation 725/70 under the Public Hospitals Act 
stipulates that regarding capital grants for 
teaching hospitals, the Province accepts 
responsibility for the approved capital cost of the 
University Hospitals and of teaching and research 
facilities forming part of the University affiliated 
hospital. 


Regulation 724/70 under the Public Hospitals Act 
stipulates that the Province accepts responsi- 
bility for the approved capital cost of a Regional 
Rehabiliation hospital or that part of a hospital 
which provides special facilities for medical 
rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the hospital 
is expected to provide a wide range of special 
services and must be approved by the Minister as 
a Regional Rehabilitation Centre before 
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becoming eligible for grants on the basis of full 
costs. Regulation 407/71 under The Public 
Hospitals Act stipulates that for rehabilitation 
facilities serving a local community or district 
(e.g. Crippled Children’s Treatment Centres) the 
grant amounts to 2/3rds of the approved cost. 


Regulation 358/77 under The Public Hospitals Act 
stipulates that 100% of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects will be paid where 
operating savings to the government will recover 
the capital cost within 5 or fewer years.

ONTARIO INDUSTRIAL PARKS PROGRAMS 
(OIPP) — INDUSTRIAL PARK LOANS 


Assistance towards 


An Ontario municipality’s ‘acquisition and/or 
servicing of industrial land for sale or lease to 
industry as suitable sites for new _ plant 
construction. 


Eligible Applicants 

Any municipality in Ontario, excluding the 
Regional Municipalities of Durham, York, Metro 
Toronto, Peel and Halton. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) The industrial land site must be within the 
applicant municipality's boundaries. 

2) The interested municipality should contact 
the Industry and Tourism field office in the 
area in which the park is to be located. 

3) If deemed eligible, the municipality will 
complete an OIPP loan application Part |. The 
Ministry’s representative will forward it and 
other supporting documents to the Ministry 
for consideration by an_ Interministerial 
Committee. Each of the ten Ministries 
involved evaluates its particular interest and 
reports its conclusions. 

4) If the project is recommended by the 
Interministerial Committee, it is forwarded to 
the Minister of Industry and Tourism for his 
approval in principle. 

5) Following this approval, the Development 
Corporation involved (ODC, NODC, or EODC) 
provides the municipality with an OIPP loan 
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application Part Il along with a request for 
plans, specifications, cost estimates, and 
other detailed information on the proposed 
project. This data is evaluated and used to 
prepare a presentation to the Development 
Corporation’s Board of Directors for 
consideration and decision. 


Basis of Assistance 
The program provides for the Development 
Corporations to lend up to: 
a) 50% of the cost of purchasing and servicing 
suitable industrial land by a municipality; 
b) 75% of the cost of servicing land already 
owned by a municipality. 


Approved loans will extend over a 15-year period. 


Loan principal repayments are deferred for five 
years, except for pro rata principal repayments 
when industrial sites are sold. 


Loans are offered at a rate 1-1/4% below the 
Corporation’s base interest rate which is fixed on 
a quarterly basis.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier 
municipalities with below average tax bases, in 
order to increase their ability to upgrade local 
servicing without incurring excessive property tax 
rates. A portion of this grant is paid directly to 
upper tier municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower tier municipality whose 1980 equalized 
assessment is below $18,600 per capita, when the 
assessment, with residential and farm taxable 
assessment being discounted by 45 per cent, is 
equalized according to the equalization factor 
appearing in the 1981 Regulation to the Act. 


The assessment deficiency rate recognized for 
resource equalization grant is based on the 
proportion that 60 per cent of the municipality’s 
deficiency of the 1980 equalized assessment per 
capita bears to $18,600, to a maximum of 25%. 
This deficiency rate is then applied to the net 
general dollar levy of the lower tier municipality 
which is defined as the combined lower and upper 
tier municipal 1980 tax requirements and 
excludes taxation in respect of school boards. 


The 1981 resource equalization grant is equal to 
the product of the municipality's net general 
dollar levy and its assessment deficiency rate, up 
to the maximum of: 

a) the sum of the total 1980 resource 
equalization grant entitlement (lower and 
upper tier shares) and 1980 ad hoc payment, 
or 

b) the sum of the total 1980 resource 
equalization grant entitlement and _ the 
product of its 1981 grants population and $7, 
whichever is greater. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 


determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 
taxes levied on commercial and business 
assessment to the total taxes levied on 
commercial and business assessment for all 
purposes, other than school purposes, is paid 
directly to the upper tier municipality. The Region 
or County is required to credit this amount to its 
general revenues. 


The lower tier municipality is paid a resource 
equalization grant equal to the difference 
between the total grant and the amount payable 
to the Region or County. This portion of the grant 
should be applied against taxes for own 
purposes. 


Ill. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 6 per cent of the 1980 net general 
dollar levy to all municipalities, both upper 
and lower tier.

The municipality, which must pass a borrowing 
by-law pursuant to “The Shoreline Property 
Assistance Act, 1973”. Such by-law must be 
approved in accordance with Sections 64 and 65 
of The Ontario Municipal Board Act. 
Municipalities within Regional Municipalities 
must also submit the by-law to the Regional 
Municipality. 


Procedures 


The individual property owner makes application 
to the municipality for a loan. When approved 
work is completed and inspected, the 
municipality (or the Regional Municipality on its 
behalf) may debenture the amount to be loaned 
with the Province, and pass a rating by-law 
providing for repayment by equal annual 
instalments on the annual property taxes. 


Basis of Assistance 


Loans at the rate of 1134% per annum witha term 
of 10 years. The maximum loan available in 
respect of any individual property is 


i) in respect of building repairs, 75% of the cost 
of such repairs or $20,000, whichever is the 
lesser, 

ii) in respect of protective works, 75% of the 
cost of such works or $500 per shoreline 
metre, whichever is the lesser.

Assistance towards

f) A one-time special grant to cover consulting 
fees incurred for developing a _ French- 
language-services program for a municipality, 
such payment not to exceed $125 per day, 
plus expenses, up to a maximum of 15 
working days. 


Assistance is not necessarily restricted to the 
activities mentioned above. Depending on their 
individual needs, municipalities may provide 
additional services, within the limits of the 
financial assistance offered under the program, 
provided that assistance is not available for 
similar services through other government 
programs. 


Eligible recipients 


Municipalities. Other local authorities may also 
be eligible for assistance, depending on the 
availability of funds and other government 
programs. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities may enter the program by 
submitting a written request indicating the 
French-language services the municipality 
expects to provide under the program and the 
estimated expenditures likely to be incurred in 
each of the first two years. 


Basis of Assistance 


The assistance offered under the program is for 
one term of five consecutive years and is not 
subject to renewal or extension. Each 
participating municipality is eligible to receive 
reimbursement of 50% of actual costs, up toa 
maximum of $50,000 each year. The special grants 
relating to the purchase of simultaneous- 
interpretation equipment and to consulting fees 
are in addition to this general assistance.

MUNICIPAL ENERGY AUDIT GRANTS 


This is a new program which came into effect in 
August. It is administered by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs & Housing, and will run for three 
years with a $3.6 million budget provided by the 
Ministry of Energy. 


Assistance towards 

Employing an energy auditor, for a three-year 
period, to measure municipal energy use, set 
standards for municipal energy consumption, and 
develop mechanisms for achieving and 
maintaining reductions in that consumption. 


Eligible Participants 

All municipalities are eligible to participate. 
Counties and regional governments are 
encouraged to apply on behalf of their area 
municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 
a) Municipalities must submit a _ proposal, 
including a statement of the goals and 
objectives to be achieved by participation and 
a firm estimate of the energy savings to be 
realized in each of the three years. 


b) The auditor must submit semi-annual reports 
to the Ministry summarizing the energy 
consumption measured during the previous 
period, the measures implemented for 
reducing the consumption, and the results 
achieved. 


Basis of Assistance 

80% of the total cost of employing an auditor, 
including salary and benefits, travel, support 
services, etc., to a maximum of $20,000 in the first 
year, $18,000 in the second year, and $15,000 in 
the third year. The Ministry will also provide 
information and training seminars for the 
auditors.

ENERGY CONSERVATION THROUGH LAND USE 
PLANNING GRANTS 


Introduction 


As one of the Provincial initiatives to ensure that 
the most efficient use is made of energy 
resources, this program to provide for the 
consideration of energy efficiency in land use 
planning came into effect on April 1, 1981. The 
program is administered by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing, and with $250,000 
funding for 1981/82 provided by the Ministry of 
Energy. 


Assistance towards 


Funding is available for land-use planning studies 
aimed at energy conservation in the community. 
The Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing will 
consider any planning study which has land-use 
and energy-efficiency implications, whether or 
not the study is directly related to a document 
produced under the Planning Act. Data collection 
and surveys of the existing situation, necessary 
before policies can be formulated, will also be 
eligible for grants. 


Eligible Recipients 


Energy conservation through land-use planning 
grants are designed to assist municipalities with 
populations of more than 15,000. (Smaller 
communities can apply for community planning 
study grants for similar assistance). 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consultant, 
competitive selection procedures must be used if 
the study is to cost more than $15,000. CPAB staff 
can advise on the use of Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing consultant selection 
procedures and are available to assist in the 
process. 


Municipal staff time is also eligible for funding, 
subject to prior agreement with the Ministry on 
reporting procedures. 


To be eligible for funding, the approval of the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing must 
be received before the commencement of the 
study. Staff of the community planning advisory 
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branch (CPAB) should be contacted prior to 
starting any work on a study for which funding is 
to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


Grants are available to cover 75 per cent of the 
cost of a study, to a maximum of $50,000 per 
study. 


Upon agreement of the province to provide 
funding, an advance payment (normally 50 per 
cent of study costs) would be made. Subsequent 
payments would be made in accordance with 
stages of completion of the study and timing 
agreed to by the municipality and ministry at the 
time of the grant commitment. Ministry staff will 
require suitable evidence of expenditures, either 
in the form of consultant invoices or staff work 
records, before recommending subsequent 
payments.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENTS GRANTS 


Assistance towards 
The preparation and updating of municipal 


housing statements outlining municipalities’ 
housing policies and needs. 


When endorsed by Council and approved by the 
Ministry, a statement forms the basis for a 
municipality's request for federal and provincial 
funding for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with 
approved statements may be eligible for funding 
to update their statement. Municipalities under 
10,000 population may also request ministry staff 
to complete a statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal Council must pass a_ resolution 
requesting assistance or funding. With a funding 
request an application must be submitted for a 
grant. 


The concurrence of Regional Council should be 
obtained for any aspect of the municipal housing 
statement that requires action by the Region, 
including the application for a study grant or 
direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of 
the approved study, progress payments will be 
made. The final amount being paid upon Ministry 
approval of a housing statement adopted by 
Council.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipalities 
to administer directly as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $15,500. 
The prime objective of these loans is the repair of 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions and the 
upgrading of the plumbing, heating and electrical 


systems of the residences of the eligible owner- 
occupant to bring their housing up to municipal 
health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 
The amount of interest charged on this loan will 
be determined by the annual family income of the 
applicant; a portion of the loan may be ‘“‘forgiven”’ 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon 
completion of a designated number of years of 
continuous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 
receive OHRP funds if they have adopted and 
are enforcing property maintenance and 
occupancy standards or are willing to 
implement building and/or health and safety 
standards to be used as guidelines in 
providing financial aid to property owners. 


b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual “adjusted family income” of the 
owner-occupant does not exceed $15,500, 
and the house is below the standards referred 
to under (a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 

a) ensure that loans made to supplement 
assistance received by owners from Federal 
funding shall not exceed 25 per cent of the 
annual grant made by the Minister under this 
Regulation to the municipality. 

b) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any _ loan, 
including the forgivable and _ repayable 
portions thereof, a lien as provided for by 
subsection 2 of section 2a of the Act; and 
shall follow the procedures set forth in 
subsections 2 and 3 of section 2a of the Act. 

c) established a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 

d) provide the Minister with whatever 
information records of accounts he may 
require pertaining to any application, loan or 
any other matter provided for in this 
Regulation.

Provincial funds are available on a loan basis to 
assist eligible municipalities with seeding 
projects to restore confidence in the core area of 
acommunity.

b) have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law applicable to commercial 
and residential buildings which is being 
administered effectively 

c) have municipal council commitment and 
public support for the revitalization of the 
downtown 

d) demonstrate financial and administrative 
resources 

e) have a downtown revitalization project 
proposal capable of being completed within 
five years of the provincial financial 
commitment to the project 

f) the proposed revitalization is in accordance 
with provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


The Province will provide assistance in the form 
of partially recoverable loans up to a maximum of 
2/3 of the approved cost of a municipal downtown 
revitalization project. Such a project would be 
expected to generate additional revenue to the 
municipality in the form of taxes and/or rents. In 
addition, the project must be a development 
which acts as a “seeding” element for other 
complementary downtown improvements. 


The total anticipated Provincial recovery under 
this Program is limited to 110% of the initial 
Provincial 2/3 contribution towards the 
implementation for a downtown revitalization 
project. 


The terms and conditions of the provincial 
financial assistance and its subsequent partial 
recovery will be contained in all executed 
provincial-municipal enabling agreements under 
Section 24 of The Planning Act.

ONTARIO NEIGHBOURHOOD IMPROVEMENT

e) Have the financial and administrative 
capacity to undertake the Neighbourhood 
Improvement project planning and 
implementation. 

f) Have a neighbourhood which meets the 
following neighbourhood eligibility criteria: 

i) Asignificant portion of the housing stock 

is in need of rehabilitation. 

ii) Other elements in the physical 
environment are in need of rehabilitation. 

iii) There are deficiencies in neighbourhood 
recreational and social facilities. 

iv) The area is occupied for the most part by 
low and moderate income people. 

v) The area is potentially stable in terms of 
residential land uses and densities. 


vi) The areais predominantly residential. 


Basis of Assistance 


The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 50:50 
of total eligible project costs, subject to the 
execution of the provincial/municipal agreement. 


The Program provides funds to assist in the repair

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM

The Province provides incentive funding to those 
municipalities developing municipal non-profit 
housing projects for the first time. The funding is 
in the form of a grant and an interest free loan. 


Eligible Recipients 


An initial grant of up to $5,000 is available to 

municipalities to explore the feasibility of starting 

a Municipal Non-Profit Housing project. 

To be eligible, a municipality must: 

a) be in the process of developing municipal 
non-profit housing for the first time 

b) have had the need for assisted and market 


rent housing approved by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. 


The amount of the grant that a municipality 
receives is commensurate with its population as 
follows:

10,000 plus $5,000 


A municipality also becomes eligible for an 
interest free loan (up to 1.75% of the approved 
capital cost of a project) to cover those 
administrative expenses incurred until the first 
mortgage draw. The loan is to be capitalized 
against project costs and is repayable to the 
Province at the time of the first project mortgage 
draw. If at any point during development process, 
the project fails, the loan may be forgiven.

b) Fire fighting vehicles, street flushers and 
street sweepers costing over $1,000 per 
vehicle. 

c) Buses to provide public transportation (but 
not school buses). 

d) Chemicals used in sewage treatment or water 
purification.

4) petition for the payment of the subsidy 
authorized by resolution of council (or in 
the case of a county, an_ interim 
statement by resolution of the road 
committee). 


d) Cities or separated towns must contribute 
toward construction and maintenance of 
suburban roads to be eligible for grants.

Last resort lending is available as an assurance of 
debenture financing, subject to statutory and 
procedural considerations, to the smaller 
municipalities which might otherwise have no 
reasonable source of capital funds. Municipalities 
will be expected to search out fully other 
alternative sources of capital funds. Treasury 
staff assistance and guidance is available for this. 
In practice, most borrowers do in fact find more 
advantageous financing elsewhere. The OMIC 
lending rate for this purpose is normally 
approximately 3/4 of 1% higher than the market 
rate for the Province’s own obligations in the 
public market place. 


School Financing 


OMIC lending towards residual needs for school 
financing is available to both municipalities and 
school boards. The lending rate for this purpose 
will be 1/4 of 1% lower than the current “‘last 
resort” rate, to assist in the smooth 
implementation of the new program of direct 
capital grants. However, it is expected that most 
borrowers will be able to borrow to advantage in 
the public market place.

General assistance is provided to meet 
expenditures for food, clothing, personal 
requirements, utilities, household supplies, 
shelter and fuel. 


The assistance granted to needy persons by a 
municipality, district board or approved Indian band 
is based on the excess of the recipient’s budgetary 
requirements over his income and the amounts 
granted are determined by references to the tables, 
limitations, and requirements of the regulations 
(referenced below). 

Provincial reimbursement is 80 per cent of the 
amounts of general assistance paid. However, if, 
over a period of six months, the average number of 
persons receiving assistance equals or is in excess 
of 6 per cent of the population of the municipality 
or Indian reserve, as the case may be, the contribu- 
tion of the province is increased to 90 per cent in 
respect of the number of persons receiving 
assistance in excess of 5 per cent of the population. 
Provision is also made for reimbursement by the 
province of 100 per cent of the assistance granted 
to applicants deemed not to have been resident of 
any organized municipality in Ontario for a period 
of 12 consecutive months, prior to application for 
assistance.

c) Travelling expenses where such 
expenses are directly related to the 
administration of welfare services. 


ii) Payments approved by the Director for 
research or consultation carried out ona 
contract or fee-for-service basis relating 
to welfare services. 


iii) Payments approved by the Director for 
operating costs of computer services 
including rental of equipment incurred 
after the 1st day of April, 1973 where as a 
result of such services a_ welfare 
administrator is able to provide to the 
Director such information on the 
administration and operation of welfare 
services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the province to acounty that 
administers welfare assistance, to a district welfare 
administration board and to an approved Indian 
band equals 50 per cent of the cost of the administra- 
tion of welfare services as defined in the regulations. 


The subsidy payable by the province to a city, a 
separated town and any approved municipality that 
does not form part of a county or a district welfare 
administration board equals 50 per cent of the 
amount by which the cost of administration of 
welfare services (defined in the regulations) for the 
twelve month period ending on the 31st day of 
December in each year exceeds such cost to the 
municipality for the year ending December 31, 1964. 


Fees for staff training and living allowances while 
receiving training—rate of subsidy 80 per cent 
subsidy is claimed on Form 7 and is available to 
municipalities which employ a part-time admini- 
strator.

d) When applying for final payment, the 
application must be certified by the municipal 
treasurer or auditor including indication of all 
sales tax refunds being taken into account.

a) 5 per cent of the cost when all structural work 
below the ground floor joists or slabs is 
completed; 

b) 20 per cent when the roof is on the building, 
addition or extension is enclosed; 

c) 10 per cent when the interior partitions are 
installed and finished; 

d) Such other part of the estimated amount to be 
paid by Ontario at such other times as the 
Minister approves (in these cases applications 
for payment should be accompanied by 
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architect's or engineers’ certificates as to the 
progress made towards completion; and for the 
final payment, the request shall be certified by 
the municipal auditor); 

e) The difference between 50 per cent of the 
approved cost and the total of (a), (b), (c) and (d) 
when completed and ready for occupancy. 

The grant maximum of 50 per cent of the approved 
cost, excepting in the case of certain homes in 
territorial districts where, in addition, the province 
may pay 100 per cent of that portion of the cost 
allocated, in accordance with the Act and Regu- 
lations, for unorganized areas.

The cost of the erection, alteration, extension or 
acquisition, or the furnishing and equipping of a 
building or premises for use as a_ social, 
recreational drop-in, or day care centre for eiderly 
persons, including the cost of the _ land, 
furnishings and equipment.

“Municipality” means a City, Town, Village or Township, and 
includes an Area Municipality, whether in a Metropolitan, 
Regional, or District Municipality. While excluded in the Act, 
specific authority may be given in a Metropolitan Regional 
District Municipality Act for coverage for the purposes of the 
Elderly Persons Centres Act. 

(b) Non-profit corporations may qualify condi- 


tionally upon a municipal 20 per cent grant. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) The Minister's approval of the municipal by-law, 
the area sociological needs study, the site plans, 
and the proposed programs must be obtained in 
advance. In addition, when the service is pro- 
vided by anon-profit corporation, the Minister's 
approval of the corporation is required. 


b) An application to the Minister must be in the 
prescribed form and be accompanied by: 
In the case of the erection, alteration or 
extension of a building or premises, 
1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 
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2) the plans and specifications, prepared by 
an architect, showing the construction, 
equipment and arrangements of the 
centre. 

In the case of the acquisition of the building 
or premises, 

1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 

2) a structural sketch showing the area or 
areas in the building or premises to be 
used as acentre. 

c) The Minister's approval of the corporation or 
municipal by-law, site, plans and proposed 
program must be obtained in advance. 

d) An application for payment of the grant must 
be made in the prescribed form and be 
accompanied by: 

1) the certificate of an auditor certifying: 

i) the actual cost of the building or 
premises to the corporation; 

ii) the actual amount that has been paid 
by the corporations as of the date of 
the application; 

iii) that all refundable sales tax has been 
taken out. 

2) the certificate of the architect or 
professional engineer, in triplicate (Form 
3, O. Reg. 235, R.R.O. 1970) certifying that 
the alteration, extension or acquisition of 
the building or premises is completed in 
accordance with the plans approved by 
the Minister. 


Basis of Assistance 


Not in excess of 30 per cent of the costs described 
above, computed in accordance wth the regulations.

Operating grants to centres shall be 50 per cent of 
the net monthly expenditure by the municipality, 
determined in accordance with the regulations, to 
a ceiling of $15,000 a year whichever is the lesser. 


Special Grants 


An amount of up to $15,000 for any one year 
may be made to a municipality, or an approved 
corporation, in respect of an approved innovative 
program or services for elderly persons in an 
approved centre. 


NOTE: 


“Where non-municipal and non-profit corporations establish and 
operate elderly persons centres, provincial grants in aid for both 
capital and operating are conditional on prior payments of at least 
20 per cent from the municipality in which the centre is located or 
that municipality together with one or more contiguous munici- 


palities.”

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1982 


Under Ontario Regulation 197/82, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants are 
calculated separately for the elementary schools 
and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
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portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 
The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser of 
the actual cost and the product of $1,872 in the case 
of an elementary school pupil or $2,718 in the case of 
a secondary school pupil, a weighting factor that is 
determined by the Ministry for the school board, 
and the average daily enrollment of pupils of the 
board in day school, summer school and certain 
continuing education. Effective September, 1982, 
grant assistance in respect of continuing education 
is limited to specific programs including adult basic 
literacy, citizenship and language instruction for 
landed immigrants, english as a second language 
for adults, and courses for adults for which secon- 
dary school credit is given. 
The average daily enrollment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 256. For day school this is determined as 30 per 
cent of the enrollment on each of the last school 
days of January and April, and 40 per cent of the 
enrollment on the last school day of September. For 
summer school and certain continuing education 
classes it is determined as the full-time equivalentin 
terms of instructional time. Kindergarten and junior 
kindergarten subject to grant is limited to a one-half 
day basis enrollment. 
In calculating average daily enrollment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not 
reduce directly with enrollment declines. Thirty to 
sixty per cent of the decline from 1981 (depending 
on the board size) plus one-half of such assistance 
given in 1981 is included in the enrollment for grant 
purposes. 
The average daily enrollment for purposes of grant 
calculation is increased in the case of grades 9 and 
10 pupils in elementary schools by 19 per cent. 
The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education services and 
in the cost of providing comparable education 
services. The factor components are: 

Compensatory Education 

Language Instruction 

French-English Mixed Schools 

Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services (Northern) 

Small School Boards 

Small schools 

Teacher Experience and Qualifications 
The mill rate used to determine the local portion of 
the recognized expenditure is calculated in the 
following manner: 
4.455 Elementary Total Recognized Ordinary 

Schools X Expenditure (incl. total 
OR tuition fees paid) 

3.375 Secondary 


Schools Maximum Recognized Day 


School Ordinary

The assessment used in the calculation is equalized 


using the equalization factors issued by the Ministry 
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of Revenue in 1980 and 1981, and is adjusted to 
reflect the 15 per cent difference between residential 
and commercial mill rates. 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
or development of the jurisdiction served differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of 
facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 

The portions of these expenditures recognized for 

grant assistance are determined by specific ap- 

provals. 

The recognized expenditure is divided into two 

groups — 

a) specific debt charges and pupil transportation 
expenditure that is in excess of $239 per day 
school pupil of average daily enrollment, and 

b) the remainder. 

The grant in respect of each group is the excess of 

the recognized expenditure over the yield of a cal- 

culated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the school board. 

The mill rates used to determine the local portion 

of the recognized expenditure are: 

a) .025 for elementary schools or .012 for secondary 
schools for each $100 of per pupil recognized 
expenditure. 

b) .124 for elementary schools or .060 for secondary 
schools for each $100 of per pupil recognized 
expenditure. 

Boards receive grants on current approved minor 

projects and on major projects prior to 1980 in 

accordance with the financing of the project includ- 
ing grant on debenture instalments, which in some 

instances will continue to the year 2000. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance is: 
a) For French-language schools or classes $185 per 
elementary school pupil, $56 per subject credit 
for grades 9 and 10 secondary school pupils, $62 
per subject credit for grades 11 to 13 secondary 
school pupils. In addition there is recognition for 
some start-up costs where French-language 
classrooms are established. 

For French-language instruction for non French- 
speaking pupils the recognized expenditure is 
determined by formulae that takes into account 
the number of pupils instructed, their grade level, 
the time devoted to instruction each day and the 
total accumulated hours of French-language 
instruction. 

The amounts range from $62 to $185 per pupil 
at elementary schools and from $25 to $95 per 
subject credit for a secondary school pupil.

The grant payable is: 
a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 per 


cent of the recognized expenditure. 

For French-language instruction for non French- 
speaking pupils, the excess of the recognized 
expenditure over the yield of a calculated mill 
rate in the dollar upon the equalized assessment 
supporting the board. 

The mill rates are .124 for elementary schools 
or .060 for secondary schools for each $100 of 
per pupil recognized expenditure.

4 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


The ministry introduced effective January, 1982, a 
new funding mechanism in respect of special educa- 
tion. Grants are the product of the board’s total 
enrollment (not just special education pupils) anda 
per pupil amount of $125 in respect of elementary 
school operations and $90 in respect of secondary 
school operations. In addition, a grant is paid in 
respect of each trainable retarded pupil of $3,430 
adjusted by a weighting factor which takes into 
account the geographical location of the board. 
Where a school board employs a teacher to provide 
a special education program in certain specified 
facilities, institutions or hospitals, subject to ap- 
proval a grant is payable to reimburse the board 
for the cost of the teacher’s salary, related employee 
benefit costs plus a $1,600 allowance for administra- 
tive costs etc; and for the cost of classroom furniture 
and equipment up to a maximum of $3,300. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of $27 per 
classroom hour in respect of Heritage language 
instruction, subject to minimum class size and 
where the school day is extended in relation thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN TAX 


REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendar year difference between the amount re- 
quisitioned by the school board or yield of the mill 
rate on assessment and actual taxes received. 
Effectively boards are compensated for “write-off of 
taxes” and grants are reduced on account of 
“supplementary” taxes received. 


U 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on deben- 
tures issued by a school board prior to April, 1980 
that were not approved for grant assistance at the 
time of issue are now eligible for grant to the extent 
that such expenditure for the year exceeds the yield 
of .124 mills for elementary schools or .060 mills for 
secondary schools in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment for the board in respect of each $25 per 


pupil of such expenditure. This base mill rate cannot 
be less than .12 for elementary schools or .25 for 
secondary schools. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON TAX EXEMPT LAND 


Certain school boards on tax-exempt land receive 
grants from the province. These boards include 
Department of National Defence School Boards and 
Ontario Hydro School Boards. Special funding pro- 
visions also apply to school boards established in a 
sanatorium, a hospital, a crippled children’s treat- 
ment centre or acentre for the treatment of cerebral 
palsy. 

The first group of boards receive 50 per cent of all 
operating grants exclusive of capital. The second 
group of boards receive 80 per cent of teachers’ 
salaries and transportation costs and 50 per cent of 
all other costs exclusive of capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISLOATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrollment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved costs in 
excess of the yield of a mill rate on equalized assess- 
ment of 4.58 mills in the case of elementary school 
boards or 3.44 mills in the case of secondary school 
boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 

a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area that is 
not within the jurisdiction of a school board, is 
not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian 
Reserve; 

b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or detained 
in certain specified facilities, institutions or 
homes; or 

c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid Society, 

a grant is payable to reimburse the board the cost of 

education for the pupil. 

The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 

permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. This 

is calculated in accordance with Ontario Regulation 

198/82. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards on 
major approved capital projects are paid as the 
expenditures are incurred. Payments are made ona 
quarterly basis on progress certificates submitted to 
the school boards. The rates of grant are identical to 
those applicable to extraordinary expenditure grants 
which, for a board of average assessment wealth, is 
75 per cent. 
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12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1982 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant for 
reason of using the average of the provincial assess- 
ment equalization factors issued by the Ministry of 
Revenue in 1980 and 1981. The comparison is the 
assessment equalized using the factors that were 
applicable in 1979. 

Similarly, grants have been provided to school 
boards to ensure that there is no increase in the 
proportion of the school board requisition that is 
borne by a municipality for reason of the new 
assessment equalization factors. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-lanugage education programs at the secon- 
dary school level and involve a reorganization grant 
to offset the start-up costs associated with the esta- 
blishment of new homogeneous French-language 
school entities. 

For the first year of operation of such schools with 
an enrollment of 100 or fewer, the grant is $1,320 per 
pupil. For larger schools, the grant is $115,500 plus 
$165 per pupil to a maximum of $165,000. For the 
second year of operation, the grant is $880 per pupil 
for a school with an enrollment of 100 or fewer and 
for larger schools is $77,000 plus $110 per pupil to 
a maximum of $110,000.

GRANTS FOR PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
OF TEACHERS IN FRENCH-LANGUAGE 
SCHOOLS OR CLASSES, STUDENT TRAVEL AND 
EXCHANGE AND CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Grants are payable to reimburse school boards for 

approved expenditure that pertains to: 

a) the cost of having teachers of French-language 
schools or classes attend approved winter 
courses or full-time study or conferences, 
seminars and workshops to improve their quali- 
fications; 

b) the cost of programs of student level, student 
exchange visits and cultural activities in French- 
language schools, and 

c) the salaries and related employee benefit cost 
of employees on loan to the Ministry to be en- 
gaged in providing services to French-language 
schools and classes. 


15 
GRANT FOR CO-OPERATIVE SCHOOL 
SYSTEMS REVIEW 


A grant was introduced in 1981 to reimburse school 
boards for costs incurred up to $20,000 where the 
board enters into an agreement with the Minister for 
a comprehensive school system review.

MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND ENERGY 
CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


Reducing the consumption of energy, especially oil, 
in municipal facilities. 


Eligibility 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible. Financial 
assistance is available in the first phase of this pro- 
gram to convert oil-fired heating plants in municipal 
buildings to alternate fuels. Financial assistance will 
become available in the second phase of this pro- 
gram to improve the thermal efficiency of municipal 
buildings. Details respecting the Phase 2 program 
will be made available later in the 1982/83 fiscal 
year. 


Conditions and Procedures (Oil Conversion) 


Municipalities shall identify oil-heated buildings and 
the availability of alternate fuels by completing the 
pre-qualification form and forwarding it to the 
Ministry of Energy. 

Any building heated by its own oil-fired heating unit, 
or any building complex heated by an oil-fired 
central heating plant, will be considered to be an 
individual conversion project. 

Upon approval from the Ministry, the municipality 
shall seek three tender bids to complete the project. 
The bids will be analyzed by the Ministry of Energy 
and final project approval, together with a commit- 
ment in principle for financial assistance, will be 
forwarded to the municipality. The municipal 
council will pass and forward to the Ministry of 
Energy a resolution to provide the local share of 
costs and to proceed with the project. Upon com- 
pletion of the project the municipality shall forward 
a copy of the project invoice and a work acceptance 
statement from the municipality. 


Basis of Assistance (Oil Conversion) 


The amount of assistance provided will not exceed 
$50,000 for each project. The level of assistance will 
be determined after considering the volume of oil to 
be saved, the conversion project cost, and the con- 
version pay-back period. Project costs are to include 
only those costs directly related to the conversion 
and may not include general repairs or replacement 


of worn-out equipment. Project costs may include 
reasonable consultant's fees if required.

Payment is made following contract award calcula- 
ted on the project cost less 10 per cent holdback.

2 
GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 7,500 
can apply for grants to assist the construction of new 
communal water and sewage works to service exist- 
ing communities. Local distribution and collection 
works as well as major components are eligible. 


Other conditions include: 


a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 


b) Where buildings have means of access to the 
service, municipalities must require that a con- 
nection be made, in accordance with Section 
362a of The Municipal Act. 

Priority is given to projects according to their con- 

tribution to health and environmental benefits and 

the servicing of urban growth. 

Grants are calculated after deduction of federal or 

other grants. The assistance enables municipal 

costs to be limited to $1,100 and $1,400 per connec- 
tion, for water and sewage service respectively, sub- 
ject to a maximum of 75 per cent of net project cost. 

Payment is made through quarterly advances against 

projected expenditures less 10 per cent holdback. 

Final payment is made against audited final costs. 

Loans up to a 30 year term at the provincial interest 

rate may be made available to municipalities lacking 

access to commercial funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small communities 
currently serviced by private systems, where health 
and environmental problems exist. Typically, the 
area considered would have insufficient potential 
for growth to require a communal system in the 
future. 

Other conditions include: 

a) grants will be made towards the cost of repair 

or renewal of systems serving homes that are 

principal residence in defined problem area; 
grants may be considered for costs associated 
with systems for other dwellings, commercial 
buildings and small industries only when located 
in the defined problem area; 

c) where a request is accepted, the ministry will 
retain a consulting engineer to prepare a report 
to identify the problems and propose alternative 
solutions; 

d) subject to the availability of funds, grants may 
extend over a two year period. 

Priority is given to projects according to their con- 

tribution to health and environmental benefits. 
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Grants are equal to: 

a)100 per cent of the cost of the report; 

b) 75 per cent of the costs of implementing the 
solution. 

The amount of the grant will be committed over the 

period of construction.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, general 
rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for chronic patients, 
active treatment teaching psychiatric hospitals, 
active treatment hospitals for alcoholism and drug 
addiction and rehabilitation hospitals, graded as 
follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals provid- 
ing facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university; 

b ) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 

c ) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals opera- 
ted by the Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f ) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 

g ) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 

h ) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals pro- 
viding facilities of giving instruction to medical 
students for any university; 

i ) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treatment 
of patients suffering from alcoholism and drug 
addiction; 

j ) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 


Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment services 
in a community or district to handicapped or 
disabled individuals requiring restorative and 
adjustive services in an integrated and co- 
ordinated program; 

| ) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treatment 
of patients suffering from alcoholism and drug 
addiction and providing facilities for giving 
instruction to medical students of any university 
as evidenced by a written agreement between 
the hospital and the university with which it is 
affiliated; 

Group M hospitals are general hospitals which 
may charge and receive payment for the use of 
C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 210/79 under The Public 
Hospitals Act allows the province to provide grants 
not exceeding either 7, or % of the approved cost of 
constructing or renovating community hospitals. 
Approved costs include the cost of construction or 
renovation, professional fees and necessary basic 
equipment. 

The & of approved costs refers to hospitals located 
in the municipality with a population of not more 
than 12,000 in a territorial district or a provisional 
county. 

Regulation 725/70 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that regarding capital grants for teaching 
hospitals, the province accepts responsibility for the 
approved capital cost of the university hospitals and 
of teaching and research facilities forming part of 
the university affiliated hospital. 

Regulation 724/70 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that the province accepts responsibility for 
the approved capital cost of aregional rehabilitation 
hospital or that part of a hospital which provides 
special facilities for medical rehabilitation of 
patients. To qualify the hospital is expected to pro- 
vide a wide range of special services and must be 
approved by the Minister as aregional rehabilitation 
centre before becoming eligible for grants on the 
basis of full costs. Regulation 407/71 under The 
Public Hospitals Act provides that for rehabilitation 
facilities serving a local community or district (e.g. 
crippled children’s treatment centres) the grant 
amounts to 4% of the approved cost. 

Regulation 358/77 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid where 
operating savings to the government will recover the 
capital cost within five or fewer years. 
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Regulation 62/77 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the approved 
capital cost for the amalgamation of hospital ser- 
vices where the estimated savings on net operating 
costs during the five years following the establish- 
ment of the amalgamated service equals or exceeds 
the approved capital cost or grant. 

Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals Act 
allows the province to pay a special grant of % of the 
capital cost to correct hazardous conditions result- 
ing from the presence of asbestos in public hos- 
pitals. The special grant is 5% of the approved cost 
when the public hospital is located in a municipality 
with a population of not more than 12,000 persons 
and in a territorial district or a provisional county.

(OIPP) — INDUSTRIAL PARK LOANS 


Conditions and Procedures 

1) The industrial land site must be within the appli- 
cant municipality's boundaries.

4) If the project is recommended by the inter- 
ministerial committee, it is forwarded to the 
Minister of Industry and Trade for his approval 
in principle. 

Following this approval, the Development Cor- 
poration involved (ODC, NODC, or EODC) pro- 
vides the municipality with an OIPP loan applica- 
tion Part Il along with a request for plans, speci- 
fications, cost estimates, and other detailed 
information on the proposed project. These data 
are evaluated and used to prepare a presentation 
to the Development Corporation’s Board of 
Directors for consideration and decision.

Basis of Assistance 
The program provides for the Development Cor- 
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porations to lend up to: 

a) 50 per cent of the cost of purchasing and internal 
servicing of approved industrial land by a 
municipality;

Loan principal repayments are deferred for five 

years, except for pro rata principal repayments 

when industrial sites are sold.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier municipali- 
ties with below average tax bases, in order to in- 
crease their ability to upgrade local servicing with- 
out incurring excessive property tax rates. A portion 
of this grant is paid directly to upper tier munici- 
palities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to each 
lower tier municipality whose 1981 equalized 
assessment is below $18,800 per capita, when the 
assessment, with residential and farm taxable 
assessment being discounted by 45 per cent, is 
equalized according to the average equalization 
factor appearing in the 1982 regulation to the Act. 
The assessment deficiency rate, recognized for 
resource equalization grant, is based on the propor- 
tion that 60 per cent of the municipality's deficiency 
of the 1981 equalized assessment per capita bears 
to $18,800, to a maximum of 25 per cent. This 
deficiency rate is then applied to the net general 
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dollar levy of the lower tier municipality which is 
defined as the combined lower and upper tier 
municipal 1981 tax requirements and excludes taxa- 
tion in respect of school boards. 

The 1982 resource equalization grant is equal to the 
product of the municipality’s net general dollar levy 
and its assessment deficiency rate, up to the maxi- 
mum of the sum of the total 1981 resource equaliza- 
tion grant entitlement (lower and upper tier shares) 
and the product of its 1982 grants population and $4. 
The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined ona basis of the ratio of upper tiertaxes 
levied on commercial and business assessment to 
the total taxes levied on commercial and business 
assessment for all purposes, other than school pur- 
poses, is payable directly to the upper tier munici- 
pality. The region or county is required to credit 
this amount to its general revenues. 

The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tiertaxes 
levied on commercial and business assessment to 
the total taxes levied on commercial and business 
assessment for all purposes, is payable directly to 
the upper tier municipality. The region or county is 
required to credit this amount to its general 
revenues. 


The lower tier municipality is paid a resource 
equalization grant equal to the difference between 
the total grant and the amount payable to the region 
or county. The province guarantees, however, that 
this amount will not be lesser than the lower tier 
share of the resource equalization grant paid in the 
previous year. This portion of the grant should be 
applied against taxes for own purposes. 

Similarly, the amount of the upper tier resource 
equalization grant entitlement, calculated as the 
sum of upper tier resource equalization grantshares 
for the constituent municipalities, is guaranteed not 
to be less than the amount paid to the region or 
county in the previous year. 


Ill. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 

equal to 6 per cent of the 1981 net general dollar 

levy to all municipalities, both upper and lower 

tier. 

Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 

amount equal to 18 per cent of the 1981 net 

general levy to: 

i) all municipalities situated in the northern part 
of Ontario, and 

ii) all municipalities situated in the District of 
Parry Sound and to the Townships of Airy, 
Chisholm and the Improvement District of 
Cameron. 

This grant is in recognition of the generally 

higher costs of municipal goods and services in 

such areas.

SHORELINE PROPERTY ASSISTANCE 


Assistance towards 


The cost of repairing or protecting privately-owned 
shoreline property which has been damaged or 
eroded by high water levels or ice.

The municipality, which must pass a borrowing by- 
law pursuant to The Shoreline Property Assistance 
Act, 1973 and approved in accordance with Sec- 
tions 64 and 65 of The Ontario Municipal Board Act.. 


Procedures 


The individual property owner makes application 
to the municipality for a loan. When approved work 
is completed and inspected, the municipality (or the 
regional municipality on its behalf) may debenture 
the amount to be loaned with the province, and pass 
a rating by-law providing for repayment of the loan 
by equal annual instalments through the annual 
property taxes. 


Basis of Assistance 


Loans at the rate of 14% per cent per annum with a 
term of 10 years. The maximum loan available in 
respect of any individual property is: 
for protective works, 75 per cent of the cost or 
$500 per metre of shoreline, whichever is the 
lesser, 
for building repairs, 75 per cent of the cost or 
$20,000, whichever is the lesser.

is not available for similar services through other 
government programs.

Municipalities. Other local authorities may also be 
eligible for assistance, depending on the availability 
of funds and other government programs. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities may enter the program by submitting 
a written request indicating the french-language 
services the municipality expects to provide under 
the program and the estimated expenditures likely 
to be incurred in each of the first two years. 


Basis of Assistance 


The assistance offered under the program is for one 
term of five consecutive years and is not subject to 
renewal or extension. Each participating munici- 
pality is eligible to receive reimbursement of 50 per 
cent of actual costs, up to a maximum of $50,000 
each year.

This is a three-year program introduced in 1981 and 
administered by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing, with a $3.6 million budget provided by 
the Ministry of Energy. 


Assistance towards 


Employing an energy auditor to measure municipal 
energy use, set guidelines for municipal energy 
consumption, and develop mechanisms for achiev- 
ing and maintaining reductions in that consumption. 


Eligible Recipients 


All municipalities are eligible to participate. Counties 
and regional governments are encouraged to apply 
on behalf of their area municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) Municipalities must submit a proposal, including 
a statement of the goals and objectives to be 
achieved by participation and a firm estimate of 
the energy savings to be realized in each of the 
three years. 
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b) The auditors must submit semi-annual reports to 
the ministry summarizing the energy consump- 
tion measured during the previous period, the 
measures implemented for reducing the con- 
sumption, and the results achieved. 


Basis of Assistance 


80 per cent of the total cost of employing an auditor, 
including salary and benefits, travel, support 
services, etc., to a maximum of $20,000 in the first 
year, $18,000 in the second year, and $15,000 in the 
third year of participation. The ministry will also 
provide information and training seminars for the 
auditors.

MARINA AND BOATING FACILITIES GRANTS 


This is a new program, administered by the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and Housing for the Board of 
Industrial Leadership and Development (BILD). The 
program will run for five years with a $5 million 
budget provided by BILD.

The cost of constructing, repairing, or improving 
municipally-owned marina and boating facilities.

MUNICIPAL ACTION ’85 


This new three-year program provides a wide range 
of initiatives designed to encourage municipalities 
to be more effective and productive, thereby reduc- 
ing provincial involvement in local government. The 
program is aimed at municipalities interested in 
increasing productivity, improving cost-effective- 
ness, enhancing staff expertise, and adopting 
innovative management techniques. Direct funding 
is available from the ministry for three general 
categories of initiatives — training and develop- 
ment, budget accounting and control systems, and 
advanced management systems. 


Assistance towards 
Training and Development 


There are several training and development 
programs available to municipalities for the purpose 
of developing staff expertise: 


Eligible Recipients 
a) Training Incentive Grants 


Senior staff in municipalities of less than 10,000 
and in counties are encouraged to enroll in 
professional training courses — accounting, law, 
business and public administration, and man- 
agement practices. Municipal Action ’85 will 
offset the costs of training with annual re- 
imbursements of up to $400. 


b) Municipal Management Bursary 


— 


Experienced senior administrators who enroll in 
advanced management training will be eligible 
for bursaries of up to $1,500. Approved courses 
include university graduate-level programs such 
as master of public administration or master of 
business administration; university certificate 
and diploma programs in public or business 
administration; and selected special programs. 


c) Education Development Fund 


— 


Municipal Action '85 offers funding to help 
develop material that advances knowledge and 
awareness of local government. This may in- 
clude the design of new educational material, 


new courses to teach management techniques 
and the consolidation of existing material for 
application to the Ontario scene. 


d) On-location Training 


— 


Information-sharing in smaller municipalities 
occasionally takes the form of ‘borrowing’ 
experts to solve particular problems. While not 
a substitute for formal training, on-location help 
can serve as an issue-oriented “crash course” for 
staff. 

Financial support is provided for on-location 
training of staff when no other normal staffing 
arrangements are possible. 


e) Basic Accounting and Control Package — 
BACPAC 


BACPAC is a manual of basic bookkeeping, 
financial administration, and financial control. It 
is written in language for laymen and contains a 
model chart of accounts that will reduce the 
costs of training new treasurers, make auditing 
easier, and may reduce the total cost of auditing. 
BACPAC will be developed for municipalities of 
less than 5,000 and will start as a pilot project. It 
will be appraised and modified, if necessary, in 
the fall of 1982, and implemented in participating 
municipalities in 1983. 

The ministry will pay all external costs, to a 
maximum of $5,000, for implementing the 
program. 


f) Advanced Management Systems 


Municipalities may be able to increase produc- 
tivity and reduce costs by developing and using 
such systems as comprehensive auditing, 
advanced budgeting, performance measure- 
ment, resources management, equipment 
maintenance control, etc. 

Municipal Action ’85 may contribute to the 
development cost and will contribute to the 
sharing of information by documenting and 
publishing specific experiences with the systems 
for the benefit of other municipalities.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


Planning studies for the preparation of new or 

amended: 

a) Official plans and zoning by-laws

ENERGY CONSERVATION THROUGH LAND USE 
PLANNING GRANTS 


Introduction 


As one of the provincial initiatives to ensure that 
the most efficient use is made of energy resources, 
this program to provide for the consideration of 
energy efficiency in land use planning came into 
effect on April 1, 1981. The program is administered 
by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
with funding for 1982/83 provided by the Ministry 
of Energy. 


Assistance towards 


Funding is available for land-use planning studies 
aimed at energy conservation in the community. The 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing will con- 
sider any planning study which has land-use and 
energy-efficiency implications, whether or not the 
study is directly related to a document produced 
under The Planning Act. Data collection and surveys 
of the existing situation, necessary before policies 
can be formulated, will also be eligible for grants. 


Eligible Recipients 


Energy conservation through land-use planning 
grants are designed to assist municipalities with 
populations of more than 15,000. (Smaller com- 
munities can apply for community planning study 
grants for similar assistance). 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consultant, 
competitive selection procedures must be used if 
the study is to cost more than $15,000. Community 
Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) staff can advise 
on the use of Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Hous- 
ing consultant selection procedures and are avail- 
able to assist in the process. 

Municipal staff time is also eligible for funding, 
subject to prior agreement with the ministry on 
reporting procedures. 

To be eligible for funding, the approval of the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing must be 
received before the commencement of the study. 
Staff of the Community Planning Advisory Branch 
(CPAB) should be contacted prior to starting any 
work on a study for which funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


Grants are available to cover 75 per cent of the cost 
of a study, to a maximum of $50,000 per study. 
Upon agreement of the province to provide funding, 
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an advance payment (normally 50 per cent of study 
costs) would be made. Subsequent payments would 
be made in accordance with stages of completion of 
the study and timing agreed to by the municipality 
and ministry at the time of the grant commitment. 
Ministry staff will require suitable evidence of 
expenditures, either in the form of consultant in- 
voices or staff work records, before recommending 
subsequent payments.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENTS GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The preparation and updating of municipal housing 
statements outlining municipalities’ housing policies 
and needs. 

When endorsed by council and approved by the 
ministry, a statement forms the basis for a munici- 
pality’s request for federal and provincial funding 
for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply for 
municipal housing statement grants; those with 
approved statements may be eligible for funding to 
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update their statements. Municipalities under 10,000 
population may also request ministry staff to com- 
plete a statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal council must pass a resolution request- 
ing assistance or funding. With a funding request 
an application must be submitted for a grant. 

The concurrence of regional council should be 
obtained for any aspect of the municipal housing 
statement that requires action by the region, in- 
cluding the application for a study grant or direct 
technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of the 
approved study, progress payments will be made. 
The final amount being paid upon ministry approval 
of a housing statement adopted by council.

16 
ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipalities 
to administer directly as loans to owner-occupants 
in that municipality whose adjusted annual family 
income is no greater than $15,500. The prime objec- 
tive of these loans is the repair of faulty structural 
and sanitary conditions and the upgrading of the 
plumbing, heating and electrical systems of the 
residences of the eligible owner-occupants to bring 
their housing up to municipal health and safety 
standards. 

The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. The 
amount of interest charged on this loan will be deter- 
mined by the annual family income of the applicant; 
a portion of the loan may be “forgiven” and therefore 
need not be paid back, upon completion of a desig- 
nated number of years of continuous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to receive 
OHRP funds if they have adopted and are enforc- 
ing property maintenance and occupancy stan- 
dards or are willing to implement building and/or 
health and safety standards to be used as guide- 
lines in providing financial aid to property 
owners. 


b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual “adjusted family income” of the owner- 
occupant does not exceed $15,500, and the 
house is below the standards referred to under 
(a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 

a) ensure that loans made to supplement assistance 
received by owners from federal funding shall 
not exceed 25 per cent of the annual grant made 
to the municipality by the Minister under this 
regulation. 

ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, a 
lien as provided for by subsection 2 of section 
31 of the Act; and shall follow the procedures set 
forth in subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of the 
Act. 


establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this regulation, all 
monies received in repayment of loans made 
under this regulation, and all interest accruing 
thereon; and 

provide the Minister with whatever information 
and records of accounts he may require pertain- 
ing to any application, loan or any other matter 
provided for in this regulation.

f) the proposed revitalization is in accordance 
with provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


The province will provide assistance in the form of 
partially recoverable loans up to a maximum of % of 
the approved cost of a municipal downtown revital- 
ization project. Such a project would be expected to 
generate additional revenue to the municipality in 
the form of taxes and/or rents. In addition, the 
project must be a development which acts as a 
“seeding” element for other complementary down- 
town improvements. 

The total anticipated provincial recovery under this 
program is limited to 110 per cent of the initial 
provincial % contribution towards the implementa- 
tion for a downtown revitalization project. 

The terms and conditions of the provincial 
financial assistance and its subsequent partial 
recovery will be contained in all executed 
provincial-municipal enabling agreements under 
Section 24 of The Planning Act.

PROGRAM

Provincial funds are available on a loan basis for 
business improvement area projects in downtown 
areas of small communities. 


Eligible Recipients 


Municipalities with a maximum population of 
35,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 
a) have an approved official plan 
b) have a property maintenance and occupancy 
standards by-law 
c) have municipal council commitment and 
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public support for the improvement of the 
downtown 

d) have an active business improvement area 
under Section 361 of The Municipal Act 

e) demonstrate financial and administrative

All terms and conditions of the loan will be 
incorporated in an agreement between the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing and 
the municipality in accordance with Section 
361(20) of The Municipal Act R.S.O. 1970. 

The total provincial recovery would be 110 per 
cent of the provincial loan over a maximum 10 
year period.

ONTARIO NEIGHBOURHOOD IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM

Provincial grants are available to all eligible 
municipalities to assist them to upgrade and 
improve local neighbourhoods and_ thereby 
optimize existing community facilities.

f) Have a neighbourhood which meets the 
following neighbourhood eligibility criteria: 
i) Asignificant portion of the housing stock 
is in need of rehabilitation. 
ii) Other elements in the physical 
environment are in need of rehabilitation. 
iii) There are deficiencies in neighbourhood 
recreational and social facilities. 
iv) The area is occupied for the most part by 
low and moderate income people. 
v) The area is potentially stable in terms of 
residential land uses and densities. 
vi) The area is predominantly residential. 
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Basis of Assistance 


The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 50:50 
of total eligible project costs, subject to the 
execution of the provincial/municipal agreement. 


The program provides funds to assist in the repair 
and construction of community facilities such as

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM

The province provides incentive funding to those 
municipalities developing municipal non-profit 
housing projects for the first time. The funding is 
in the form of a grant and an interest free loan.

An initial grant of up to $5,000 is available to munici- 
palities to explore the feasibility of starting a 
municipal non-profit housing project. 


To be eligible, a municipality must: 

a) be in the process of developing municipal 
non-profit housing for the first time 

b) have had the need for assisted and market 


rent housing approved by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. 


The amount of the grant that a municipality 
receives is commensurate with its population as 
follows: 
Population Grant 
Up to 5,000 $3,000 
5,001-10,000 $4,000 
10,000 plus $5,000 


A municipality also becomes eligible for an interest 
free loan (up to 1.75 per cent of the approved capital 
cost of a project) to cover those administrative 
expenses incurred until the first mortgage draw. 
The loan is to be capitalized against project costs 
and is repayable to the province at the time of the 
first project mortgage draw. If at any point during 
development process the project fails, the loan may 
be forgiven.

Provincial reimbursement is 80 per cent of the 
amounts of general assistance paid. However, 
if, over a period of six months, the average 
number of persons receiving assistance equals 
or is in excess of 6 per cent of the population 
of the municipality or Indian reserve, as the 
case may be, the contribution of the province 
is increased to 90 per cent in respect of the 
number of persons receiving assistance in ex- 
cess of 5 per cent of the population. Provision 
is also made for reimbursement by the province 
of 100 per cent of the assistance granted to ap- 
plicants deemed not to have been resident of 
any organized municipality in Ontario for a per- 
iod of 12 consecutive months, prior to applica- 
tion for assistance. In this case, the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services must be 
notified within sixty days of the first payment’s 
being made to the recipient.

a) Salaries, wages and honoraria. 


b) Employer's contributions in respect of 
pension, unemployment insurance or 
workmen’s compensation plan or scheme 
or other employee’s benefit plan or 
scheme. 


c) Travelling expenses where such expenses 
are directly related to the administration 
of welfare services. 


ii) Payments approved by the Director for re- 
search or consultation carried out on a con- 
tract or fee-for-service basis relating to wel- 
fare services. 


iii) Payments approved by the Director for op- 
erating costs of computer services including 
rental of equipment where as a result of 
such services a welfare administrator is able 
to provide to the Director such information 
on the administration and operation of wel- 
fare services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the province to a 
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county that administers welfare assistance, to 
a district welfare administration board and to 
an approved Indian band equals 50 per cent of 
the cost of the administration of welfare ser- 
vices as defined in the regulations. 

The subsidy payable by the province to a city, 
a separated town and any approved municipal- 
ity that does not form part of a county or a 
district welfare administration board equals 50 
per cent of the amount by which the cost of 
administration of welfare services (defined in 
the regulations) for the twelve month period 
ending on the 31st day of December in each 
year exceeds such cost to the municipality for 
the year ending December 31, 1964. Fees for 
staff training and living allowances while re- 
ceiving training — rate of subsidy 80 per cent 
subsidy is claimed on Form 9 and is available 
to municipalities which employ a part-time ad- 
ministrator.

CAPITAL GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


The cost of erection, alteration, extension or 
acquisition, or the furnishing and equipping of a 
building or premises for use as a social, recrea- 
tional drop-in, or day care centre for elderly 
persons, including the cost of the land, furnish- 
ings and equipment. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) Municipalities. 
“Municipality” means a City, Town, Village or 
Township and includes an Area Municipality, 
whether in a Metropolitan, Regional, or District 
Municipality. While excluded in the Act, specific 
authority may be given in a Metropolitan Regional 
District Municipality Act for coverage for the pur- 
poses of the Elderly Persons Centres Act. 

b) Non-profit corporations may qualify condi- 


tionally upon a municipal 20 per cent grant. 


Conditions and Procedures 


a) The Minister's approval of the municipal 
by-law, the area sociological needs study, 
the site plans, and the proposed programs 
must be obtained in advance. In addition, 
when the service is provided by a non-profit 
corporation, the Minister's approval of the 
corporation is required. 


b) An application to the Minister must be in 
the prescribed form and be accompanied by: 
in the case of the erection, alteration or ex- 
tension of a building or premises: 

1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 

2) the plans and specifications, prepared 
by an architect, showing the construc- 
tion, equipment and arrangements of 
the centre. 

In the case of the acquisition of the build- 

ing or premises: 

1) the site plan showing the location of the 
building or premises on the site, 


2) a structural sketch showing the area or 
areas in the building or premises to be 
used as a centre. 


c) The Minister’s approval of the corporation 
Or municipal by-law, site, plans and pro- 
posed program must be obtained in ad- 
vance. 


d) An application for payment of the grant 
must be made in the prescribed form and be 
accompanied by: 


1) the certificate of an auditor certifying: 

i) the actual cost of the building or 
premises to the corporation; 

ii) the actual amount that has been paid 
by the corporations as of the date of 
the application; 

iii) that all refundable sales tax has been 
taken out. 


2) the certificate of the architect or profes- 
sional engineer, in triplicate (Form 3, O. 
Reg. 235, R.R.O. 1970) certifying that 
the alteration, extension or acquisition 
of the building or premises is completed 
in accordance with the plans approved 
by the Minister. 


Basis of Assistance 


Not in excess of 30 per cent of the costs de- 
scribed above, computed in accordance with 
the regulations.

ELDERLY PERSONS CENTRES — 
OPERATING AND SPECIAL PROGRAM 
GRANTS 


Assistance towards 
The cost of maintaining and operating social 
services, drop-in, or day care centres for elderly 
persons. Special grants for programs or ser- 
vices for elderly persons carried out by ap- 
proved corporations. 


Eligible Recipients 
Municipalities. 


“Municipality” means a City, Town, Village or Town- 
ship, and includes an Area Municipality, whether ina 
Metropolitan, Regional, or District Municipality. 


Providing that the corporation operating the 
centre and the centre has been approved 
through the ministry and the continuing pro- 
gram is satisfactory to the Director, the prov- 
ince may make grants for maintenance and 
operation of the centre. 


Basis of Assistance 


Operating grants to centres shall be 50 per 
cent of the net monthly expenditure by the 
municipality, determined in accordance with the 
regulations, to a ceiling of $15,000 a year 
whichever is the lesser. 


Special Grants 


An amount of up to $15,000 for any one year 
may be made to a municipality, or an approved 
corporation, in respect of an approved innova- 
tive program or services for elderly persons in 
an approved centre. 


NOTE: 


“Where non-municipal and non-profit corporations es- 
tablish and operate elderly persons centres, provincial 
grants In aid for both capital and operating are condi- 
tional on prior payments of at least 20 per cent from 
the municipality in which the centre is located or that 
municipality together with one or more contiguous 
municipalities”.

FOR SENIORS 


Assistance towards 


Cost of providing home support services to 
seniors including meals-on-wheels, wheels-to- 
meals, housekeeping services, home mainten- 
ance, handyman services, transportation for 
shopping, medical appointments, friendly visit- 
ing telephone reassurance, security checks, 
personal care services, counselling and referral 
and day care. 


Eligible Recipients 


Elderly persons in the communities 60+ years 
of age who meet the requirement of a person 
in need. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipalities, charitable corporations, or In- 
dian bands make submissions to the Ministry's 
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area manager requesting subsidy allocation for 
the coming fiscal year. The Ministry’s area 
manager reviews the requests and approves 
subsidy allocation. 


Basis of Assistance 


50 per cent of net costs up to a provincially 
set allocation for each fiscal year approved by 
the Ministry's area manager.

Assistance towards 


Costs of and incidental to an application 
a) to have land within a municipality registered

3) Consent of the Director of Titles is required 
before the Land Registrar proceeds with 
the application to have the land registered 
under The Land Titles Act. 


4) Applications for confirmation under The 
Boundaries Act are made to the Director of 
Titles.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1983 


Under Ontario Regulation 221/83, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
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are calculated separately for the elementary 
schools and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recog- 
nized portion of the school board operating ex- 
penditure over the yield of a calculated mill rate 
in the dollar upon the equalized assessment 
supporting the board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the les- 
ser of the actual cost and the product of $2,171 
in the case of an elementary school pupil or 
$2,978 in the case of a secondary school pupil, 
a weighting factor that is determined by the 
Ministry for the school board, and the average 
daily enrolment of pupils of the board in day 
school, summer school and certain continuing 
education. 


Effective September, 1982, grant assistance in 
respect of continuing education was limited to 
specific programs including adult basic literacy, 
citizenship and language instruction for landed 
immigrants, English as a second language for 
adults, and courses for adults for which sec- 
ondary school credit is given. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a 
board is determined in accordance with Onta- 
rio Regulation 256. For day school this is deter- 
mined as 30 per cent of the enrolment on each 
of the last school days of January and April, 
and 40 per cent of the enrolment on the last 
school day of September. For summer school 
and certain continuing education classes it is 
determined as the full-time equivalent in terms 
of instructional time. Kindergarten and junior 
kindergarten subject to grant is limited to a 
one-half day basis enrolment. 


In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do 
not reduce directly with enrolment declines. 
Thirty to sixty per cent of the decline from 1982 
(depending on the board size) plus one-half of 
such assistance given in 1982 is included in the 
enrolment for grant purposes. 

The average daily enrolment for purposes of 
grant calculation is increased in the case of 
grades 9 and 10 pupils in elementary schools 
by 21 per cent. 

The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education ser- 
vices and in the cost of providing comparable 
education services. The factor components are: 


Compensatory Education 
Language Instruction 
French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Program 

Cost of Goods and Services 
(Northern) 


Small School Boards 
Small schools 
Teacher Experience and Qualifications 


The mill rate used to determine the local por- 
tion of the recognized expenditure is calculated 
in the following manner:

The assessment used in the calculation is equal- 
ized using the average of equalization factors 
issued by the Ministry of Revenue in 1980, 
1981 and 1982, and is adjusted to reflect the 
15 per cent difference between residential and 
commercial mill rates. 


2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types 
of expenditure that for reasons related to the 
nature or development of the jurisdiction ser- 
ved differ in terms of per pupil costs among 
school boards. These are costs in respect of 
the acquisition of facilities and for the transpor- 
tation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized 
for grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. 


The recognized expenditure is divided into two 

groups: 

a) specific debt charges and pupil transporta- 
tion expenditure that is in excess of $255 
per day school pupil of average daily en- 
rolment, and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the ex- 
cess of the recognized expenditure over the 
yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar upon 
the equalized assessment supporting the 
school board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local por- 
tion of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .023 for elementary schools or .010 for sec- 
ondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


b) .113 for elementary schools or .052 for sec- 
ondary schools for each $100 of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants on current approved mi- 
nor projects and on major projects prior to 1980 
in accordance with the financing of the project 
including grant on debenture instalments which 
in some instances will continue to the year 2000. 
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3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assis- 
tance is: 


a) For French language schools or classes 
$201 per elementary school pupil, $61 per 
subject credit for grades 9 and 10 second- 
ary school pupils, $67 per subject credit for 
grades 11 to 13 secondary school pupils. In 
addition there is recognition for some start- 
up costs where French-language class- 
rooms are established. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized ex- 
penditure is determined by formulae that 
takes into account the number of pupils in- 
structed, their grade level, the time devoted 
to instruction each day and the total accu- 
mulated hours of French-language instruc- 
tion. 


The amounts range from $67 to $201 per 
pupil at elementary schools and from $27 to 
$103 per subject credit for a secondary 
school pupil. In addition there is a grant for 
immersion start-up costs at the secondary 
school level. 


The grant payable is: 
a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 
per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 
The mill rates are .113for elementary schools 
or .052 for secondary schools for each $100 
of per pupil recognized expenditure. 


4 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION PRO- 
GRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced effective January, 
1982, a new funding mechanism in respect of 
special educaton. In 1983, grants are the prod- 
uct of the Board's total enrolment (not just 
special education pupils) and a per pupil 
amount of $147 in respect of elementary school 
operations and $106 in respect of secondary 
school operations. In addition, a grant is paid 
in respect of each trainable retarded pupil of 
$3,740 adjusted by a weighting factor which 
takes into account the geographical location of 
the board. Where a school board employs a 
teacher to provide a special education program 
in certain specified facilities, institutions or hos- 
pitals, subject to approval a grant is payable to 
reimburse the board for the cost of the teach- 
er’s salary, related employee benefit costs plus 
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a $1,750 allowance for administrative costs etc., 
up to $340 per teacher aide and up to $3,300 
for the cost of classroom furniture and equip- 
ment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of 
$29 per classroom hour in respect of Heritage 
language instruction, subject to minimum class 
size and where the school day is extended in 
relation thereto. 


6 , 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN 
TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendar year difference between the amount 
requisitioned by the school board or yield of the 
mill rate on assessment and actual taxes re- 
ceived. Effectively boards are compensated for 
“write-off of taxes’’ and grants are reduced on 
account of “supplementary” taxes received. 


7 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on de- 
bentures issued by a school board prior to April, 
1980 that were not approved for grant assis- 
tance at the time of issue are now eligible for 
grant to the extent that such expenditure for 
the year exceeds the yield of .113 mills for ele- 
mentary schools or .052 mills for secondary 
schools in the dollar upon the equalized assess- 
ment for the board in respect of each $25 per 
pupil of such expenditure. This base mill rate 
cannot be less than .116 for elementary schools 
or .242 for secondary schools. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON TAX EXEMPT 
LAND 


Certain school boards on tax-exempt land re- 
ceive grants from the province. These boards 
include Department of National Defence School 
Boards and Ontario Hydro School Boards. Spe- 
cial funding provisions also apply to school 
boards established in a sanatorium, a hospital, 
a crippled children’s treatment centre or a cen- 
tre for the treatment of cerebral palsy. 


The first group of boards receive 50 per cent 
of all operating grants exclusive of capital. The 
second group of boards receive 80 per cent of 
teachers’ salaries and transportation costs and 
50 per cent of all other costs exclusive of 
capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved 
cost in excess of the yield of a mill rate on 
equalized assessment of 4.837 mills in the case 
of elementary school boards or 3.631 mills in 
the case of secondary school boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area 
that is not within the jurisdiction of a school 
board, is not Federal Crown Land or is not 
an Indian Reserve; 


b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, insti- 
tutions or homes; or 


c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, a grant is payable to reimburse the 
board the cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. 
This is calculated in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 222/83. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards 
On major approved capital projects are paid as 
the expenditures are incurred. Payments are 
made on a quarterly basis on progress certifi- 
cates submitted to the school boards. The rates 
of grant are identical to those applicable to ex- 
traordinary expenditure grants which, for a 
board of average assessment wealth, is 75 per 
cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1983 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the average of the provin- 
cial assessment equalization factors issued by 
the Ministry of Revenue in 1980, 1981 and 1982. 
The comparison is to assessment equalized 
using the factors that were applicable in 1979. 
Similarly, grants have been provided to school 
boards to ensure that there is no increase in 
the proportion of the school board requisition 
that is borne by a municipality for reason of the 
new assessment equalization factors. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encour- 


age French-language education programs at the 
secondary school level and involve a reorgani- 
zation grant to offset the start-up costs asso- 
ciated with the establishment of new homo- 
geneous French-language entities. 


For the first year of operation of such schools 
with an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is 
$1,386 per pupil. For larger schools, the grant 
is $121,200 plus $174 per pupil to a maximum 
of $173,400. For the second year of operation, 
the grant is $924 per pupil for a school with an 
enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools 
is $80,800 plus $116 per pupil to a maximum of 
$115,600. For a third year of operating, the 
grant is $462 per pupil for a school with an en- 
rolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools, 
is $40,400 plus $58 per pupil to a maximum of 
$57,800.

GRANT IN RESPECT OF EXPENDITURE FOR 
EQUIPPING SCHOOL BUSES WITH STOP- 
ARM DEVICES 


Grant of $160 per vehicle to the board is to re- 
imburse the board or the contract operator for 
the cost of the stop-arm signal newly required 
to be on all “Chrome Yellow School Buses” 
under the Highway Traffic Act.

GRANT FOR MILL RATE GUARANTEE 


This grant, in respect of 1983, is to ensure that 
when the rate of increase in expenditure has 
been limited to 9 per cent or less, there is a 
corresponding limitation in mill rate increase.

GRANTS FOR PROFESSIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT OF TEACHERS IN 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE SCHOOLS OR 
CLASSES, STUDENT TRAVEL AND 
EXCHANGE AND CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Grants are payable to reimburse school boards 
for approved expenditure that pertains to: 


a) the cost of having teachers of French-lan- 
guage schools or classes attend approved 
winter courses or full-time study or con- 
ferences, seminars and workshops to im- 
prove their qualifications; 


b) the cost of programs of student level, stu-

MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND ENERGY 
CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Assistance Towards 


Reducing oil consumption and energy operating 
costs in municipal buildings. 


Eligibility 

Phase 1 provides financial assistance towards 
converting existing oil-fired heating plants in 
municipal buildings to alternative fuels. 

Phase 2 provides financial assistance towards 
undertaking energy conservation “‘retrofit” 
measures in existing municipal buildings. 

All Ontario municipalities are eligible to partici- 
pate in the program provided: 

1) That the buildings designated for oil con- 
version or energy conservation projects 
are municipally owned and operated; 

2) That the oil conversion projects were 
completed after August 1981 when Phase 
1 of the program was announced; and 

3) That the energy conservation and retrofit 
projects were initiated on or after Octo- 
ber 1, 1982, when Phase 2 of the program 
was announced. 


Guidelines: Phase 1 

Any type of alternative fuel can be used In the 
conversion: solar, wind, wood, natural gas, pro- 
pane and electricity are all viable alternatives. 
Existing oil-fired plants can be replaced under 
the program only when burner conversion is 
impossible because of design restrictions or 
hazardous conditions. 

Both the municipality and the alternative fuel 
supplier are required to complete the applica- 
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tion form under Phase | of the program. The 
municipality is also responsible for providing 
supporting documentation confirming the build- 
ing’s oil consumption for a one year period 
prior to the conversion. 


Guidelines: Phase 2 

A variety of energy conservation projects are 

eligible for funding under Phase 2 of the pro- 

gram. Examples are: 

a) Increasing the energy efficiency of lighting 
systems, including delamping; 

b) Improving heating, ventilation and air con- 
ditioning systems, and their controls; 

c) Installing heat recovery equipment; 

d) Reducing the consumption of domestic hot 
water; and 

e) Upgrading the building’s thermal efficiency, 
including the addition of insulation, weather- 
stripping and caulking. 


»When a number of conservation projects are 


proposed for a single municipal building, only 
one application need be submitted — provided 
all projects will be completed within a year. 


When on the other hand, conservation and re- 
trofitting projects are proposed for more than 
one building, separate applications must be 
submitted. 


The City Clerk must provide certification that 
the buildings under consideration are owned 
and operated by the city. 


Funding Levels 


Provincial assistance for individual projects 
under each phase of the program is available 
for up to 50 per cent of the project cost, to a 
maximum of $50,000. 


For both conversion and conservation projects, 
funding priority is given to those with payback 
periods between one and five years. Funding is 
generally not available for projects with pay- 
back periods of under one year. Funding for 
projects with payback periods over five years 
is limited to a maximum of 20 per cent of the 
project cost and will also be subject to funding 
availability. 


Grants, however, can only be used for direct 
costs of the conversion or conservation proj- 
ects, and not for general repairs or the replace- 
ment of worn out equipment. 


Technical assistance grants, to be used for hir- 
ing consultants, are also available. These grants 
will be limited to a maximum of $2,000, pro- 
vided that the total amount of grant for the 
project does not exceed $50,000. 


Although the number of provincial grants a 
municipality can receive under this program is 
not limited, the amount of money already grant- 
ed to an applicant may be considered before 


distribution of the program’s limited funds is 
determined. 

Municipalities will be asked to monitor the 
energy consumption for a one year period fol- 
lowing the completion of the oil conversion or 
energy conservation project, comparing fuel 
consumption and costs to those accrued dur- 
ing the year prior to the project. A cost com- 
parison chart should then be prepared and sub- 
mitted to the Ministry of Energy.

15 PERCENT GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards 

the capital cost of major components of com- 

munal water and sewage works. 

This includes the water supply: intakes, treat- 

ment and storage facilities and trunk feeder- 

mains; for sewerage: treatment facilities, out- 

fall and trunk sanitary sewers and associated 

pumping stations. 

Priority is given to: 

a) works to service an area encompassing 
more than one municipality; 

b) works providing for an increased supply of 
serviced lots in growth areas. 

Grants are equal to 15 per cent of capital cost 

after deduction of federal or other grants. 

Payment is made following contract award cal- 

culated on the project cost less 10 per cent 

holdback. Final payment is made against au- 

dited final costs. 


2 
GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 
7,500 can apply for grants to assist the con- 
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struction of new communal water and sewage 
works to service existing communities. Local 
distribution and collection works as well as 
major components are eligible. 


Other conditions include: 


a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 


b) Where buildings have means of access to 
the service, municipalities must require 
that a connection be made, in accordance 
with Section 362a of The Municipal Act. 


Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental bene- 
fits and the servicing of urban growth. 


Grants are calculated after deduction of fed- 
eral or other grants. The assistance enables 
municipal costs to be limited to $1,100 and 
$1,400 per connection, for water and sewage 
service respectively, subject to a maximum of 
75 per cent of net project cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10 per cent 
holdback. Final payment is made against au- 
dited final costs. Loans up to a 30 year term at 
the provincial interest rate may be made avail- 
able to municipalities lacking access to com- 
mercial funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the. benefit of small communi- 
ties currently serviced by private systems, 
where health and environmental problems exist. 
Typically, the area considered would have in- 
sufficient potential for growth to require a com- 
munal system in the future. 


Other conditions include: 


a) grants will be made towards the cost of re- 
pair or renewal of systems serving homes 
that are principal residence in defined prob- 
lem area; 


b) grants may be considered for costs asso- 
ciated with systems for other dwellings, 
commercial buildings and small industries 
only when located in the defined problem 
area; 


c) where a request is accepted, the ministry 
will retain a consulting engineer to prepare 
a report to identify the problems and pro- 
pose alternative solutions; 

d) subject to the availability of funds, grants 
may extend over a two year period. 

Priority is given to projects according to their 

contribution to health and environmental bene- 

fits. 

Grants are equal to: 

a) 100 per cent of the cost of the report; 
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b) 75 per cent of the costs of implementing 
the solution. 


The amount of the grant will be committed over 
the period of construction.

WASTE MANAGEMENT 


Waste Management Planning Studies 


1) Financial assistance is available for 50 per 
cent of study costs to develop a long term 
waste management plan for regional mun- 
icipalities, Counties or several municipali- 
ties which agree to operate joint waste 
management facilities on a shared cost 
basis.

BOARDS OF HEALTH

1) Each local board must submit an annual 
budget to the Minister not later than the 
1st day of March of each operating year.

a) 40 per cent where the office of the Medi- 
cal Officer (M.O.H.) remains vacant for 
12 months; 

b) 50 per cent where the office of the 
M.O.H. remains vacant for 24 months. 


Basis of Assistance 

A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a board is based on the follow- 
ing structure: 

1) 40 per cent — April 1, 1982, of the expenses 
of the board of a municipality; 

2) 75 per cent of the expenses of the board of 
a health unit; 

3) 75 per cent of expenses of the board of a 
district health unit. 
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The assistance is flowed to each board in 
twelve roughly equal monthly payments; ad- 
justments to the total aid flowed are made as 
necessary at year’s end, upon receipt by the 
ministry of the required financial statement 
from each board. 

B. Separate provincial assistance is available to 
boards for the following programs: 

1) Home Care — 100 per cent of costs ap- 
proved by the Minister;

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and rehabili- 
tation hospitals, graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals 
having not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals 
having fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the Ca- 
nadian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 
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f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated 
by the Minister to provide special rehabili- 
tation services for disabled persons in a 
region of Ontario specified by the Minister 
for each hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister 
to provide local diagnostic and treatment 
services in a community or district to hand- 
icapped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an in- 
tegrated and co-ordinated program; 


1) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from alcohol- 
ism and drug addiction and providing facili- 
ties for giving instruction to medical stu- 
dents of any university as evidenced by a 
written agreement between the hospital 
and the university with which it is affiliated; 


m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals 
which may charge and receive payment for 
the use of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public Hos- 
pitals Act allows the province to provide grants 
not exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the approved 
cost of constructing or renovating community 
hospitals. Approved costs include the cost of 
construction or renovation, professional fees 
and necessary basic equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to hospi- 
tals located in a northern municipality with a 
population of not more than 12,000 in a territo- 
rial district or a provisional county. 


Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. 
The province accepts responsibility for the ap- 
proved capital cost of the university hospitals 
and of teaching and research facilities forming 
part of the university affiliated hospitals. 


In accordance with Regulation 861 under The 
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Public Hospitals Act the province accepts re- 
sponsibility for the approved capital cost of a 
regional rehabilitation hospital or that part of a 
hospital which provides special facilities for 
medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the 
hospital is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the 
Minister as a regional rehabilitation centre be- 
fore becoming eligible for grants on the basis of 
full costs. Regulation 860 under The Public 
Hospitals Act provides that, for rehabilitation 
facilities serving a local community or district 
(e.g. crippled children’s treatment centres), the 
grant amounts to 2/3 of the approved cost. 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid 
where operating savings to the government will 
recover the capital cost within five or fewer 
years. 


Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the 
approved capital cost for the amalgamation of 
hospital services where the estimated savings 
on net operating costs during the five years 
following the establishment of the amalgamated 
service equals or exceeds the approved capital 
cost. 


Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay a special grant 
of 2/3 of the capital cost to correct hazardous 
conditions resulting from the presence of as- 
bestos in public hospitals. The special grant is 
5/6 of the approved cost when the public hos- 
pital is located in a northern municipality with 
a population of not more than 12,000 persons 
and in a territorial district or a provisional 
county.

(OIPP) — INDUSTRIAL PARK LOANS 


Conditions and Procedures 

1) The program is in effect until March 31, 
1984, therefore, any projects should be sub- 
mitted well in advance to this date. 


2) This program applies to all municipalities 
of Ontario with the exception of those lo- 
cated within the Region Municipalities of 
Durham, York, Peel, Halton and Metropoli- 
tan Toronto. 


3) The industrial land site must be within the 
applicant municipality's boundaries. 


4) The interested municipality should contact 
the Industry and Trade field office in the 
area in which the park is to be located. 


5) If deemed eligible, the municipality will com- 
plete an OIPP loan application Part |. The 
ministry's representative will forward it and 
other supporting documents to the ministry 
for consideration by an interministerial com- 
mittee. Each of the ten ministries involved 
evaluates its particular interest and reports 
its conclusions. 


6) If the project is recommended by the inter- 
ministerial committee, it is forwarded to 
the Minister of Industry and Trade for his 
approval in principle. 


7) Following this approval, the Development 
Corporation involved (ODC, NODC, or 
EODC) provides the municipality with an 
OIPP loan application Part Il along with a 
request for plans, specifications, cost esti- 
mates, and other detailed information on 
the proposed project. These data are eval- 
uated and used to prepare a presentation to 
the Development Corporation's Board of 
Directors for consideration and decision. 


Basis of Assistance 


The program provides for the Development 
Corporations to lend up to: 


a) 50 per cent of the cost of purchasing and 
and internal servicing of approved industrial 
land by a municipality; 


b) 75 per cent of the cost of internal servicing 
of land already owned by a municipality. 


Approved loans will extend over a 15-year per- 
iod. Loan principal repayments are deferred for 
five years, except for pro rata principal repay- 
ments when industrial sites are sold. 


Loans are offered at 2 per cent below the cor- 
poration’s base interest rate which is fixed on 
a monthly basis.

Il. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier muni- 
cipalities with below average tax bases, in 
order to increase their ability to upgrade local 
servicing without incurring excessive property 
tax rates. A portion of this grant is paid directly 
to upper tier municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 

The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower tier municipality whose 1982 equal- 
ized assessment is below $20,000 per capita, 
when the assessment, with residential and 
farm taxable assessment being discounted by 
45 per cent, is equalized according to the aver- 
age equalization factor appearing in the 1983 


Regulation to the Act. The assessment defi- 
ciency rate, recognized for resource equaliza- 
tion grant, is based on the proportion that 60 
per cent of the municipality's deficiency of the 
1982 equalized assessment per capita bears to 
$20,000, to a maximum of 25 per cent. This 
deficiency rate is then applied to the net gen- 
eral dollar levy of the lower tier municipality 
which is defined as the combined lower and up- 
per tier municipal 1982 tax requirements and 
excludes taxation for school boards. The 1983 
resource equalization grant is equal to the prod- 
uct of the municipality’s net general dollar levy 
and its assessment deficiency rate, up to the 
maximum of the sum of the total 1982 resource 
equalization grant entitlement (lower and up- 
per tier shares) and the product of its 1983 
grants population and $4. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 
taxes levied on commercial and business as- 
sessment to the total taxes levied on commer- 
cial and business assessment for all purposes, 
other than school purposes, is payable directly 
to the upper tier municipality. The region or 
county is required to credit this amount to its 
general revenues. The lower tier municipality is 
paid a resource equalization grant equal to the 
difference between the total grant and the 
amount payable to the region or county. The 
province guarantees, however, that this amount 
will not be less than the lower tier share of the 
resource equalization grant paid in the previous 
year. This portion of the grant should be applied 
against taxes for own purposes. 

Similarly, the amount of the upper tier resource 
equalization grant entitlement, calculated as the 
sum of upper tier resource equalization grant 
shares for the constituent municipalities, is 
guaranteed not to be less than the amount paid 
to the region or county in the previous year. 


Ill. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services.

a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 
equal to 5.75 per cent of the 1982 net gen- 
eral dollar levy to all municipalities, both 
upper and lower tier.

Loans at the rate of 141% per cent per annum 
with a term of 10 years. The maximum loan 
available in respect of any individual property is: 


for protective works, 75 per cent of the cost 
or $500 per metre of shoreline, whichever is 
the lesser, 


for building repairs, 75 per cent of the cost or 
$20,000, whichever is the lesser.

80 per cent of the total cost of employing an 
auditor, including salary and benefits, travel, 
support services, etc., to a maximum of $20,000 
in the first year, $18,000 in the second year, 
and $15,000 in the third year of participation.

MARINA AND BOATING FACILITIES GRANTS 


This program, introduced in 1981, is adminis- 
tered by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing for the Board of Industrial Leadership 
and Development (BILD). The program will run 
for five years from 1981 with a $5 million bud- 
get provided by BILD.

50 per cent of the net municipal cost of a 
project to a maximum of $50,000.

MUNICIPAL ACTION ‘85 


This three-year program provides a wide range 
of initiatives designed to encourage municipali- 
ties to be more effective and productive, there- 
by reducing provincial involvement in local gov- 
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ernment. The program is aimed at municipali- 
ties interested in increasing productivity, im- 
proving cost-effectiveness, enhancing staff ex- 
pertise, and adopting innovative management 
techniques. Direct funding is available from the 
ministry for three general categories of initia- 
tives — training and development, budget ac- 
counting and control systems, and advanced 
management systems. 


Assistance towards 
Training and Development 


There are several training and development pro- 
grams available to municipalities for the pur- 
pose of developing staff expertise: 


Eligible Recipients 
a) Training Incentive Grants 


Senior staff in municipalities of less than 
50,900 and in counties are encouraged to 
enroll in management and certain profes- 
sional training courses — accounting, law, 
business and public administration, and 
management practices. Municipal Action 
‘85 will offset the costs of training with an- 
nual reimbursements of up to $400. 


b) Municipal Management Bursary 


Experienced senior administrators who en- 
roll in advanced management training will 
be eligible for bursaries of up to $1,500. 


Approved courses include university grad- 
uate-level programs such as master of 
public administration or master of business 
administration; university certificate and 
diploma programs in public or business ad- 
ministration; and selected special programs. 


c) Education Development Fund 


Municipal Action ‘85 offers funding to help 
develop material that advances knowledge 
and awareness of local government. This 
may include the design of new educational 
material, new courses to teach manage- 
ment techniques and the consolidation of 
existing material for application to the On- 
tario scene. 


d) On-location Training 
Information-sharing in smaller municipalities 
occasionally takes the form of “borrowing” 
experts to solve particular problems. While 
not a substitute for formal training, on-loca- 
tion help can serve as an issue-oriented 
“crash course” for staff. 


Financial support is provided for on-location 
training of staff when no other normal staff- 
ing arrangements are possible. 


e) Basic Accounting and 
Control Package — BACPAC 


BACPAC is a manual of basic bookkeeping, 
financial administration, and financial con- 
trol. It is written in language for laymen and 
contains a model chart of accounts that will 
reduce the costs of training new treasurers, 
make auditing easier, and may reduce the 
total cost of auditing. BACPAC was de- 
veloped for municipalities of less than 5,000 
and has now been successfully tested in 12 
pilot municipalities. 


The ministry will pay all external costs, to 
a maximum of $5,000, for implementing the 
program. 


f) Advanced Management Systems 


Municipalities may be able to increase pro- 
ductivity and reduce costs by developing 
and using such systems as comprehensive 
auditing, advanced budgeting, performance 
measurement, resources management, 
equipment maintenance control, etc. Munic- 
ipal Action ‘85 may contribute to the de- 
velopment cost and will contribute to the 
sharing of information by documenting and 
publishing specific experiences with the 
systems for the benefit of other municipali- 
ties.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS 


Assistance towards 


Planning studies for the preparation of new or 
amended: 


a) Official plans and zoning by-laws 
b) Secondary plans 
c) Planning related special studies 


d) Studies related to energy conservation in 
land use planning. 


Eligible Recipients 

Principally small municipalities with popula- 
tions 15,000 or less. Municipalities with popu- 
lations of 60,000 or less may be eligible for 
funds to study their downtown areas and pre- 
pare specific policies applying to the develop- 
ment of their downtown. 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consul- 
tant, competitive selection procedures must be 
used if the study is to cost more than $25,000. 
Community Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) 
staff can advise on the use of Ministry of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs and Housing consultant selection 
procedures and are available to assist in the 
process. 


Municipal staff time is also eligible for funding, 
subject to prior agreement with the ministry 
on reporting procedures. 


To be eligible for funding, the approval of the 
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Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing must 
be received before the commencement of the 
study, Staff of the Community Planning Ad- 
visory Branch (CPAB) should be contacted 
prior to starting any work on a study for which 
funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application is reviewed on an individual 
basis. Upon agreement of the province to pro- 
vide funding, an advance payment (normally 
50 per cent of study costs) would be made. 
Subsequent payments would be made in ac- 
cordance with stages of completion of the 
study and timing agreed to by the municipality 
and ministry at the time of the grant commit- 
ment. 

Ministry staff will require suitable evidence of 
expenditures, either in the form of consultant 
invoices or staff work records, before recom- 
mending subsequent payments.

ENERGY CONSERVATION THROUGH LAND 
USE PLANNING GRANTS 


Introduction 


As one of the provincial initiatives to ensure 
that the most efficient use is made of energy 
resources, this program to provide for the con- 
sideration of energy efficiency in land use 
planning came into effect on April 1, 1981. The 
program is administered and funded by the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing for 
1983/84. 


Assistance towards 


Funding is available for land-use planning 
studies aimed at energy conservation in the 
community. The Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing will consider any planning study 
which has land-use and energy-efficiency im- 
plications, whether or not the study is directly 
related to a document produced under The 
Planning Act. Data collection and surveys of 
the existing situation, necessary before policies 
can be formulated, will also be eligible for 
grants. 


Eligible Recipients 

Energy conservation through land-use planning 
grants are designed to assist municipalities 
with populations of more than 15,000. (Smaller 
communities can apply for community planning 
study grants for similar assistance). 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a municipality intends to hire a consul- 
tant, competitive selection procedures must be 
used if the study is to cost more than $25,000. 
Community Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) 
staff can advise on the use of Ministry of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs and Housing consultant selec- 
tion procedures and are available to assist in 
the process. 


Municipal staff time is also eligible for funding, 
subject to prior agreement with the ministry on 
reporting procedures. 


To be eligible for funding, the approval of the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing must 
be received before the commencement of the 
study. Staff of the Community Planning Ad- 
visory Branch (CPAB) should be contacted 
prior to starting any work on a study for which 
funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 

Grants are available to cover 75 per cent of the 
cost of a study, to a maximum of $50,000 per 
study. Upon agreement of the province to pro- 
vide funding, an advance payment would be 
made. Subsequent payments would be made in 
accordance with stages of completion of the 


study and timing agreed to by the municipality 
and ministry at the time of the grant commit- 
ment. Ministry staff will require suitable evi- 
dence of expenditures, either in the form of 
consultant invoices or staff work records, be- 
fore recommending subsequent payments.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING 
STATEMENTS GRANTS 


Assistance towards 

The preparation and updating of municipal 
housing statements outlining municipalities’ 
housing policies and needs. 

When endorsed by council and approved by 
the ministry, a statement forms the basis for a 
municipality's request for federal and provincial 
funding for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 


All Ontario municipalities are eligible to apply 
for municipal housing statement grants; those 


Municipal Affairs and Housing / 41 


with approved statements may be eligible for 
funding to update their statements. Municipali- 
ties under 10,000 population may also request 
ministry staff to complete a statement on their 
behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Municipal council must pass a resolution re- 
questing either direct technical assistance or 
funding. When funding is requested, an appli- 
cation form and the consultant's proposal 
should accompany the council resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also re- 
quired prior to the provision of a study grant 
or direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its mer- 
its, and maximum grant levels have been es- 
tablished according to municipal size. During 
the term of the approved study, progress pay- 
ments will be made. 


Once the housing statement has been adopted 
by council and approved by the Ministry, the 
final grant payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipali- 
ties to administer directly as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $15,500. 
The prime objective of these loans is the repair 
of faulty structural and sanitary conditions and 
the upgrading of the plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems of the residences of the elig- 
ible owner-occupants to bring their housing up 
to municipal health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal fund- 
ing. The amount of interest charged on this 
loan will be determined by the annual family 
income of the applicant; a portion of the loan 
may be ‘forgiven’ and therefore need not be 
paid back, upon completion of a designated 
number of years of continuous occupancy. 


A special loan maximum of $9,500 (less any 
federal funding) is available under OHRP for 
physically disabled homeowners or home- 
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owners with physically disabled relatives living 
with them. 


This special loan may be used for the repair of 
a dwelling unit to a minimum municipal stan- 
dards and for the necessary modifications that 
would render the unit accessible to physically 
disabled persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to re- 
ceive OHRP funds if they have adopted and 
are enforcing property maintenance and oc- 
Cupancy standards or are willing to imple- 
ment building and/or health and safety 
standards to be used as guidelines in pro- 
viding financial aid to property owners. 


b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual “adjusted family income” of the 
Owner-occupant does not exceed $15,500, 
and the house is below the standards re- 
ferred to under (a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of 
the municipality as security for any loan, 
including the forgivable and repayable por- 
tions thereof, a lien as provided for by sub- 
section 2 of section 3 of the Act; and shall 
follow the procedures set forth in subsec- 
tions 2 and 3 of section 3 of the Act. Where 
the placing of a lien is not feasible, a prom- 
issory note may be used as security for the 
repayment of the amount loaned as provid- 
ed for by subsection 4 of section 3 of the 
Act. 


b) establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 


c) provide the Minister with whatever informa- 
tion and records of accounts he may re- 
quire pertaining to any application, loan or 
any other matter provided for in this regula- 
tion.

ONTARIO DOWNTOWN REVITALIZATION 
PROGRAM (ODRP) 


Assistance towards 


Provincial funds are available on a loan basis to 
assist eligible municipalities with seeding proj- 
ects to restore confidence in the core area of a 
community. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any municipality with a maximum population 
of 125,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 


a) have an approved official plan with policies 
concerning the downtown 


b) have a property maintenance and occu- 
pancy standards by-law applicable to com- 
mercial and residential buildings which is 
being administered effectively 


c) have municipal council commitment and 
public support for the revitalization of the 
downtown 


d) demonstrate financial and administrative 
resources 


e) have a downtown revitalization project 
proposal capable of being completed within 
five years of the provincial financial com- 
mitment to the project 


f) the proposed revitalization is in accordance 
with provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


The province will provide assistance in the 
form of partially recoverable loans up to a max- 
imum of 2/3 of the approved cost of a munici- 
pal downtown revitalization project. Such a 
project would be expected to generate addi- 
tional revenue to the municipality in the form 
of taxes and/or rents. In addition, the project 
must be a development which acts as a “‘seed- 
ing’ element for other complementary down- 
town improvements. 


The total anticipated provincial recovery under 
this program is limited to 110 per cent of the 
initial provincial 2/3 contribution towards the 
implementation for a downtown revitalization 
project. 


The terms and conditions of the provincial 
financial assistance and its subsequent partial 
recovery will be contained in all executed pro- 
vincial-municipal enabling agreements under 
Section 30 of The Planning Act.

ONTARIO MAIN STREET REVITALIZATION 
PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


Provincial funds are available on a loan basis 
for business improvement area projects in 
downtown areas of small communities. 


Eligible Recipients 


Municipalities with a maximum population of 
35,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) have an approved official plan with policies 
relating to community improvement 


b) have a property maintenance and occu- 
pancy standards by-law 


c) have municipal council commitment and 
public support for the improvement of the 
downtown 


d) have an active business improvement area 
under Section 217 of The Municipal Act 


e) demonstrate financial and administrative re- 
sources 


f) have a downtown project proposal under 
Section 217 of The Municipal Act 


g) demonstrate that the proposed project is in 
accordance with provincial policies. 


Basis of Assistance 


i) The maximum provincial loan to an eligible 
municipality is $150,000. 


ii) No more than 2/3 of the provincial loan for 
an approved business improvement plan 
can be used for parking purposes. The loan 
is intended to be used for comprehensive 
improvements, e.g. not solely for the devel- 
opment of parking lots. 


iii) Provincial financial asssitance shall be con- 
fined only to one central business district 
per municipality. In the case of amalga- 
mated municipalities within regional govern- 
ments, more than one identifiable central 
business district is eligible under the pro- 
gram provided the new amalgamated mu- 
nicipality meets all other criteria, including 
population. 


iv) All terms and conditions of the loan will be 
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incorporated in an agreement between the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
and the municipality in accordance with 
Section 217(34) of The Municipal Act 
R.S:0. 1980. 


v) The total provincial recovery would be 110 
per cent of the provincial loan over a maxi- 
mum 10 year period.

ONTARIO NEIGHBOURHOOD IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

Provincial grants are available to all eligible mu- 
nicipalities to assist them to upgrade and im- 
prove local neighbourhoods and thereby opti- 
mize existing community facilities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All Ontario municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) Have in effect an official plan under which 
itis possible to designate a community im- 
provement area pursuant to Section 28(2) 
of The Planning Act. 


b) Have or agree to develop a comprehensive 


community improvement policy statement. 


c) Undertake to involve the residents of the 
neighbourhood during the preparation of 
the neighbourhood improvement plan. 


d) Have or agree to develop a property main- 
tenance standards by-law pursuant to Sec- 
tion 31 of The Planning Act and commit it- 
self to administer that by-law effectively. 

e) Have the financial and administrative capa- 
city to undertake the neighbourhood im- 
provement project planning and implemen- 
tation. 

f) Have a neighbourhood which meets the 
following neighbourhood eligibility criteria: 

i) A. significant portion of the housing 
stock is in need of rehabilitation. 

ii) Other elements in the physical environ- 
ment are in need of rehabilitation. 

iii) There are deficiencies in neighbourhood 
recreational and social facilities. 

iv) The area is occupied for the most part 
by low and moderate income people. 
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v) The area is potentially stable in terms of 
residential land uses and densities. 


vi) The area is predominantly residential. 


Basis of Assistance 

The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 
50:50 of total eligible project costs, subject to 
the execution of the provincial/municipal agree- 
ment. 


The program provides funds to assist in the 
repair and construction of community facilities 
such as clinics, day-care centres, senior citizen 
centres, arenas, playgrounds, tot lots, neigh- 
bourhood parks, youth centres, community 
halls, libraries, street lighting, sewers, water 
lines, curbs, sidewalks, boulevards, roadworks, 
street signs, traffic signals, etc.

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

The province provides incentive funding to 
those municipalities developing municipal non- 
profit housing projects for the first time. The 
funding is in the form of a grant and an interest 
free loan. 


Eligible Recipients 

An initial grant of up to $5,000 is available to 

municipalities to explore the feasibility of start- 

ing a municipal non-profit housing project. 

To be eligible, a municipality must: 

a) be in the process of developing municipal 
non-profit housing for the first time 

b) have had the need for assisted and market 
rent housing approved by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. 


The amount of the grant that a municipality re- 
ceives is commensurate with its population as 
follows: 


Population Grant 
Up to 5,000 $3,000 
5,001-10,000 $4,000 
10,000 plus $5,000 


A municipality also becomes eligible for an in- 
terest free loan to cover development expenses 
incurred until the first mortgage draw. The loan 
is to be capitalized against project costs and is 
repayable to the province at the time of the 
first project mortgage draw. If at any point dur- 


ing the development process the project fails, 
the loan may be forgiven.

OPERATING GRANTS TO LOCAL SERVICES 
BOARDS FOR BASIC SERVICES —

e) The Chairman of the Ontario Police Com- 
mission must approve the “Project Submis- 
sions”.

Assistance towards 

The erection, alteration, extension, acquisition 
by purchase, lease or otherwise, or the renova- 
tion of a community recreation centre. Com- 
munity recreation centres include: 


1) Community hall 
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2) Outdoor playing field for multiple activities 


3) Regulation size tennis courts and amenities 
as approved by the Minister 


4) Indoor and outdoor swimming pool 


5) Snow skiing facility (not cross country ski 
trails ) 


6) Outdoor or indoor skating arena suitable for 
use by the public in the community 


7) Fun fitness trails and facilities 
8) Gymnasium 


9) Cultural centre — to include an auditorium, 
art gallery, facilities for performance of vis- 
ual and creative arts. 


Eligible Recipients 

Any municipality (or group of municipalities), 
boards with jurisdiction in territory without mu- 
nicipal organization (e.g. boards of education, 
approved corporations, local service boards, 
council of an Indian band). 


(Boards of education in organized areas are 
only eligible for assistance after April 1, 1975 
to centres previously established). 


Conditions and Procedures 

1) Municipality, band or board must pass a 
by-law (or resolution) providing for the es- 
tablishment, maintenance and operation of 
one or more community recreation centres. 


2) Property must be owned, leased or con- 
trolled by agreement subject to Minister's 
approval. 


3) Ministerial approval of the project must be 
obtained before its commencement (if 
buildings involved, plans, specifications pre- 
pared by architect or professional engineer 
required). 


4) Application for grant must be accompanied 
by statement of estimated cost, stage of 
completion, and copy of the by-law or reso- 
lution providing for the establishment of the 
community recreation centre. 


5) Application for payment of a capital grant 
shall be made to the Minister within three 
years after the expenditure of the amounts 
applied for. 


6) A municipality may appoint annually a com- 
mittee of management consisting of at least 
three members. If there are five or more 
members, at least two must be members 
of council. All members must be eligible for 
council. 


7) The assistance to Indian bands and locali- 
ties without municipal organization is on 
such terms as the Minister determines. 


8) In 1983-84 applications for grants must be 
received on or before September 15, 1983. 
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9) In 1983-84 priority for funding will be given 
to projects for renovating existing com- 
munity centres. 


Basis of Assistance 


25 per cent of approved costs up to $75,000 
maximum per facility. Where there is an agree- 
ment for the joint establishment of a commun- 
ity recreation centre each municipality is elig- 
ible for the above proportion of its contribution. 


The Minister may approve payments of up to 
50 per cent of approved costs up to $150,000 
maximum on a building project which would 
place an undue financial burden on a munici- 


pality.

5. Commitment of a Wintario Capital Grant is 
subject to the availability of proceeds from 
the Wintario Lottery. 


Basis of Assistance 


In Northern and Eastern Ontario, a grant of up 
to one-half of the first $1 million of net eligible 
costs of the project after all other approved 
Provincial or Federal grants are deducted, to- 
gether with one-tenth of the remaining net elig- 
ible cost which exceeds $1 million may be 
available. 

In Southern and Western Ontario, a grant of up 
to one-third of the first $1.5 million of net elig- 
ible costs of the project after all other approved 
Provincial or Federal grants have been de- 
ducted, together with one-tenth of the remain- 
ing net eligible cost which exceeds $1.5 million 
may be available.

PLANNING AND FEASIBILITY STUDIES 
SUBPROGRAM 


The intent of this subprogram is to provide as- 
sistance for feasibility and planning studies to 
stimulate investment in the development or 
expansion of regionally significant tourism 
projects. 


Assistance towards 

Funding under this subprogram will be in the! 
form of financial contributions toward planning 
studies and the assessment of investment op- 
portunities. 


Proposals may be submitted by government 
agencies or by persons in the private sector. 


Contributions may be made up to 100 per cent 
of the actual cost of the project. 


Conditions and Procedures 

1. Projects under this subprogram will usually 
be in the form of consultant studies. Guid- 
ance to the consultants will be provided by 
the proponent and the Tourism Subcommit- 
tee together with such other persons as 
may be deemed appropriate by the sub- 
committee. 


2. Contracts for professional services shall be 
awarded and supervised in accordance with 
procedures developed by the Subcommittee 
and approved by Management Committee. 


3. All reports produced by consultants shall 
become the property of Canada and Ontario. 
4. In those cases where the study produces 
information, or includes information of a 


confidential nature, the Management Com- 
mittee may hold back such confidentialities 
for such time as it deems appropriate. 


Eligibility 

1. The investment opportunities being ana- 
lysed must be located within the territorial 
districts of Northern Ontario. This includes 
the districts of Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, 
Manitoulin, Parry Sound, Rainy River, Sud- 
bury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming and that 
portion of the district of Nipissing lying 
north, west, and south of Algonquin Pro- 
vincial Park. The intent of the Agreement is 
to limit project participation to the rural 
areas, excluding the cities of Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins, North Bay and 
the Regional Municipality of Sudbury. How- 
ever, projects located within major urban 
centres may also participate in the Agree- 
ment where it may be shown that the bene- 
fits arising from such projects will flow 
primarily to the residents of rural areas. 


2. The investment opportunities shall relate 
to specific tourism projects that are of re- 
gional significance. 


3. Individuals, corporations, groups or govern- 
ment agencies may make application for as- 
sistance under this subprogram. 


4. Costs of the proposed project incurred 
prior to the date of application will not be 
eligible. Costs of the proposed project in- 
curred after the date of the application and 
prior to approval may not be eligible, de- 
pending on Management Committee discre- 
tion. 


5. The project shall be approved for assistance 
by Management Committee by March 31, 
1984. 


Basis of Assistance 


Payments for studies will be made on the basis 
of progress claims, substantiated by invoices 
for costs incurred. These payments will be in 
the cost-sharing proportion established be- 
tween the Management Committee and the 
proponent. 


A holdback from the final payment shall be re- 
tained until the final study report of the consul- 
tant has been accepted by Management Com- 
mittee. 


4 
TOURIST ATTRACTION DEVELOPMENT 
SUBPROGRAM 


The intent of this subprogram is to assist in- 
dividuals, corporations or groups to expand or 
develop shoulder, off-season or winter tourist 
attractions of potential regional significance in 


order to improve the incomes of tourist opera- 
tors, to create additional employment opportu- 
nities and stimulate related economic activities. 

e 
Assistance towards 


1. Assistance for both capital and non-capital 
projects is in the form of conditional grant 
contributions. 


2. The program may provide assistance up to 
the lesser of the following maximums; 


(a) 50 per cent of the approved costs; 
(b) $50,000. 


Projects requiring less than $5,000 will not 
be eligible, 


3. Applications for projects eligible for assis- 
tance under this subprogram, but requiring 
assistance totalling more than $50,000 may 
be considered by the Management Com- 
mittee. 


4. Any assistance project under the terms of 
the program identified in Schedule “A” of 
the Agreement which involves a_ private- 
sector economic development activity elig- 
ible for contributions from other existing 
federal or provincial programs, may receive 
contributions under the terms of both such 
programs and this agreement, provided 
that the combined total of such contribu- 
tions not exceed 50 per cent of the antici- 
pated capital costs of the undertaking, un- 
less otherwise approved by the Manage- 
ment Committee. 


Eligibility 
1. To be eligible for consideration under this 
subprogram: 


a) The project must be located within the 
territorial districts of Northern Ontario. 
This includes the districts of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry 
Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder 
Bay, Timiskaming and that portion of 
the district of Nipissing lying north, west, 
and south of Algonquin Provincial Park. 
The intent of the Agreement is to limit 
project participation to the rural areas, 
excluding the cities of Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins, North Bay 
and the Regional Municipality of Sud- 
bury. However, projects located within 
major urban centres may also participate 
in the Agreement where it may be 
shown that the benefits arising from 
such projects will flow primarily to the 
residents of rural areas. 


b) Individuals, corporations or groups may 
make application for assistance under 
this subprogram. 

c) The proposal shall demonstrate that the 
attraction to be funded will improve the 
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incomes of tourist operators, create ad- 
ditional employment opportunities, or 
stimulate related economic activities. 


d) Costs of the proposed project incurred 
prior to the date of application will not 
be eligible. Costs of the proposed proj- 
ect incurred after the date of the appli- 
cation and prior to approval may not be 
eligible, depending on Management 
Committee discretion. 


e) The project shall be approved for as- 
sistance by Management Committee by 
March 31, 1984. 


In addition, where capital projects are proposed, 
the following criteria shall apply: 


f) A profit-seeking applicant shall have and 
maintain not less than twenty per cent 
equity in the enterprise and, further, 
shall be required to provide funding of 
at least twenty per cent of the capital 
cost of the project, except as otherwise 
agreed to by Management Committee. 


g) The project shall use Canadian material, 
machinery and equipment and consult- 
ing and other professional services to 
the extent to which such items are pro- 
curable and consistent with economy 
and efficiency; 


h) Evidence of satisfactory insurance and 
assignment thereof shall be provided if 
required; 

i) The project shall meet the relevant con- 
trol standards of appropriate regulatory 
bodies; 


j) The proposal shall include: 
— background and rationale 
— description of the project 
— resume of business and management 
background 
— need 
— cash flow 
— costs 
— proposed sources of financing 
— latest operating statement and bal- 
ance sheets. 


Basis of Assistance 

In the case of capital projects, up to 50 per 
cent of the conditional grant contribution will 
be advanced when construction begins or 
when equipment and materials are ordered. The 
remainder of the contribution will be forwarded 
upon proof that the applicant has incurred and 
paid his total share of the approved costs, and 
a site inspection visit by an official of the im- 
plementing agency has proved satisfactory. 
Any advance payment received in excess of 
allowable assistance, based on actual approved 
costs, must be refunded immediately. 


In the case of projects where capital investment 
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is not included, up to 50 per cent of the grant 
will be advanced upon approval of the project. 
The remainder of the grant will be disbursed 
upon satisfactory completion of the project and 
upon proof that the applicant has incurred and 
paid his total share of the approved costs. 


Right to Appeal 

1. Each applicant shall have the right to appeal 
in writing to the Management Committee 
any decision taken in relation to an assis- 
tance project. The decision of the Manage- 
ment Committee shall be communicated 
promptly in writing to the applicant. 


5 
TOURIST FACILITIES 
MARKETING SUBPROGRAM 


The intent of this subprogram is to assist tour- 
ist Operators to develop or expand their mar- 
keting programs in an effective manner in order 
to improve their incomes, to create additional 
employment opportunities and stimulate re- 
lated economic activities. 


Assistance towards 

1. The assistance is in the form of conditional 
grant contributions. 

2. The program may provide assistance up to 
the lesser of the following maximum over 
two years: 

a) 50 per cent of the approved marketing 
costs; or 

b) $50,000. 

Projects requiring less than $4,000 will not 

be eligible for funding. 


Eligibility 
1. To be eligible for consideration under this 
subprogram: 


a) The project must be located within the 
territorial districts of Northern Ontario. 
This includes the districts of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry 
Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder 
Bay, Timiskaming and that portion of 
the district of Nipissing lying north, west, 
and south of Algonquin Provincial Park. 
The intent of the Agreement is to limit 
project participation to the rural areas, 
excluding the cities of Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins and North Bay 
and the Regional Municipality of Sud- 
bury. However, projects located within 
major urban centres may also participate 
in the Agreement where it may be 
skown that the benefits arising from 
such projects will flow primarily to the 
residents of rural areas. 


b) Proposals eligible for funding under this 


subprogram shall include establishments 
eligible for official registration in the 
Tourism Ontario grading program, and 
those accommodation tourist establish- 
ments which may in future qualify for 
registration under the Tourism Ontario 
grading program. 


c) The proposal shall demonstrate that the 
implementation of the marketing plan 
will improve the viability of the opera- 
tion. 


d) The proposal shall demonstrate that the 
budget for the marketing plan is in addi- 
tion to the past year’s marketing budget. 


e) Costs of the proposed marketing plan 
incurred prior to the date of application 
will not be eligible. Costs of the pro- 
posed marketing plan incurred after the 
date of application and prior to approval 
may not be eligible, depending on Man- 
agement Committee discretion. 

f) In implementing this marketing plan, 
the proponent shall give preference, 
where applicable, to Canadian com- 
panies and suppliers. 

g) Government owned and/or operated 
facilities are not eligible for participation 
under this subprogram. 

h) The project shall be approved for assis- 
tance by the Management Committee 
by March 31, 1984. 

i) The proposal shall include: 

i) description of the tourist facility in- 
cluding number of accommodation 
units, location, capacity and type; 

ii) proof of registration in good standing 
in the Tourism Ontario Accommo- 
dation Grading Program; 

iii) a brief resume of business and man- 
agement background; 

iv) current operating statement and bal- 
ance sheet; 

v) description including costs of previ- 
Ous year’s marketing plan and an 
assessment of its results; 


contribution offered will be advanced upon 
approval of the project. 

2. The remainder of the grant contributions 
will be disbursed upon proof that the appli- 
cant has incurred and paid his total share 
of the approved costs and the tourism sub- 
committee is satisfied that the approved 
marketing plan is being implemented. 


3. Any advance payment received in excess 
of allowable assistance, based on actual 
approved costs, must be refunded imme- 
diately. 

4. Projects shall be completed within the time 
schedule outlined in the proposed marketing 
plan or within two years, whichever is the 
lesser. 


5. Project cost overruns are not eligible for 
assistance.

number of persons receiving assistance equals 
or is in excess of 6 per cent of the population of 
the municipality or Indian reserve, as the case 
may be, the contribution of the province is 
increased to 90 per cent in respect of the 
number of persons receiving assistance in 
excess of 5 per cent of the population. Provision 
is also made for reimbursement by the province 
of 100 per cent of the assistance granted to 
applicants deemed not to have been resident of 
any organized municipality in Ontario for a 
period of 12 consecutive months, prior to 
application for assistance. In this case, the 
Ministry of Community and Social Services 
must be notified within sixty days of the first 
payment’s being made to the recipient.

c) Travelling expenses where such 
expenses are directly related to the 
administration of welfare services. 


ii) Payments approved by the Director for 
research or consultation carried out on a 
contract or fee-for-service basis relating to 
welfare services. 


iii) Payments approved by the Director for 
Operating costs of computer services 
including rental of equipment where as a 
result of such services a welfare 
adminstrator is able. to provide to the 
Director such information on the 
administration and operation of welfare 
services as the Director requires. 


The subsidy payable by the province to a county 
that administers welfare assistance, to a district 
welfare administration board and to an 
approved Indian band equals 50 per cent of the 
cost of the administration of welfare services as 
defined in the regulations. 


The subsidy payable by the province to acity, a 
separated town and any approved municipality 
that does not form part of a county or a district 
welfare administration board equals 50 per cent 
of the amount by which the cost of 
administration of welfare services (defined in 
the regulations) for the twelve month period 
ending on the 31st day of December in each 
year exceeds such cost to the municipality for 
the year ending December 31, 1964.

c) The Minister's approval of the corporation 
Or municipal by-law, site, plans and 
proposed program must be obtained in 
advance. 


d) An application for payment of the grant 
must be made in the prescribed form and be 
accompanied by; 


1) the certificate of an auditor certifying; 


i) the actual cost of the building or 
premises to the corporation; 

ii) the actual amount that has been 
paid by the corporations as of the 
date of the application; 

iii) that all refundable sales tax has 
been taken out. 


2) the certificate of the architect or

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1984 


Under Ontario Regulation 44/84, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
are calculated separately for the elementary 
schools and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the 
recognized portion of the school board 
Operating expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the 
lesser of the actual cost and the product of 
$2,297 in the case of an elementary school pupil 
or $3,140 in the case of a secondary school 
pupil, a weighting factor that is determined by 
the Ministry for the school board, and the 
average daily enrolment of pupils of the board in 
day school, summer school and certain 
continuing education. 


Grant assistance in respect of continuing 
education is limited to specific programs 
including adult basic literacy, citizenship and 
language instruction for landed immigrants, 
English as a second language for adults, and 
courses for adults for which secondary school 
credit is given. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a 
board is determined in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 256. For day school this is 
determined as 30 per cent of the enrolment on 
each of the last school days of January and 
April, and 40 per cent of the enrolment on the 
last school day of September. For summer 
school and certain continuing education 
classes it is determined as the full-time 
equivalent in terms of instructional time. 
Kindergarten and junior kindergarten subject to 
grant is limited to a one-half day basis 
enrolment. 


In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not 
reduce directly with enrolment declines. Thirty 
to sixty per cent of the decline from 1983 
(depending on the board size) plus one-half of 
such assistance given in 1983 is included in the 
enrolment for grant purposes. 


The average daily enrolment for purposes of 
grant calculation is increased in the case of 
grades 9 and 10 pupils in elementary schools by 
23 per cent. 


The weighting factors address variations 
among school boards in the need for 
educational services and inthe cost of providing 
comparable education services. The factor 
components are: 


Compensatory Education 

Language Instruction 

French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services 
(Northern) 

Small School Boards 

Small schools 

Teacher Experience and Qualifications 


Consumer and Commercial Relations, Correctional Services, Education/21 


The mill rate used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure is calculated in 
the following manner: 


4,796 Elementary Total Recognized Ordinary 
Schools X Expenditure (incl. total 
tuition fees paid) 
OR 


Maximum Recognized Day 
3.634 Secondary = school Ordinary 
Schools Expenditure (incl. tuition 
fees) 


The assessment used in the calculation is 
equalized using a four-year average of the 
equalization factors (issued by the Ministry of 
Revenue in 1980, 1981, 1982 and 1983) and is 
adjusted to reflect the 15 per cent difference 
between residential and commercial mill rates.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types 
of expenditure that for reasons related to the 
nature or development of the jurisdiction served 
differ in terms of per pupil costs among school 
boards. These are costs in respect of the 
acquisition of facilities and for the 
transportation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized 
for grant assistance are determined by specific 
approvals. 

The recognized expenditure is divided into two 

groups: 

a) specific debt charges and pupil 
transportation expenditure that is in excess 
of $265 per day school pupil of average daily 
enrolment, and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess 
of the recognized expenditure over the yield ofa 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the school 
board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local 
portion of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .022 for elementary schools or .010 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per 
pupil recognized expenditure. 


b) .109 for elementary schools or .050 for 
secondary schools for each $100 of per 
pupil recognized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants On current approved 
minor projects and on major projects prior to 
1980 in accordance with the financing of the 
project including grant on debenture 
instalments which in some instances will 
continue to the year 2000. 
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3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION 
GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant 
assistance is: 


a) For French language schools or classes 
$211 per elementary school pupil, $64 per 
subject credit for grades 9 and 10 secondary 
school pupils, $70 per subject credit for 
grades 11 to 13 secondary school pupils. In 
addition there is recognition for some start- 
up costs where French-language 
classrooms are established. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized 
expenditure is determined by formulae that 
takes into account the number of pupils 
instructed, their grade level, the time 
devoted to instruction each day and the 
total accumulated hours of French- 
language instruction. The amounts range 
from $70 to $211 per pupil at elementary 
schools and from $28 to $108 per subject 
credit for a secondary school pupil. In 
addition there is a grant for immersion start- 
up costs at the secondary school level. 


The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 
100 per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the 
board. The mill rates are .109 for elementary 
schools or .050 for secondary schools for 
each $100 of per pupil recognized 
expenditure. 


4 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR 
HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced effective January 1982, 
a new funding mechanism in respect of special 
education. In 1984, grants are the product of the 
Board’s total enrolment (not just special 
education pupils) and a per pupil amount of 
$166 in respect of elementary school operations 
and $119 in respect of secondary school 
operations. In addition, a grant is paid in respect 
of each trainable retarded pupil of $3,930 
adjusted by a weighting factor which takes into 
account the geographical location of the board. 
Where a school board employs a teacher to 
provide a special education program in certain 
specified facilities, institutions or hospitals, 
subject to approval a grant is payable to 
reimburse the board for the cost of the teacher's 
salary, related employee benefit costs plus a 


$1,840 allowance for administrative costs, etc., 
up to $895 per teacher aide and up to $3,300 for 
the costs of classroom furniture and equipment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of 
$30.50 per classroom hour in respect of 
Heritage language instruction, subject to 
minimum class size and where the school day is 
extended in relation thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN 
TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendar year difference between the amount 
requisitioned by the school board or yield of the 
mill rate on assessment and actual taxes 
received. Effectively boards are compensated 
for “write-off of taxes” and grants are reduced 
on account of “Supplementary” taxes received. 


7 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on 
debentures issued by a school board prior to 
April, 1980 that were not approved for grant 
assistance at the time of issue are now eligible 
for grant to the extent that such expenditure for 
the year exceeds the yield of .109 mills for 
elementary schools or .050 mills for secondary 
schools in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment for the board in respect of each $25 
per pupil of such expenditure. This base mill 
rate Cannot be less than .113 for elementary 
schools or .234 for secondary schools. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON TAX-EXEMPT 
LAND 


Certain school boards on tax-exempt land 
receive grants from the province. These boards 
include Department of National Defence 
School Boards and Ontario Hydro School 
Boards. Special funding provisions also apply 
to school boards established in a sanatorium, a 
hospital, a crippled children’s treatment centre 
or a centre for the treatment of cerebral palsy. 


The first group of boards receive 50 per cent of 
all operating grants exclusive of capital. The 
second group of boards receive 80 per cent of 
teachers’ salaries and transportation costs and 
50 per cent of all other costs exclusive of capital. 


9 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved cost 
in excess of the yield of a mill rate on equalized 
assessment of 4.905 mills in the case of 
elementary school boards or 3.684 mills in the 
case of secondary school boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) apupil who resides in Ontario in an area that 
is not within the jurisdiction of a school 
board, is not Federal Crown Land or is not 
an Indian Reserve; 


b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or 
detained in certain specified facilities, 
institutions or homes; or 


c) a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid 
Society, a grant is payable to reimburse the 
board the cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. 
This is calculated in accordance with Ontario 
Regulation 42/84. 


11 
DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards 
on major approved capital projects are paid as 
the expenditures are incurred. Payments are 
made on a quarterly basis on progress 
certificates submitted to the school boards. The 
rates of grant are identical to those applicable to 
extraordinary expenditure grants which, for a 
board of average assessment wealth, is 75 per 
cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1984 formula includes a provision which 
guarantees that no board will receive less grant 
for reason of using the average of the provincial 
assessment equalization factors issued by the 
Ministry of Revenue in 1980, 1981, 1982 and 
1983. The comparison is to assessment 
equalized using the factors that were applicable 
in 1979. Similarly, grants have been provided to 
school boards to ensure that there is no 
increase in the proportion of the school board 
requisition that is borne by a municipality for 
reason of the new assessment equalization 
factors. 
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13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to 
encourage French-language education 
programs at the secondary school level and 
involve a reorganization grant to offset the start- 
up costs associated with the establishment of 
new homogeneous French-language entities. 


For the first year of operation of such schools 
with an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is 
$1,455 per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is 
$127,200 plus $183 per pupil to a maximum of 
$182,100. For the second year of operation, the 
grant is $970 per pupil for a school with an 
enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger schools 
is $84,800 plus $122 per pupil to a maximum of 
$121,400. For the third year of operating, the 
grant is $485 per pupil for a school with an 
enrolment of 100 or fewer and for larger 
schools, is $42,400 plus $61 per pupil to a 
maximum of $60,700.

MINISTRY OF ENERGY 


1 
MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND 
ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


Reducing oil consumption and energy 
operating costs in municipal buildings. 


Eligibility 

Phase 1 provides financial assistance towards 
converting existing oil-fired heating plants in 
municipal buildings to alternative fuels. 


Phase 2 provides financial assistance towards 
undertaking energy conservation “retrofit” 
measures in existing municipal buildings. 

All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 

participate in the program provided: 

1) That the buildings designated for oil 
conversion or energy conservation projects 
are municipally owned and operated; 

2) That the oil conversion projects were 
completed after August 1981 when Phase 1 
of the program was announced; and 
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3) That the energy conservation and retrofit 
projects were initiated on or after October 1, 
1982, when Phase 2 of the program was 
announced. 


Guidelines: Phase 1 


Any type of alternative fuel can be used in the 
conversion: solar, wind, wood, natural gas, 
propane and electricity are all viable 
alternatives. 


Existing oil-fired plants can be replaced under 
the program only when burner conversion is 
impossible because of design restrictions or 
hazardous conditions. 


Both the municipality and the alternative fuel 
supplier are required to complete the 
application form under Phase | of the program. 
The municipality is also responsible for 
providing supporting documentation 
confirming the building’s oil consumption for a 
one year period prior to the conversion. 


Guidelines: Phase 2 


A variety of energy conservation projects are 
eligible for funding under Phase 2 of the 
program. Examples are: 


a) Increasing the energy efficiency of lighting 
systems, including delamping; 

b) Improving heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning systems, and their controls; 


Cc) Installing heat recovery equipment; 


d) Reducing the consumption of domestic hot 
water; and 

e) Upgrading the building’s thermal efficiency, 
including the addition of insulation, 
weatherstripping and caulking. 


When a number of conservation projects are 
proposed for a single municipal building, only 
one application need be submitted — provided 
all projects will be completed within a year. 


When on the other hand, conservation and 
retrofitting projects are proposed for more than 
one building, separate applications must be 
submitted. 


The City Clerk must provide certification that 
the buildings under consideration are owned 
and operated by the city. 


Funding Levels 


Provincial assistance for individual projects 
under each phase of the program is available for 
up to 30 per cent of the project cost, to a 
maximum of $30,000. 


For both conversion and conservation projects, 
funding priority is given to those with payback 
periods between one and five years. Funding is 
generally not available for projects with 
payback periods of under one year. Funding for 
projects with payback periods over five years is 
limited to a maximum of 15 per cent of the 
project cost and will also be subject to funding 
availability. 


Grants, however, can only be used for direct 
costs of the conversion or conservation 
projects, and not for general repairs or the 
replacement of worn out equipment. 


Technical assistance grants, to be used for 
hiring consultants, are also available. These 
grants will be limited to a maximum of $2,000, 
provided that the total amount of grant for the 
project does not exceed $30,000. 


Although the number of provincial grants a 
municipality can receive under this program is 
not limited, the amount of money already 
granted to an applicant may be considered 
before distribution of the program’s limited 
funds is determined. 


Municipalities will be asked to monitor the 
energy consumption for a one year period 
following the completion of the oil conversion 
or energy conservation project, comparing fuel 
consumption and costs to those accrued during 
the year prior to the project. A cost comparison 
chart should then be prepared and submitted to 
the Ministry of Energy.

MINISTRY OF THE ENVIRONMENT 


Water and Sewage Service 


The programs of the Ministry of the 
Environment are mainly directed towards 
assisting the construction of communal water 
and sanitary sewage works and the repair or 
renewal of private water and sewage systems. 
The number of projects assisted annually is 
limited by funds available. Projects are selected 
for award of grants by means of an MBR 
assessment system. 


1 
15 PERCENT GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards 

the capital cost of major components of 

communal water and sewage works. 

This includes the water supply: intakes, 

treatment and storage facilities and trunk 

feedermains; for sewerage: treatment facilities, 

outfall and trunk sanitary sewers and associated 

pumping stations. 

Priority is given to: 

a) works to service an area encompassing 
more than one municipality; 

b) works providing for an increased supply of 
serviced lots in growth areas. 

Grants are equal to 15 per cent of capital cost 

after deduction of federal or other grants. 

Payment is made following contract award 

calculated on the project cost less 10 per cent 
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holdback. Final payment is made against 
audited final costs. 


2 

GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST 
PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 
7,500 can apply for grants to assist the 
construction of new communal water and 
sewage works to service existing communities. 
Local distribution and collection works as well 
as major components are eligible. 


Other conditions include: 


a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 


b) Where buildings have means of access to 
the service, municipalities must require that 
a connection be made, in accordance with 
Section 362a of The Municipal Act. 


Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental 
benefits and the servicing of urban growth. 


Grants are calculated after deduction of federal 
or other grants. The assistance enables 
municipal costs to be limited to $1,100 and 
$1,400 per connection, for water and sewage 
service respectively, subject to amaximum of 75 
per cent of net project cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10 per cent 
holdback. Final payment is made against 
audited final costs. Loans up to a 30 year term at 
the provincial interest rate may be made 
available to municipalities lacking access to 
commercial funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small 
communities currently serviced by private 
systems, where health and environmental 
problems exist. Typically, the area considered 
would have insufficient potential for growth to 
require a Communal system in the future. 


Other conditions include: 


a) grants will be made towards the cost of 
repair or renewal of systems serving homes 
that are principal residence in defined 
problem area; 


b) grants may be considered for costs 
associated with systems for other dwellings, 
commercial buildings and small industries 
only when located in the defined problem 
area; 


c) where a request is accepted, the Ministry 
will retain a consulting engineer to prepare 
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a report to identify the problems and 
propose alternative solutions; 


d) subject to the availability of funds, grants 
may extend over a two year period. 


Priority is given to projects according to their 
contribution to health and environmental 
benefits. 


Grants are equal to: 
a) 100 per cent of the cost of the report; 


b) 75 percent of the costs of implementing the 
solution. 


The amount of the grant will be committed over 
the period of construction.

WASTE MANAGEMENT 


Waste Management Planning Studies 


1) Financial assistance is available for 50 per 
cent of study costs to develop a long term 
waste management plan for regional 
municipalities, counties or several 
municipalities which agree to operate joint 
waste management facilities on a shared 
cost basis. 


Waste Site Improvement Program 


2) This program provides financial assistance 
to municipalities for upgrading existing 
certified waste disposal sites and for proper 
closure of old sites. Improvements 
supported include on-site road 
improvements, provision of scales, 
landscaping, improving buffer zones, and 
some special studies related to site 
expansions, gas and leachate monitoring 
and control.

3) The program provides financial and other 
assistance for the development or 
expansion of municipal scale source 
separation projects. Assistance is available 
for the development of feasibility studies, 
the development of promotional activities to 
encourage public involvement and start-up 
costs for up to three years for qualified 
projects.

AMBULANCE SERVICES

An annual operating budget must be submitted 
to the ministry for approval in accordance with 
set procedures and deadlines. Amendments to 
an approved budget may be presented for 
consideration during the course of the 
operating year. 

Every ambulance operator, etc., must provide 
the Minister, within 90 days of the end of a fiscal 
year, with a financial statement of its ambulance 
operations during that year.

Up to 100 per cent of costs as approved by the 
Minister.

Assistance towards 


The expenses of the local Boards of Health 
incurred in the process of providing approved 
public health services in accordance with The 
Public Health Act and its regulations and 
identified community health needs. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Boards of Health. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each local board must submit an annual 
budget to the Minister not later than the 1st 
day of March of each operating year. 
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2) Not later than February 1, each board must 
submit to the Minister a financial statement 
covering the preceding year’s activities. 


3) Payments to a board may be reduced by: 
a) 40 per cent where the office of the 
Medical Officer (M.O.H.) remains 

vacant for 12 months; 
b) 50 per cent where the office of the 
M.O.H. remains vacant for 24 months. 


Basis of Assistance 


A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a board is based on the 
following structure: 


1) 40 per cent — April 1, 1982, of the expenses 
of the board of a municipality; 

2) 75 percent of the expenses of the board ofa 
health unit; 

3) 75 per cent of expenses of the board of a 
district health unit. 


The assistance is flowed to each board in twelve 
roughly equal monthly payments; adjustments 
to the total aid flowed are made as necessary at 
year’s end, upon receipt by the Ministry of the 
required financial statement from each board. 


B. Separate provincial assistance is available 
to boards for the following programs: 


1) Home Care — 100 per cent of costs 
approved by the Minister; 

2) Family planning — 100 per cent of costs 
approved by the Minister; 

3) Venereal Disease Control — cf. 4 
VENEREAL DISEASE CLINIC; 

4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals. 


C. A board which assumes the responsibilities 
for the public health services of an 
unorganized territory receives an 
unorganized territory grant which is 
intended to cover the full costs of services 
undertaken there.

1) Application for grants, accompanied by 
preliminary sketch plans in triplicate, must 
be made to the Minister and approved prior 
to the issuing of tenders or the 
commencement of work. 


2) The applicant must undertake not to 
mortgage, sell, dispose of, alter physically 
or functionally the facility without the 
approval of the Minister. 


3) The grant is paid in the following portions as 
construction approaches completion: 20 
per cent when the contract for the project is 
signed; 10 per cent for each 1/8 of the work 
completed, with final payment upon the 
completion of the project to the satisfaction 
of the Minister.

b) 1) Each physician’s statement of accounts 
should equal the amount that would be 


payable for the medical services as 
insured health services under The Health 
Insurance Act, 1972. 


2) The cost of drugs used for treatment 
should also be reported. 


c) The treasurer must forward all such 
accounts to the Minister within three 
months of receiving them.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
general rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for 
chronic patients, active treatment teaching 
psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and 
rehabilitation hospitals, graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals 
having not fewer than 100 beds; 


c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals 
having fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 


f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 
beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated 
by the Minister to provide special 
rehabilitation services for disabled persons 
in a region of Ontario specified by the 
Minister for each hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment 
services in a Community or district to 
handicapped or disabled individuals 
requiring restorative and adjustive services 
in an integrated and co-ordinated program; 


|) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
alcoholism and drug addiction and 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university as 
evidenced by a written agreement between 
the hospital and the university with which it 
is affiliated;

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATION 


Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public 
Hospitals Act allows the province to provide 
grants not exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the 
approved cost of constructing or renovating 
community hospitals. Approved costs include 
the cost of construction or renovation, 
professional fees and necessary basic 
equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to 
hospitals located in a Northern municipality 
with a population of not more than 12,000 in a 
territorial district or a provisional county. 


Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. 
The province accepts responsibility for the 
approved capital cost of the university hospitals 
and of teaching and research facilities forming 
part of the university affiliated hospitals. 


In accordance with Regulation 861 under The 
Hospitals Act the province accepts 
responsibility for the approved capital cost of a 
regional rehabilitation hospital or that part of a 
hospital which provides special facilities for 
medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the 
hospital is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the 
Minister as a regional rehabilitation centre 
before becoming eligible for grants on the basis 
of full costs. Regulation 860 under The Public 
Hospitals Act provides that, for rehabilitation 
facilities serving a local community or district 
(e.g. crippled children’s treatment centres), the 
grant amounts to 2/3 of the approved cost. 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid 
where operating savings to the government will 
recover the capital cost within five or fewer 
years. 


Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the 
approved capital cost for the amalgamation of 
hospital services where the estimated savings 
on net operating costs during the five years 
following the establishment of the amalgamated 
service equals or exceeds the approved capital 
cost. 


Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals 
Act allows the province to pay a special grant of 
2/3 of the capital cost to correct hazardous 


conditions resulting from the presence of 
asbestos in public hospitals. The special grant is 
5/6 of the approved cost when the public 
hospital is located in a Northern municipality 
with a population of not more than 12,000 
persons and in a territorial district or a 
provisional county.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier 
municipalities with below average tax bases, in 
order to increase their ability to upgrade local 
servicing without incurring.excessive property 
tax rates. A portion of this grant is paid directly 
to upper tier municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to 
each lower tier municipality whose 1983 
equalization assessment is below $54,000 per 
household, when the assessment, with 
residential and farm taxable assessment being 
discounted by 45 per cent, is equalized 
according to the average equalization factor 
appearing in the 1984 Regulation to the Act. The 
assessment deficiency rate, recognized for 
resource equalization grant, is based on the 
proportion that 60 per cent of the municipality’s 
deficiency of the 1983 equalized assessment per 
household bears to $54,000, to amaximum of 25 
per cent. This deficiency rate is then applied to 
the net general dollar levy of the lower tier 
municipality which is defined as the combined 
lower and upper tier municipal 1983 tax 
requirements and excludes taxation for school 
boards. The 1984 resource equalization grant is 
equal to the product of the municipality's net 
general dollar levy and its assessment 
deficiency rate, up to the maximum of the sum 
of the total 1983 resource equalization grant 
entitlement (lower and upper tier shares) and 
the product of its 1984 households and $2.50. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 


32/Municipal Affairs and Housing 


taxes levied on commercial and business 
assessment to the total taxes levied on 
commercial and business assessment for all 
purposes, other than school purposes, is 
payable directly to the upper tier municipality. 
The region or county is required to credit this 
amount to its general revenues. The lower tier 
municipality is paid a resource equalization 
grant equal to the difference between the total 
grant and the amount payable to the region or 
county. This portion of the grant should be 
applied against taxes for own purposes. 


lil. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal 
services. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) General Support Grant: Provides an 
amount equal to 5.75 per cent of the 1983 
net general dollar levy to all municipalities, 
both upper and lower tier. 


b) Special Support Grant: Provides an 
additional amount equal to 17.25 per cent of 
the 1983 net general levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern 
part of Ontario, and 


ii) all municipalities situated in the District 
of Parry Sound and to the Townships of 
Airy, Chisholm and the Improvement 
District of Cameron. 


This grant is in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal goods and 
services in such areas. 


“Net general dollar levy” for the purposes of 
these grants means a municipality's own 1983 
tax requirements, excluding upper tier and 
school board taxation.

IV. REVENUE GUARANTEE 


A revenue guarantee is provided on total 
unconditional grants. The total of 1984 
unconditional grant payments for the six major 
grants to a lower tier municipality, Region or 
County is guaranteed to be at least 2.5 percent 
more than in 1983.

Depending on their 
individual needs, municipalities may provide 
additional services, within the limits of the 
financial assistance offered under the program, 
provided that assistance is not available for 
similar services through other government 
programs.

Direct funding is available from the ministry for 
three general categories of initiatives — training 
and development, budget accounting and 
control systems, and advanced management 
systems. 


Assistance towards 
Training and development 


There are several training and development 
programs available to municipalities for the 


‘purpose of developing staff expertise: 


Eligible Recipients 

a) Training Incentive Grants 
Senior staff in municipalities of less than 
50,000 and in counties are encouraged to 
enroll in management and certain 
professional training courses — 
accounting, law, business and_ public 
administration, and management practices. 
Municipal Action ’85 will offset the costs of 
training with annual re-imbursements of up 
to $400. 


b) Municipal Management Bursary 
Experienced senior administrators who 
enroll in advanced management training 
will be eligible for bursaries of up to $1,500. 
Approved courses include university 
graduate-level programs such as master of 
public adminstration or master of business 
administration; university certificate and 
diploma programs in public or business 
administration; and selected special 
programs. 


c) Education Development Fund 


Municipal Action ’85 offers funding to help 
develop material that advances knowledge 
and awareness of local government. This 
may include the design of new educational 
material, new courses to teach 
management techniques and the 
consolidation of existing material for 
application to the Ontario scene. 


d) On-location Training 
Information-sharing in smaller 
municipalities occasionally takes the form 
of “borrowing” experts to solve particular 
problems. While not a substitute for formal 


training, on-location help can serve as an 
issue-oriented “crash course” for staff. 
Financial support is provided for on- 
location training of staff when no other 
normal staffing arrangements are possible. 


e) Basic Accounting and Control Packaging 

— BACPAC 

BACPAC is a manual of basic bookkeeping, 
financial administration, and financial 
control. It is written in language for laymen 
and contains a model chart of accounts that 
will reduce the costs of training new 
treasurers, make auditing easier, and may 
reduce the total cost of auditing. BACPAC 
was developed for municipalities of less 
than 5,000 and has now been successfully 
tested in 12 pilot municipalities. The 
ministry will pay all external costs, to a 
maximum of $5,000, for implementing the 
program. 


f) Advanced Management Systems 
Municipalities may be able to increase 
productivity and reduce costs by 
developing and using such systems as 
comprehensive auditing, advanced 
budgeting, performance measurement, 
resources management, equipment 
maintenance control, etc. Municipal Action 
’°85 may contribute to the development cost 
and will contribute to the sharing of 
information by documenting and 
publishing specific experiences with the 
systems for the benefit of other 
municipalities.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS 


Assistance towards 

Planning studies to: 

a) promote the effective operation of 
community planning; 

b) support the study and resolution of local 
planning issues; 

c) assist in the implementation of the Planning 
Act; and 

d) resolve issues in the application of matters 
of provincial interest to the municipal 
planning process. 


Eligible Recipients 

Local municipalities under 65,000 population, 
Counties and Regions which contain 
municipalities under 64,000 population and 
planning boards in Northern Ontario. 


Conditions and Procedures 

When a municipality intends to hire a 
consultant, competitive selection procedures 
must be used if the study is to cost more than 
$25,000. Community Planning Advisory Branch 
(CPAB) staff can advise on the use of Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing consultant 
selection procedures and are available to assist 
in the process. 

Municipal staff time is also eligible for funding, 
subject to prior agreement with the ministry on 
reporting procedures. 

To be eligible for funding, the approval of the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing must 
be received before the commencement of the 
study. Staff of the Community Planning 
Advisory Branch (CPAB) should be contacted 
prior to starting any work on a study for which 
funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


The ministry will contribute up to 50 percent of 
approved costs and 100 percent of the costs 
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incurred by unorganized territory. Generally 
municipalities will be limited to one study per 
year and funding will not exceed $35,000 per 
year. 

Each application is reviewed on an individual 
basis and will be evaluated in terms of local 
needs, provincial policy and programs and the 
availability of funding. Upon agreement of the 
province to provide funding, an advance 
payment of up to 85 percent of study costs 
would be made. The provincial contribution will 
be limited to those eligible study costs which 
have been incurred and invoiced after approval 
of funding. Subsequent payments would be 
made in accordance with stages of completion 
of the study and timing agreed to by the 
municipality and ministry atthe time of the grant 
commitment. Ministry staff will require suitable 
evidence of expenditures, either in the form of 
consultant invoices or staff work records. 
Payments are made upon satisfactory 
completion of a project and fulfillment of terms 
of reference.

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ENERGY CONSERVATION THROUGH LAND 
USE PLANNING GRANTS 


Introduction 

As one of the provincial initiatives to ensure that 
the most efficient use is made of energy 
resources, this program to provide for the 
consideration of energy efficiency in land use 
planning came into effect on April 1, 1981. The 
program is administered and funded by the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing for 
1983/84. 


Assistance towards 

Funding is available for land-use planning 
studies aimed at energy conservation in the 
community. The Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing will consider any planning study 
which has land-use and _ energy-efficiency 
implications, whether or not the study is directly 
related to a document produced under The 
Planning Act. Data collection and surveys of the 
existing situation, necessary before policies can 
be formulated, will also be eligible for grants. 


Eligible Recipients 

Energy conservation through land-use 
planning grants are designed to assist 
municipalities with populations of more than 
15,000. (Smaller communities can apply for 
community planning study grants for similar 
assistance). 


Conditions and Procedures 

When a municipality intends to hire a 
consultant, competitive selection procedures 
must be used if the study is to cost more than 
$25,000. 

Community Planning Advisory Branch (CPAB) 
staff can advise on the use of Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing consultant 
selection procedures and are available to assist 
in the process. Municipal staff time is also 
eligible for funding, subject to prior agreement 
with the ministry on reporting procedures. To be 
eligible for funding, the approval of the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and Housing must be 
received before the commencement of the 
study. Staff of the Community Planning 
Advisory Branch (CPAB) should be contacted 
prior to starting any work on a study for which 
funding is to be sought. 


Basis of Assistance 


Grants are available to cover 75 per cent of the 
cost of a study, to a maximum of $50,000 per 
study. Upon agreement of the province to 
provide funding, an advance payment would be 
made. Subsequent payments would be made in 
accordance with stages of completion of the 
study and timing agreed to by the municipality 
and ministry at the time of the grant 
commitment. Ministry staff will require suitable 


evidence of expenditures, either in the form of 
consultant invoices or staff work records, 
before recommending subsequent payments.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING STATEMENT GRANTS 


Assistance towards 

The preparation and updating of municipal 
housing statements outlining municipalities’ 
housing policies and needs. 

When endorsed by council and approved by the 
ministry, a statement forms the basis for a 
municipality's request for federal and provincial 
funding for housing programs. 


Eligible Recipients 

All Ontario Municipalities are eligible to apply 
for municipal housing statement grants; those 
with approved statements may be eligible for 
funding to update their statements. 
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Municipalities under 10,000 population may 
also request ministry staff to complete a 
statement on their behalf. 


Conditions and Procedures 

Municipal council must pass a_ resolution 
requesting either direct technical assistance or 
funding. When funding is requested, an 
application form and the consultant's proposal 
should accompany the council resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also 
required prior to the provision of a study grant 
or direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its 
merits, and maximum grant levels have been 
established according to municipal size. During 
the term of the approved study, progress 
payments will be made. Once the housing 
statement has been adopted by council and 
approved by the Ministry, the final grant 
payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 

OHRP provides per capita grants to 
municipalities to administer directly as loans to 
Owner-occupants in that municipality whose 
adjusted annual family income is no greater 
than $15,500. The prime objective of these loans 
is the repair of faulty structural and sanitary 
conditions and the upgrading of the plumbing, 
heating and electrical systems of the residences 
of the eligible owner-occupants to bring their 
housing up to municipal health and safety 
standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. 
The amount of interest charged on this loan will 
be determined by the annual family income of 
the applicant; a portion of the loan may be 
“forgiven” and therefore need not be paid back, 
upon completion of a designated number of 
years of continuous occupancy. A special loan 
maximum of $9,500 (less any federal funding) is 
available under OHRP for physically disabled 
homeowners or homeowners with physically 
disabled relatives living with them. 
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This special loan may be used for the repair of a 
dwelling unit to aminimum municipal standards 
and for the necessary modifications that would 
render the unit accessible to physically disabled 
persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 
receive OHRP funds if they have adopted 
and are enforcing property maintenance 
and occupancy standards or are willing to 
implement building and/or health and 
safety standards to be used as guidelines in 
providing financial aid to property owners. 


b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual “adjusted family income” of the 
owner-occupant does not exceed $15,500, 
and the house is below the standards 
referred to under (a) above. 


* Conditions and Procedures 


Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 

a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, 
including the forgivable and repayable 
portions thereof, a lien as provided for by 
subsection 2 of section 3 of the Act; and 
shall follow the procedures set forth in 
subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of the Act. 
Where the placing of a lien is not feasible, a 
promissory note may be used as security for 
the repayment of the amount loaned as 
provided for by subsection 4 of section 3 of 
the Act. 


b) establish a trust fund and deposit in the fund 
all monies received pursuant to this 
regulation, all monies received in 
repayment of loans made under this 
regulation, and all interest accruing 
thereon; and 


c) provide the Minister with whatever 
information and records of accounts he 
may require pertaining to any application, 
loan or any other matter provided for in this 
regulation.

COMMERCIAL AREA IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM (CAIP) 


Assistance towards 

Provincial funds are available on a loan and 
grant basis for municipal services, parking, 
aesthetic and economic improvements to the 
downtowns and older commercial areas of 
eligible municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All Ontario municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) Have an approved official plan with policies 
relating to community improvement. 

b) Have a core area or commercial district 
which complies with the following 
commercial area eligibilty criteria: 

(i) The area is identified as an area in need 
of improvement in the community 
improvement policies in the 
municipality's official plan. 

(ii) The area is at least 50 percent 
commercial and is appropriately zoned. 

(iii) The area is deficient in municipal 
services such as water and sewer mains, 
streets and sidewalks, lighting, etc. 

(iv) The area would benefit from 
improvement to parking and 
streetscape (landscaping, decorative 
lighting, etc.). 

(v) The area is defined, in whole or in part, 
as a Business Improvement Area (BIA) 
under Section 217 of the Municipal Act. 

(vi) The area exhibits symptoms of 
physical, functional and/or economic 
decline (buildings in need of 
rehabilitation, decrease in retail sales, 
high vacancy rate, declining tax base). 

c) Have an adopted property maintenance and 
occupancy standards by-law applicable to 
the improvement area pursuant to Section 
31 of the Planning Act or under a private bill. 

d) Undertake to involve the public during the 
preparation of the Community 
Improvement Plan. 

e) Have the financial and administrative 
Capability to implement the Community 
Improvement Plan. 

f) Be able to develop and submit within eight 
months, a Community Improvement Plan 
(under Section 28(4) of the Planning Act) 
capable of being implemented within four 
years of receiving approval of provincial 
funding. 


Basis of Assistance 
(i) The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 


50:50 of total eligible costs. 


(ii) The provincial contribution will be in the 
form of loans and grants. The grant portion 
will not exceed one-third of the total 
provincial contribution, and the remaining 
two-thirds will consist of a loan. 

(iii) The loan portion will be repayable over a 
maximum 10 year period with a fixed rate of 
interest set at one-half of the Provincial 
borrowing rate at the time of application 
approval. 


(iv) All terms and conditions of the loan will be 
incorporated in a provincial/municipal 
agreement. 

(v) Eligible items which may be covered by 
either aloan or grant include improvements 
to municipal services and utilities as well as 
all adminstration costs associated with the 
project’s implementation. 

(vi) Eligible items which may covered by a loan 
only include parking, aesthetic 
improvements as well as small anchor 
redevelopment projects.

ONTARIO NEIGHBOURHOOD IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

Provincial grants are available to all eligible 
municipalities to assist them to upgrade and 
improve local neighbourhoods and thereby 
optimize existing community facilities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All Ontario municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 

A municipality must meet the following criteria: 

a) Have an approved official plan with policies 
relating to community improvement. 

b) Have or agree to develop a comprehensive 
community improvement policy statement. 

c) Undertake to involve the residents of the 
neighbourhood during the preparation of 
the neighbourhood improvement plan. 

d) Have or agree to develop a property 
maintenance standards by-law pursuant to 
Section 31 of The Planning Act and commit 
itself to administer that by-law effectively. 

e) Have the financial and administrative 
capacity to undertake the neighbourhood 
improvement project planning and 
implementation. 
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f) have a neighbourhood which meets the 
following neighbourhood eligibility criteria: 

(i) A significant portion of the housing 
stock is in need of rehabilitation. 

(ii) Other elements in the physical 
environment are in need of 
rehabilitation. 

(iii) There are deficiencies in neighbourhood 
recreational and social facilities. 

(iv) The area is occupied for the most part 
by low and moderate income people. 

(v) The area is potentially stable in terms of 
residential land uses and densities. 


(vi) The area is predominantly residential. 


Basis of Assistance 


The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 
50:50 of total eligible project costs, subject to 
the execution of the provincial/municipal 
agreement. : 
The program provides funds to assist in the 
repair and construction of community facilities 
such as clinics, day-care centres, senior citizen 
centres, arenas, playgrounds, tot lots, 
neighbourhood parks, youth centres, 
community halls, libraries, street lighting, 
sewers, water lines, Curbs, sidewalks, 
boulevards, roadworks, street signs, traffic 
signals, etc.

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

The province provides incentive funding to 
those municipalities developing municipal non- 
profit housing projects for the first time. The 
funding is in the form of a grant and an interest 
free loan. 


Eligible Recipients 

An initial grant of up to $5,000 is available to 

municipalities to explore the feasibility of 

starting a municipal non-profit housing project. 

To be eligible, a municipality must: 

a) bein the process of developing municipal 
non-profit housing for the first time. 

b) have had the need for assisted and market 
rent housing approved by the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. 
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The amount of the grant that a municipality 
receives is commensurate with its population as 
follows: 


Population Grant 
Up to 5,000 $3,000 
5,001- 10,000 $4,000 
10,000-plus $5,000 


A municipality also becomes eligible for an 
interest free loan to cover development 
expenses incurred until the first mortgage draw. 
The loan is to be capitalized against project 
costs and is repayable to the province at the 
time of the first project mortgage draw. If at any 
point during the development process the 
project fails, the loan may be forgiven.

PARKS ASSISTANCE 


Assistance towards 


a) The acquisition of land for an approved 
park; 

b) The planning and development of an 
approved park; 

c) The conversion of a provincial or public 
park into an approved park. Parks eligible 
for assistance are those which provide 
camping and/or involve the development of 
a natural beach for recreational purposes. 


Eligible Recipients 

Any municipality. 

School boards in territory without municipal 
organization. 

Any Indian band which, under the Indian Act 
(Canada), controls and manages its revenue. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Applicant must have unencumbered title to 
land, or hold a long term lease. 

2) Park must be maintained and operated for 
the enjoyment of the public in a manner 
complementary to the use of provincial 
parks. 


3) Purchase or development of the proposed 
park lands must be approved by the Minister 
in advance. 


Basis of Assistance 

Up to 50 per cent of the total cost of acquisition 
and development or to a maximum of $100,000 
in respect of any one park. Grant towards land 
acquisition not to exceed $25,000.

2. Investigation of the community’s potential 
for new business development. 

3. Identification of new business opportunities 
and assessment of their feasibility. 

4. The development of promotional materials.

Requests for assistance can be directed to any 
one of the Ministry’s 29 offices in Northern 
Ontario. No application form is required. 


2 
AGRINORTH 


Assistance towards 


A Joint MNA-OMAF Program to develop 
northern agriculture. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The value of production from the farm operation 
in a normal production year must be at least 
$10,000. 

Farms to which grants may apply must be 
located in the northern districts of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing (that 
part lying south of the French and Mattawa 
Rivers and north and west of Algonquin Park), 
Parry Sound, Rainy River, Timiskaming, 
Thunder Bay and Sudbury. 

The applicant must own the land on which the 
capital improvements will take place or lease 
land from the Crown in right of Ontario or be an 
Indian under the Indian Act (Canada) and 
lawfully in possession of land on an Indian 
Reserve. 


Individuals, partnerships and corporations will 
be treated as a single applicant for the purposes 
of AgriNorth. 

For subprograms 1, 4 and 5, use of owner’s own 
machinery or labour are not eligible 
expenditures. 

All application forms are available from OMAF 
district offices and Ministry of Northern Affairs 
offices. Completed application forms must be 
submitted to the local agricultural office. 
Applications must be submitted for approval 
before work commences by the AgriNorth 
Review Committee. 

Financial assistance will be authorized for 
approval upon receipt of paid invoices. 

All projects will be inspected on completion by 
OMAF staff, where required.

Any agricultural association or commodity 
group may submit a proposal for a study or 
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market development project to the AgriNorth 
Project Review Committee. Groups of farmers 
with a common interest may also apply. 


I 
SUBPROGRAM 1 
LAND DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To improve and expand the Northern 
Ontario agricultural land base through land 
drainage and land clearing. 


(a) Land Drainage 
Eligible applicants may receive a grant 
covering 20 per cent of the cost of materials 
and labour for subsurface drainage. An 
applicant may qualify for a maximum grant 
of $10,000. Projects must be inspected by 
OMAF staff before grant money is paid. 


* (b) Land Clearing 


Eligible applicants may receive a grant 
covering 50 per cent of the approved costs 
of clearing land, to a maximum of $80 per 
acre or $10,000 per applicant whichever is 
less. In addition, applicants must prove that 
land clearing is economically advantageous 
to their operation and that other means of 
expansion are not feasible. Completed 
projects must be inspected and approved 
by OMAF staff before payment is made. 


Farmers applying for both the land drainage 
and the land clearing grant will be subject to an 
overall maximum of $10,000 on the combined 
grant.

SUBPROGRAM 2 
NEW TECHNOLOGY DEMONSTRATION 


Objective: To promote the testing and 
demonstration of new technology on farms in 
Northern Ontario. 


Grants may be obtained covering up to 50 per 
cent of the cost of introducing, testing and 
demonstrating innovative technology to 
Northern Ontario agriculture. Only one project 
of a type will be approved per district. 
Applicants will be required to keep records, 
report progress and demonstrate their project 
for public information. 

Normally there will be a 20 per cent hold back on 
payment pending submission of an acceptable 
final report. 

Examples of new technology might include 
such items as new cropping technology or 
innovative livestock housing, machinery and 
equipment.

SUBPROGRAM 3 
DISTRICT DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES 


Objective: To promote Northern Ontario 
agricultural development through local district 
initiatives. 


An incentive fund of $125,000 is available 
annually to encourage district-based 
agricultural development. Proposals to use 
these funds must be generated by the District 
Agricultural Development Committees which 
are composed of local farmers in each district. 


Farmers, farm organizations and commodity 
groups are encouraged to submit ideas to the 
Agricultural Development Committee to assist 
in developing these proposals. 


IV 
SUBPROGRAM 4 
GRAIN PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote increased production 
and marketing of seeds, grains and oilseeds. 


(a) Grain Storage Equipment 
Up to 25 per cent of the capital cost of on- 
farm grain storage equipment may be 
covered by a grant, to a maximum of $3,000 
per applicant.

Grain Handling Equipment 

Up to 33 per cent of the capital cost of on- 
farm handling equipment, excluding 
vehicles, may be covered by a grant, to a 
maximum of $3,000 per applicant. Such 
equipment might include grain driers, seed 
and grain cleaning and treating equipment, 
grain moving equipment, scales, etc. 


Applicants applying for both (a) and (b) will be 
subject to a maximum grant of $5,000.

SUBPROGRAM 5 
FORAGE PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: To promote improved forage 
preservation and storage facilities in Northern 
Ontario. 

Up to 25 per cent of eligible costs to amaximum 
of $2,000 are available for the purchase of 
construction of forage storage facilities, such as 
hay storage sheds, tower silos, concrete pads 
and walls for horizontal silos.

SUBPROGRAM 6 
MARKET DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES 


Funding is available to promote activities aimed 
at developing or expanding markets for 
Northern Ontario-produced commodities. 


These could include such activities as 
promotion and test marketing of commodities 
in Northern Ontario centres. 


Funds are also available to commission studies 
which will identify markets for Northern 
Ontario-produced agricultural goods and 
recommend action plans for accessing these 
markets. 


In both cases, projects may be eligible for grants 
of up to 100 per cent of costs. 


The program is open to individuals, commodity 
groups and agricultural associations. Proposals 
must be submitted to the AgriNorth Review 
Committee. 


3 
INDUSTRIAL INFRASTRUCTURE PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 

Removing specific physical constraints to the 
development of identified small-scale private 
sector projects. Assistance may _ include 
mapping, power and water supply, waste 
disposal, access and other public services. 


Basis of Assistance 

In the case of assistance to the public sector, 
such as municipalities, funding will be in the 
form of grants, normally not exceeding 75 per 
cent of approved capital costs or $200,000, 
whichever is the lesser. Public sector projects 
will be handled through the Ministry of Northern 
Affairs. 


Eligibility 

To be eligible for consideration under this 
program: 

Projects must be located within the territorial 
districts of Northern Ontario: Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Parry Sound, 
Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, 
Timiskaming and that portion of the district of 
Nipissing lying north, west and south of 
Algonquin Provincial Park. 


The municipal governments of Sudbury, 
Timmins, North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie and 
Thunder Bay are not eligible. Applications from 
the private sector within those communities 
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may be considered. 

Projects shall result in establishing or 

expanding commercial activities involving one 

or more of the following: 

(i) natural resource harvesting; 

(ii) quarrying; 

(iii) manufacturing; 

(iv) processing; 

(v) marketing, wholesaling or warehousing of 
local products; 

(vi) repair and other services for the foregoing. 


Proposals shall indicate satisfactory commer- 
cial and financial viability of the business(es) to 
be developed as a result of the assistance 
requested, as well as an indication that 
additional net economic benefits will accrue. 


Application for assistance must be made while 
the project is still in the planning stages. 
Contractual commitments made in respect of 
any project not yet approved may be ineligible 
for funding. 


The proponent’s financial participation in the 
project shall not be less than 10 per cent of the 
approved capital costs of the undertaking. 


Implementation 

Public sector projects delivered by the Ministry 
of Northern Affairs. Application forms available 
from the Ministry of Northern Affairs and the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade offices. 


Disbursement of Funds 


In the case of assistance to public bodies, 50 per 
cent of the grant will be advanced: 


(a) when construction begins or when 
equipment and materials are ordered; 


(b) when the required equity has been invested; 


(c) when security has been received to cover 
the amount advanced. 


Any advance payment received in excess of 
allowable assistance, based on actual approved 
costs, must be refunded immediately. 


In the case of assistance to public bodies, the 
final 50 per cent of the grant will be forwarded 
upon verification that the project is completed. 


Loan Forgiveness 
1. 50 percent of the loan may be forgiven one 
year after the project is completed and the 
balance may be forgiven one year from 
then, provided that: 
(a) the business or businesses for which 
the undertaking was intended is/are 
operating; 
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(b) the general terms and conditions under 
which the loan was granted have been 
met. 

2. Upon forgiveness, the related security will 
be released. 


Non-performance 

1. Upon refusal of forgiveness, demand for 
repayment will be made and the loan will 
forthwith commence to bear interest at the 
prime bank rate in effect at that date forthe 
remainder of the period during which the 
loan is outstanding.

Assistance towards 


Reimbursing a municipality for compensation it 
has paid to livestock owners for losses caused by 
wolves. 


Eligible Recipients 
Any municipality. 


Conditions and Procedures 


When a livestock owner has livestock killed or 
injured by a dog or a wolf, he makes application to 
the municipality for compensation. A municipal 
valuer investigates and assesses the amount of 
the damage. The municipality compensates the 
livestock owner for the market value of the live- 
stock killed or injured to maximum amounts pre- 
scribed under the Act. The municipality applies to 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Food for reimburse- 
ment of any compensation it has paid for losses 
caused by wolves.

The Ministry of Agriculture and Food reimburses 
the municipality for all compensation it has paid for 
losses caused by wolves.

The gross production value from the farm opera- 
tion in a normal production year must be at least 
$10,000. 


Farms to which grants may apply must be located 
in the northern districts of Algoma, Cochrane, 
Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing (that part lying 
south of the French and Mattawa Rivers and north 
and west of Algonquin Park), Parry Sound, Rainy 
River, Timiskaming, Thunder Bay and Sudbury.

NEW TECHNOLOGY DEMONSTRATION

ing innovative technology to Northern Ontario agri- 
culture.

GRANTS-IN-AID OF PUBLICATION 


Assistance towards 


The publication of books, monographs, pam- 
phlets, guides, etc., in the field of Ontario heritage 
which meet good standards of scholarship and 
organization but because of their local, regional or 
specialized nature would not ordinarily find a com- 
mercial publisher. It is expected that these publica- 
tions will have demonstrable community interest.

An application for a grant-in-aid of publication shall 
be made to the Ontario Heritage Foundation, and 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the final version 
of the proposed manuscript, the cost of its publica- 
tion and such other information as the Foundation 
may require.

MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 


GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1985 


Under Ontario Regulation 128/85, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. The grants 
are calculated separately for the elementary 
schools and the secondary schools. 
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1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE 
GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board operating expenditure 
over the yield of a calculated mill rate in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment supporting the 
board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $2,396 in the 
case of an elementary school pupil or $3,275 in 
the case of a secondary school pupil, a weighting 
factor that is determined by the Ministry for the 
school board, and the average daily enrolment of 
pupils of the board in day school, summer school 
and certain continuing education. 


Grant assistance in respect of continuing educa- 
tion is limited to specific programs including adult 
basic literacy, citizenship and language instruction 
for landed immigrants, English as a second lan- 
guage for adults, and courses for adults for which 
secondary school credit is given. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 127/85. For day school this is determined as 
30 per cent of the enrolment on each of the last 
school days of January and April, and 40 per cent 
of the enrolment on the last. school day of Sep- 
tember. For summer school and certain continuing 
education classes it is determined as the full-time 
equivalent in terms of instructional time. Kinder- 
garten and junior kindergarten subject to grant Is 
limited to a one-half day basis enrolment. 


In calculating average daily enrolment used for 
grants, recognition is included that costs do not 
reduce directly with enrolment declines. Thirty to 
sixty per cent of the decline from 1984 (depending 
on the board size) plus one-half of such assistance 
given in 1984 is included in the enrolment for grant 
purposes. 


The average daily enrolment for purposes of grant 
calculation is increased in the case of grades 9 and 
10 pupils in elementary schools by 23 per cent. 


The weighting factors address variations among 
school boards in the need for education services 
and in the cost of providing comparable education 
services. The factor components are:

Language Instruction 
French-English Mixed Schools 
Technical Programs 

Cost of Goods and Services 
(Northern) 

Small School Boards 

Small schools 

Teacher Experience and 
Qualifications 
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The mill rate used to determine the local portion of 
the recognized expenditure is calculated in the 
following manner:

The assessment used in the calculation is equal- 
ized using a five-year average of the equalization 
factors (issued by the Ministry of Revenue in 1980, 
1981, 1982, 1983 and 1984) and is adjusted to 
reflect the 15 per cent difference between residen- 
tial and commercial mill rates.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
or development of the jurisdiction served differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of 
facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 

The portions of these expenditures recognized for 
grant assistance are determined by specific ap- 
provals. The recognized expenditure is divided 
into two groups — 


a) specific debt charges and pupil transportation 
expenditure that is in excess of $275 per day 
school pupil of average daily enrolment, and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess of 
the recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the school board. 

The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 


a) .022 for elementary schools or .010 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


b) .107 for elementary schools or .049 for second- 
ary schools for each $100 of per pupil recog- 
nized expenditure. 


Boards receive grants on current approved minor 
projects and on major projects prior to 1980 in 
accordance with the financing of the project in- 
cluding grant on debenture installments, which in 
some instances will continue to the year 2000. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 

is: 

a) For French language schools or classes $220 
per elementary school pupil, $67 per subject 
credit for grades 9 and 10 secondary school 
pupils, $73 per subject credit for grades 11 to 13 
secondary school pupils. In addition there is 
recognition for some start-up costs where 
French-language classrooms are established. 


For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils the recognized expen- 
diture is determined by formulae that takes into 
account the number of pupils instructed, their 
grade level, the time devoted to instruction 
each day and the total accumulated hours 
of French-language instruction. The amounts 
range from $73 to $220 per pupil at elementary 
schools and from $29 to $112 per subject credit 
for a secondary school pupil. In addition, there 
is a grant for immersion start-up costs at the 
secondary school level.

The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 100 
per cent of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French-speaking pupils, the excess of the rec- 
ognized expenditure over the yield of a calcu- 
lated mill rate in the dollar upon the equalized 
assessment supporting the board. The mill 
rates are .107 for elementary schools or .049 
for secondary schools for each $100 of per 
pupil recognized expenditure. 


4 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


The Ministry introduced effective January, 1982, a 
new funding mechanism in respect of special edu- 
cation. In 1985, grants are the product of the 
Board's total enrolment (not just special education 
pupils) and a per pupil amount of $185 in respect of 
elementary school operations and $132 in respect 
of secondary school operations. In addition, a 
grant is paid in respect of each trainable retarded 
pupil of $4,100 adjusted by a weighting factor 
which takes into account the geographical location 
of the board. Where a school board employs a 
teacher to provide a special education program in 
certain specified facilities, institutions or hospitals, 
subject to approval a grant is payable to reimburse 
the board for the cost of the teacher's salary, re- 
lated employee benefit costs plus a $1,900 al- 
lowance for administrative costs etc., up to $925 
per teacher aide and up to $3,300 for the cost of 
classroom furniture and equipment. 


5 
HERITAGE LANGUAGE GRANTS 


Elementary school boards receive a grant of 
$31.75 per classroom hour in respect of Heritage 
language instruction, subject to minimum class 
size and where the school day is extended in 
relation thereto. 


6 
ADJUSTMENT IN RESPECT OF CHANGE IN 
TAX REVENUE 


School board grants compensate for any prior 
calendar year difference between the amount req- 
uisitioned by the school board or yield of the mill 
rate on assessment and actual taxes received. 
Effectively boards are compensated for “write-off 
of taxes” and grants are reduced on account of 
“supplementary” taxes received. 


vé 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges acceptable to the Minister on de- 
bentures issued by a school board prior to April, 
1980 that were not approved for grant assistance at 
the time of issue are now eligible for grant to the 
extent that such expenditure for the year exceeds 
the yield of .107 mills for elementary schools or 
.049 mills for secondary schools in the dollar upon 
the equalized assessment for the board in respect 
of each $25 per pupil of such expenditure. This 
base mill rate cannot be less than .110 for elemen- 
tary schools or .230 for secondary schools. 


8 
GRANTS FOR BOARDS ON TAX-EXEMPT 
LAND 


Schoo! boards on tax-exempt land receive grants 
from the province. These boards are Department 
of National Defence School Boards. Special fund- 
ing provisions also apply to school boards estab- 
lished in a sanatorium, a hospital, a crippled 
children’s treatment centre or a centre for the treat- 
ment of cerebral palsy. 


The first type of boards receive 50 per cent of all 
operating grants exclusive of capital. The second 
group of boards receive 80 per cent of teachers 
salaries and transportation costs and 50 per cent 
of all other costs exclusive of capital. 


3 
GRANTS FOR ISOLATE BOARDS 


Small remote boards (with enrolment of 300 or 
fewer) receive grants equal to all approved cost in 
excess of the yield of a mill rate on equalized 
assessment of 4.875 mills in the case of elemen- 
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tary school boards or 3.661 mills in the case of 
secondary school boards. 


10 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) apupil who resides in Ontario in an area that is 
not within the jurisdiction of a school board, is 
not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian 
Reserve; 


a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or de- 
tained in certain specified facilities, institutions 
or homes; or 


a pupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid Society, 
a grant is payable to reimburse the board the 
cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as is 
permitted for inter-board billing of tuition fees. This 
is calculated in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 130/85.

DIRECT CAPITAL GRANTS 


Since April 1, 1980, the grants to school boards on 
major approved capital projects are paid as the 
expenditures are incurred. Payments are made on 
a quarterly basis on progress certificates submit- 
ted to the school boards. The rates of grant are 
identical to those applicable to extraordinary ex- 
penditure grants which, for a board of average 
assessment wealth, is 75 per cent. 


12 
ASSESSMENT EQUALIZATION FACTORS 


The 1985 formula includes a provision which guar- 
antees that no board will receive less grant for 
reason of using the average of the provincial as- 
sessment equalization factors issued by the Minis- 
try of Revenue in 1980, 1981, 1982, 1983 and 1984. 
The comparison is to assessment equalized using 
the factors that were applicable in 1979. Similarly, 
grants have been provided to school boards to 
ensure that there is no increase in the proportion of 
the school board requisition that is borne by a 
municipality for reason of the new assessment 
equalization factors. 


13 
SECONDARY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION 
GRANT 


Provisions were introduced in 1980 to encourage 
French-language education programs at the sec- 
ondary school level and involve a reorganization 
grant to offset the start-up costs associated with 
the establishment of new homogeneous French- 
language entities. 
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For the first year of operation of such schools with 
an enrolment of 100 or fewer, the grant is $1,455 
per pupil. For larger schools, the grant is $127,200 
plus $183 per pupil to a maximum of $182,100. For 
the second year of operation, the grant is $970 per 
pupil for a school with an enrolmnt of 100 or fewer 
and for larger schools is $84,800 plus $122 per 
pupil to a maximum of $121,400. For the third, 
fourth and fifth years of operating, the grant is 
$485 per pupil for a school with an enrolment of 
100 or fewer and for larger schools, is $42,400 plus 
$61 per pupil to a maximum of $60,700.

MUNICIPAL OIL CONVERSION AND ENERGY 
CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Purpose 


To assist Ontario municipalities with the costs of 
converting oil-fired heating systems to alternate 
fuels, carrying out energy conservation retrofits in 
existing buildings, and installing solar heating sys- 
tems in seasonal swimming pools. 


Who is eligible? 

Municipal governments, conservation authorities, 
public utility commissions and boards or commis- 
sions thereof. 


What work is eligible? 


Equipment, material and installation costs directly 
related to oil conversions, energy conservation 
retrofits, and seasonal pool solar heating installa- 
tions in facilities Owned or operated by eligible 
applicants. Typical measures include: 


@ converting from oil to electricity, gas or other fuel 
SOUrCeS; 

@ improving the thermal efficiency of the building 
envelope including insulating, caulking and 
weather stripping; 

@ modifying lighting systems including delamp- 
ing: 

@ improving heating, ventilation and air con- 
ditioning systems and their controls; 

@ reducing domestic hot water consumption; 

@ installing heat recovery or solar heating equip- 
ment. 


Where applicants do not possess the technical 
expertise needed to identify or proceed with proj- 
ects, technical assistance grants are available to 
secure advice or commission a report from a pro- 
fessional engineer. 


General maintenance, repairs, and the replace- 
ment of over-age or worn-out equipment, as well 
as project financing costs, are not eligible.

® certification from the Municipal Clerk or the cor- 
porations Chief Executive Officer that no other 
financial assistance has been received or ap- 
plied for in relation to work proposed for funding 
by the Ministry of Energy.

15 PERCENT GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards the 
capital cost of major components of communal 
water and sewage works. 


This includes the water supply: intakes, treatment 

and storage facilities and trunk feedermains; for 

sewerage: treatment facilities, outfall and trunk 

sanitary sewers and associated pumping stations. 

Priority is given to: 

a) works to service an area encompassing more 
than one municipality; 

b) works providing for an increased supply of ser- 
viced lots in growth areas. 


Grants are equal to 15 percent of capital cost after 
deduction of federal or other grants.

GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST 
PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 7,500 
can apply for grants to assist the construction of 
new communal water and sewage works to service 
existing communities. Local distribution and col- 
lection works as well as major components are 
eligible. 
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Other conditions include: 


a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 


b) Where buildings have means of access to the 
service, municipalities must require that a con- 
nection be made, in accordance with Section 
219 of The Municipal Act. 


Priority is given to projects according to their con- 
tribution to health and environmental benefits and 
the servicing of urban growth. Grants are calcu- 
lated after deduction of federal or other grants. 
The assistance enables municipal costs to be limi- 
ted to $1,100 and $1,400 per connection, for water 
and sewage service respectively, subject to a max- 
imum of 75 per cent of net project cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10 per cent 
holdback. Final payment is made against audited 
final costs. Loans up to a 30 year term at the 
provincial interest rate may be made available to 
municipalities lacking access to commercial 
funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small communities 
currently serviced by private systems, where 
health and environmental problems exist. Typ- 
ically, the area considered would have insufficient 
potential for growth to require a communal system 
in the future. 


Other conditions include: 


a) grants will be made towards the cost of repair or 
renewal of systems serving homes that are 
principal residence in defined problem area; 


b) grants may be considered for costs associated 
with systems for other dwellings, commercial 
buildings and small industries only when lo- 
cated in the defined problem area; 


Cc) where a request is accepted, the ministry will 
retain a consulting engineer to prepare a report 
to identify the problems and propose alter- 
native solutions; 

d) subject to the availability of funds, grants may 
extend over a two year period. 

Priority is given to projects according to their con- 

tribution to health and environmental benefits. 


Grants are equal to: 

a) 100 per cent of the cost of the report; 

b) 75 per cent of the costs of implementing the 
solution. 


The amount of the grant will be committed over the 
period of construction.

WASTE MANAGEMENT 


Waste Management Planning Studies 


1) Financial assistance is available for 50 per cent 
of study costs to develop a long term waste 
management plan for regional municipalities or 
several municipalities which agree to operate 
joint waste management facilities on a shared 
cost basis.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, gen- 
eral rehabilitation hospitals, hospitals for chronic 
patients, active treatment teaching psychiatric 
hospitals, active treatment hospitals for alcoholism 
and drug addiction and rehabilitation hospitals, 
graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals hav- 
ing not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospita!s hav- 
ing fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals op- 
erated by the Ontario Division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 
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g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities of giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated 
by the Minister to provide special rehabilita- 
tion services for disabled persons in a region 
of Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices in a community or district to handicap- 
ped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an inte- 
grated and co-ordinated program; 


l) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction and providing facilities for 
giving instruction to medical students of any 
university as evidenced by a written agree- 
ment between the hospital and the university 
with which it is affiliated; 


m) Group M hospitals are general hospitals 
which may charge and receive payment for 
the use of C.A.T. Scan Services.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Ontario Regulation 859 under The Public Hospi- 
tals Act allows the province to provide grants not 
exceeding either 2/3 or 5/6 of the approved cost of 
constructing or renovating community hospitals. 
Approved costs include the cost of construction or 
renovation, professional fees and necessary basic 
equipment. 


The 5/6 of approved costs is provided to hospitals 
located in a Northern municipality with a popula- 
tion of not more than 12,000 in a territorial district 
or a provisional county. 


Regulation 862 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides capital grants for teaching hospitals. The 
province accepts responsibility for the approved 
capital cost of the university hospitals and of 
teaching and research facilities forming part of the 
university affiliated hospitals. 

In accordance with Regulation 861 under The Pub- 
lic Hospitals Act the province accepts respon- 
sibility for the approved capital cost of a regional 


rehabilitation hospital or that part of a hospital 
which provides special facilities for medical re- 
habilitation of patients. To qualify the hospital is 
expected to provide a wide range of special ser- 
vices and must be approved by the Minister as a 
regional rehabilitation centre before becoming eli- 
gible for grants on the basis of full costs. Regula- 
tion 860 under The Public Hospitals Act provides 
that, for rehabilitation facilities serving a local com- 
munity or district (e.g. crippled children’s treatment 
centres), the grant amounts to 2/3 of the approved 
cost. 


Regulation 858 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides that 100 per cent of the capital cost of 
economic investment projects may be paid where 
operating savings to the government will recover 
the capital cost within five or fewer years. 


Regulation 856 under The Public Hospitals Act 
provides grants equal to 100 per cent of the ap- 
proved capital cost for the amalgamation of hospi- 
tal services where the estimated savings on net 
operating costs during the five years following the 
establishment of the amalgamated service equals 
or exceeds the approved capital cost. 


Regulation 170/81 under The Public Hospitals Act 
allows the province to pay a special grant of 2/3 of 
the capital cost to correct hazardous conditions 
resulting from the presence of asbestos in public 
hospitals. The special grant is 5/6 of the approved 
cost when the public hospital is located in a North- 
ern municipality with a population of not more than 
12,000 persons and in a territorial district or a 
provisional county.

Municipal council must pass a resolution request- 
ing either direct technical assistance or funding. 
When funding is requested, an application form 
and the consultant's proposal should accompany 
the council resolution. 


The concurrence of regional council is also re- 
quired prior to the provision of a study grant or 
direct technical assistance. 


Basis of Assistance 


Each application will be considered on its merits, 
and maximum grant levels have been established 
according to municipal size. During the term of the 
approved study, progress payments will be made. 
Once the housing statement has been adopted by 
council and approved by the Ministry, the final 
grant payment is made to the municipality.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM 
(OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


In the past the province provided per capita grants 
to municipalities to administer as OHRP loans. 
While this direct assistance has not been available 
in recent years, many municipalities have OHRP 
funds as a result of loan repayments, etc. that can 
be utilized as loans to owner-occupants in that 
municipality whose adjusted annual family income 
is no greater than $18,000. This income limited will 
increase to $21,000 in accordance with the follow- 
ing table:

August 1, 1986 $20,000 
August 1, 1987 $21,000 


The prime objective of these loans is the repair of 
faulty structural and sanitary conditions and the 
upgrading of the plumbing, heating and electrical 
systems of the residences of the eligible owner-

occupants to bring their housing up to municipal 
health and safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
applicant within the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. The 
amount of interest charged on this loan will be 
determined by the annual family income of the 
applicant; a portion of the loan may be “forgiven” 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon com- 
pletion of a designated number of years of continu- 
ous occupancy. A special loan maximum of 
$9,500 (less any federal funding) is available un- 
der OHRP for physically disabled homeowners or 
homeowners with physically disabled relatives liv- 
ing with them. 


This special loan may be used for the repair of a 
dwelling unit to a minimum municipal standards 
and for the necessary modifications that would 
render the unit accessible to physically disabled 
persons. 


Eligible Recipients 


Owner-occupants are eligible provided the annual 
“adjusted family income” of the owner-occupant 
does not exceed $18,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, a 
lien as provided for by subsection 2 of section 3 
of the Act; and shall follow the procedures set 
forth in subsections 2 and 3 of section 3 of the 
Act. Where the placing of a lien is not feasible, a 
promissory note may be used as security for 
the repayment of the amount loaned as 
provided for by subsection 4 of section 3 of the 
Act.

INCENTIVE LOANS AND GRANT PROGRAM

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


The Resource Equalization Grant is designed to 
reinforce the fiscal capacity of lower tier munici- 
palities with below average tax bases, in order to 
increase their ability to upgrade local servicing 
without incurring excessive property tax rates. A 
portion of this grant is paid directly to upper tier 
municipalities. 


Eligible Recipients 
All lower tier and upper tier municipalities. 


Basis of Assistance 


The resource equalization grant is payable to each 
lower tier municipality whose 1984 equalization 
assessment is below $57,000 per household, 
when the assessment, with residential and farm 
taxable assessment being discounted by 45 per 
cent, is equalized according to the average equal- 
ization factor appearing in the 1985 Regulation to 
the Act. The assessment deficiency rate, recog- 
nized for resource equalization grant, is based on 
the proportion that 60 per cent of the municipality's 
deficiency of the 1984 equalized assessment per 
household bears to $57,000, to a maximum of 25 
per cent. This deficiency rate is then applied to the 
net general dollar levy of the lower tier municipality 
which is defined as the combined lower and upper 
tier municipal 1984 tax requirements and excludes 
taxation for school boards. The 1985 resource 
equalization grant is equal to the product of the 
municipality's net general dollar levy and its as- 
sessment deficiency rate, up to the maximum of 
the sum of the total 1984 resource equalization 
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grant entitlement (lower and upper tier shares) and 
the product of its 1985 households and $1.25. 


The portion of the resource equalization grant, 
determined on a basis of the ratio of upper tier 
taxes levied on commercial and business assess- 
ment to the total taxes levied on commercial and 
business assessment for all purposes, other than 
school purposes, is payable directly to the upper 
tier municipality. The region or county is required 
to credit this amount to its general revenues. The 
lower tier municipality is paid a resource equaliza- 
tion grant equal to the difference between the total 
grant and the amount payable to the region or 
county. This portion of the grant should be applied 
against taxes for own purposes. 


lll. SUPPORT GRANTS 


Assistance towards the financing of municipal ser- 
vices. 


Basis of Assistance 


. a) General Support Grant: Provides an amount 


equal to 5.75 per cent of the 1984 net general 
dollar levy to all municipalities, both upper and 
lower tier. 


b) Special Support Grant: Provides an additional 
amount equal to 17.25 per cent of the 1984 net 
general levy to: 


i) all municipalities situated in the northern 
part of Ontario, and 

ii) all municipalities situated in the District of 
Parry Sound and to the Townships of Airy, 
Chisholm and the Improvement District of 
Cameron. 


This grant is in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal goods and services in 
such areas. 


“Net general dollar levy” for the purposes of these 
grants means a municipality's own 1984 tax re- 
quirements, excluding upper tier and school board 
taxation.

IV. REVENUE GUARANTEE 


A revenue guarantee is provided on total uncondi- 
tional grants. The total of 1985 unconditional grant 
payments for the six major grants to a lower tier 
municipality, Region or County is guaranteed to be 
at least 2.0 percent more than in 1984.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS

Each application is reviewed on an individual basis 
and will be evaluated in terms of local needs, 
provincial policy and programs and the availability 
of funding. Upon agreement of the province to 
provide funding, an advance payment of up to 85 
per cent of study costs would be made. The 
provincial contribution will be limited to those eligi- 
ble study costs which have been incurred and 
invoiced after approval of funding. Subsequent 
payments would be made in accordance with 
stages of completion of the study and timing 
agreed to by the municipality and ministry at the 
time of the grant commitment. Ministry staff will 
require suitable evidence of expenditures, either in 
the form of consultant invoices or staff work rec- 
ords. Payments are made upon satisfactory com- 
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pletion of a project and fulfillment of terms of 
reference.

PROGRAM (CAIP) 


Assistance towards 

Provincial funds are available on a loan and grant 
basis for municipal services, parking, aesthetic 
and economic improvements to the downtown and 
older commercial areas of eligible municipalities. 
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Eligible Recipients 
All Ontario Municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 
A municipality must meet the following criteria: 


a) Have an approved official plan with policies 
relating to community improvement.

(vi) The area exhibits symptoms of physical, 
functional and/or economic decline (build- 
ings in need of rehabilitation, decrease in 
retail sales, high vacancy rate, declining 
tax base). 


c) Have an adopted property maintenance and 
occupancy standards by -law applicable to the 
improvement area pursuant to Section 31 of the 
Planning Act or under a private bill. 


Undertake to involve the public during the prep- 
aration of the community improvement plan. 


Have the financial and administrative capability 
to implement the Community Improvement 
plan. 


f) Be able to develop and submit within eight 
months, a community improvement plan (under 
Section 28(4) of the Planning Act) capable of 
being implemented within four years of receiv- 
ing approval of provincial funding. 
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Basis of Assistance 


(i) The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 
50:50 of total eligible costs. 


The provincial contribution will be in the form 
of loans and grants. The grant portion will not 
exceed one-third of the total provincial contri- 
bution, and the remaining two-thirds will con- 
sist of a loan. 

The loan portion will be repayable over a max- 
imum 10 year period with a fixed rate of inter- 
est set at one-half of the Provincial borrowing 
rate at the time of application approval.

f) Have a neighbourhood which meets the follow- 
ing neighbourhood eligibility criteria: 
i) A significant portion of the housing stock is 
in need of rehabilitation. 
ii) Other elements in the physical environment 
are in need of rehabilitation. 
iii) There are deficiencies in neighbourhood 
recreational and social facilities. 
iv) The area is occupied for the most part by

low and moderate income people. 

v) The area is potentially stable in terms of 
residential land uses and densities. 

vi) The area is predominantly residential. 


Basis of Assistance 


The cost sharing arrangement between the 
province and the municipality is at a ratio of 50:50 
of total eligible project costs, subject to the execu- 
tion of the provincial/municipal agreement. 

The program provides funds to assist in the repair

The purpose of this program is to assist commu- 
nities in Northern Ontario, particularly single in- 
dustry communities to identify and pursue 
opportunities to develop and diversify their local 
economies with the private sector and to ef- 
fectively work with other government agencies 
providing specific industrial development support 
programs.

and funding assistance of up to 75 per cent to 

municipalities for the following: 

1. Community awareness programs including 
economic development seminars. 

2. Investigation of the community's potential for 
new business development. 

3. Identification of new business opportunities 
and assessment of their feasibility. 


4. The development of promotional materials.

INDUSTRIAL INFRASTRUCTURE PROGRAM 
(NOR-DEV) Sub-Program

(a) when construction begins or when equipment 
and materials are ordered;
